Future Homemakers Hear Discussion 
of Their Part in Civil Defense 


The Future Homemakers of 
Montevallo High School held their 
regular monthly meeting January 
5. The topic “Civil Defense” was 
discussed by Dr. Hallie Farmer, 
head of the Social Science Depart- 
ment at Alabama College. 

The program chairman, Mary 
Thornton, introduced Dr. Farmer, 
who is State Chairman of, Civil 
Defense for Women, Dr. Farmer 
explained to the members that civil 
defense is a result of the changing 
nature of world conflicts. She said, 
“In the past is was the men at 
the fighting fronts who bore the 
direct brunt of war, but now home 
fronts with vital supplies of food 
and’ arms will be the enemy’s first 


targets. The hydrogen and atom 
bombs are bringing war home to 
us and civil defense is designed 
to train us in coping with the 
new problems we will face. As 
well as what we do in case of 
disaster, caused by storms, fires 
and earthquakes.’””~ 

Originally, according to Dr. 


Farmer, the civil defense workers 
put much emphasis on the con- 
struction of’ bomb shelters. Certain 
bombs recently developed, however, 
make the confinement of people in 
such air tight shelters impossible, 
so a plan of dispersal has been 
devised. 

Simply, this dispérsal plan 
means the evacuation of. areas hit 
by bombs. “Attacks may come 
with no warning at all, or. with 
as much as 15 minutes to two 


Local citizens who spoke briefly | hours -warning. At the dispersal 
Handy : signal, people within the area will 


{have to be evacuated. All doc- 
tors and nurses will leave from 
surrounding communities of the 
bombed area, at the signal, and 
administer aid to the needs of 
those in the bombed area,” says 
Dr. Farmer. 

There are four strategic areas 
in Alabama which are considered 
as bomb targets in case of open 
war. These are Gadsden with its 
vital industries, Montgomery with 
the state government, Mobile with 
its ports and shipping concerns, 
and Birmingham with its iron and 
steel works. Each of these areas 
has what is called a supporting 
area, 

Shelby County is one of Bir- 
mingham’s supporting areas, which 
means that Montevallo as well as 
the rest of the county will be re- 
sponsible for taking in and car- 
ing for people evacuating Birming- 
ham, 

“Here,” Dr. Farmer told the 
F.H.A. girls, “is where your role 
becomes important. With these 
thousands of scared, wounded, and 
sick people coming in, every citi- 
zen must be alert to his duties. 
Food, shelter, and clothes will 
have to be provided for them. 
Medical care and first aid, too, 
will have to be administered by 
citizens, as doctors and nurses 
from this county will be called to 
rush to the Birmingham area to 
serve in rescue squads.” 

Dr. Farmer advised the F.H.A. 
girls to prepare for their role in 


civil defense by taking a course 
in first aid and studying home 
nursing. Also, she said, “Every 


young person should have a driv- 
er’s license and some experience 
in handling trucks,” >

The 84th Congress met for the 
first time last Wednesday amid 
the switching of offices, commit- 
tee chairmanships and congres- 
sional officials. The first day of 
the session was devoted to the or- 
ganization of the House and Sen- 
ate and the swearing in of mem- 
bers. Both chambers met the fol- 
lowing day in a joint session to 
hear President Eisenhower’s State 
of the Union message. 


In his. message, the President 
dealt with most of the interna- 
tional and domestic problems con- 
fronting our government, and he 
asked for bi-partisan cooperation, 
particularly in the fields of —mili- 
tary security and foreign affairs. 

Beginning this week-the Presi- 
dent -will send separate messages 
to Congress containing his specific 
proposals for programs affecting 
foreign trade, civil service pay, 
highway construction, and military 
pay and ‘behefits. His annual bud- 
get message and economic report 
will be sent to Congress later this 
month. Recommendations concern- 
ing many other subjects will also 
te made to Congress by the Presi- 
dent in the weeks ahead. 


New Congress Unique 

The 84th Congress is an un- 
usual one, politically speaking, in 
that it is controlled by Democrats 
while a Republican serves as Pres- 
ident. Of the 45 Congresses since 
the Civil War, only five others 
have been~- controlled in both 
houses by a party other than the 
one the President represented. 
This year President Eisenhower 
finds his party in the minority in 
the House by 29 seats and in the 
Senaté: by two—one of the latter 
belonging to Sen. Wayne Morse 
of Oregon, formerly a Republi- 
can but now an Independent. 

Former President Truman was 
another recent chief executive’ to 
experience a so-called opposition 
Congress. As a Democrat he was 
confronted with a predominanth) 
Republican Congress in 1947-49 
which he labeled a “do-nothing 
Congress.” Other Presidents since 
the Civil War who encountered 
an opposition party in both houses 
were. Johnson (1867-69), Hayes 
(1879-81), Cleveland (1895-97), 
and Wilson (1919-21).

The return of a Democratic 
Congress saw the return of South- 
ern leadership in both houses.

Alabama Retail 
Sales Increase 


University, Ala. — Retail sales 
for Alabama establishments  in- 
creased five per cent from Sep- 
tember to October but were off 
five per cent from the 1953 Octo 
ber all time high, the Bureau of 
Business Research reports. 

Only two of the fifteen retail 
categories in Alabama showed a 
decrease in ‘sales from September; 
these were lumber (off two per 
cent) and drinking places ~(off 
seven per cent). 

Sixty of Alabama’s 67 counties 
showed hikes in retail sales for 
October as compared to Septem- 
ber. Shelby County retail sales 
showed an increase of 12.8 per 
cent for the period. 

Biggest increases over Septem- 
ber ‘in retail sales was scored by 
clothing stores (up 30 per cent) 
and the next largest percentage 
increase (13 per cent) was re- 
corded by general merchandise 
concerns, hardware and farm im- 
plement concerns. 

The largest percentage decrease 
was recorded by second-hand 
stores (off 28 per cent). Sales by 
auto concerns were 17 per cent 
below those of October 1953. This 
was attributed to new models be- 
ing introduced earlier this year.

Extended Social 
Security Covers 
More Workers 


The Social Security Act was 
amended in 1954 extending cover- 
age to some 10 million additional 
employees and self-employed indi- 
viduals. Included in ‘these new 
groups are 3.6 million self-em- 
ployed farmers. This means that 
the self-employed farmer began 
Jan. 1, 1955, to gain for himself 
and his family all the protection 
available under the Federal Old- 
Age and Survivors Insurance pro- 
gram. 

To be insured under this pro- 
gram a person must work for a 
period of time in employment or 
self-employment covered by the 
law. The length of time required 
varies according to the worker’s 
age. A farmer already 65 may 
qualify for old-age insurance bene- 
fits in as little as a year and one- 
half after the new/law covering 
him went into effect on Jan. 1, 
1955. The younger. self-employed 
farmer will need a longer period 
of work to be insured at age 65. 

The amount of social security 
tax the self-employed farmer will 
pay for these benefits depends 
upon his earnings. The rate of 
self-employment tax in effect at 
the present time is 3 per cent of 
net earnings. The farmer will re- 
port his earnings and pay the tax 
when he files his income tax re- 
turn for 1955, sometime between 
Jan. 1 and April 15, 1956. 

Benefits under this program in- 
clude life benefits for the worker 
at age 65 and for his family. Sur- 
vivor benefits are paid to his 
family in the event of his death 
at any time after he has become 
insured under the act.

At the annual conference of all 
public health workers of the state 
in. Birmingham on March 3 and 
4, Dr. Sloan, Shelby County |*

Tax Filing Assistance 


District Director of Internal 
Revenue George D. Patterson said 
today that a large number of his 
enforcement officers has been as- 
signed to assist taxpayers in the 
preparation. of their income tax 
returns. He stated that this as- 
sistance is available in all Internal 
Revenue Offices throughout the 
state to taxpayers making ‘tele- 
phone inquiries as well as to those 
who go to the offices.

What is told is, first, the con- 
spicuous and characteristic ° per- 
sonal drive of James E. Folsom to 
do things on ‘a surpassing or 
grand scale.

(Think what Texas 
could do with him!) 

What is told, second, is that an 
unusual political force has gath- 
ered behind the new governor.

The diversity of Folsom’s sup- 
porters is remarkable. The, Fol- 
som host in the one-lick primary 
victory brought whale-tailed Cad- 
illacs parked beside high-cabbed 
pickup trucks with banging tail 
gates; calico rubbing against mink; 
overalls and tobacco juice seated 
with Brooks Bros, flannel and fil- 
ter tips; unified; applause from 
card-carrying CIO organizers and 
open .shop operators; sin-hating 
fundamentalists cheek-by-jowl with 
liquor agents, 

But much more remarkable— 
and we believe unique in the line 
of ,Southern mob» spellbinders—is 
the appeal of Folsom to both the 
“nigger hater’ element and the 
Negro himself. 

On many occasions in the past 
The Advertiser hag commented on 
Folsom’s baffling success in re- 
taining the adherence’ of these his- 
torically antagonistic groups. 

Considering the kind of support 
on which Folsom relied up until 
his last race, it must be recorded 
with admiration that he has never 
once ‘exploited racial prejudice. 
-The assemblage of these diverse 
and usually hostile elements un- 


der one banner is a commanding. 


achievement in Alabama political 
history. It is made possible by an 
appeal not essentially that of a 
cleverly . fabricated program, but 
the appeal of a personality.

And what is it that Folsom 
plans to bring about with this 
great political force gathered into 
his hands as it has been gathered 
by few of his 46 predecessors? 

Should Folsom achieve all that 
he seeks, there would unfold one 
of the remarkable reformations -in 
Alabama affairs. It is not certain 
that every citizen entirely under- 
stands what“is up.

Folsom seeks “the largest (ru- 
ral road building) program ever 
asked for in this state.” 

He seeks a convention to rewrite 
Alabama’s organic law, the Con- 
stitution. He seeks in this conven- 
tion, the “paramount goal” of his 
administration, chiefly to add to 
and subtract from the representa- 
tion of the 67 counties in the 
legislature. By diminishing the 
legislative power of some counties 
and increasing that of others, 
there would be a major reorder- 
ing of the centers of political pow- 
er and.a modification of the politi- 
cal climate. 

He seeks (as he told a Mobile 
audience in August), to rewrite 
Alabama’s “medieval criminal 
code”. This suggests altered law 
concerning murder, rape, elections, 
divorce, Sunday closing, marriage, 
truancy, embézzlement, commu- 
nism, bribery, loan sharks, beauty 
parlor prices, cigaret prices, chiro- 
practic, fox hunting, voter qualifi- 
cations, driving while drunk, prop- 
erty tax assessment. By itself this 
would be a profound undertaking. 

He seeks the qualification of

more voters. He and the like- 
minded A. W. Todd, commissioner 
of agriculture by grace of a Fol- 
som request, can see that voter 
registrars are appointed in each 
county who-welcome new appli- 
cations to vote. 

As a further measure to make 
it easier for more Alabamians to 
vote, he seeks repeal of the rem- 
nant poll tax. 

Should he succeed in making 
Judge Roy Mayhall chairman of 
the State Democratic Executive 
Committee, he will have gone far 
in winning control of Democratic 
Party machinery. This is all the 
notable because until now, 
the committee was controlled by 
Senators Hill and Sparkman. 

He seeks as delegation to next 
year’s Democratic 
that will agree with him on a 
presidential nominee. 

He seeks to elect a man of his 
choice governor in 1958, the same 
as he ‘sought in 1950 (Phil 
Hamm).

In addition to receiving three 
special messages from the Presi- 
dent, the members of the 84th 
Congress last week also’ were 
given their committee assign- 
ment, 


President’s Messages 


In his first message President 
Eisenhower asked Congress for a 
three-year extension of his author- 
ity to negotiate reciprocal tariff 
reductions. He asked that he be 
permitted to reduce selected tariff 
rates by not more than five per 
cent each year for the three-year 
period, to reduce to 50 per cent 
any rates in excess of that level, 
and to decrease by half the rates 
on goods now being imported in 
very small quantities or not at 
all. 

The President, in this same mes- 
sage, asked for legislation to sim- 
plify customs procedures by re- 
vising the standards for valuation 
of imports. As a means of stima- 
lating international travel, he re- 
quested Congress to raise from 
$500 to $1,000 the amount of duty- 
free goods which tourists can 
bring home to this country ina 
six-months period. In addition, he 
suggested a 27 per cent cut in 
corporate rates on business in- 
come from foreign branches of 
American companies in order to 
encourage investment abroad. His 
message also recommended con- 
tinued participation by the United 
‘States in technical assistance on 
grams, Along this line, he asked 
for American ‘participation in ~in- 
ternational trade fairs as a means 
of telling the.story of our system 
‘of free enterprise. 

The President believes that the 
enactment into law of -these par- 
ticular recommendations will 
strengthen the foreign economic 
policies of our country. - 

In his second spedial message 
to Congress, the President asked 
for an increase in the salaries of 
postal workers and other federal 
employees: and a boogt in postage 
rates. For postal employees he 
recommended a flat five per cent 
raise and for, other federal work- 
ers an average of five per cent 
with the largest increases being 
in the middle grades. He also ask- 
ed for a group health insurance 
program for government workers 
of which the employees would pay 
about two-thirds of the total cost. 

Although the President did not 
suggest a ‘specific .amount for 
postage increases, it is generally 
assumed that he favors a offe-cent 
hike on first class and air’ mail 
letters as well as increases on sec- 
ond and third class mail. How- 
ever, Sen. Frank Carlson (R.- 
Kan:), who is ranking minority 
member of the Senate Civil Serv- 
ice Committee, has stated that he

An Industrial Development Report 


“When are you going.to bring us a 
new industry?” 


That is a question asked frequently 
of répresentatives of our Industrial Devel- 
opment Department. It is a question they 
can’t answer for two reasons: 


1. They have no way of knowing when 
a prospect will make his decision. 


2. Alabama Power Company doesn’t 
bring industries any place. We do try to 
learn of industries which might be seeking 
locations for expanded or new manufactur- 
ing or distribution operations, We do this 
through personal calls, advertising, corre- 
spondence, Our Industrial Development 
Department makes a study of the needs of 
such concerns. It then places before the 
interested parties the facts about locations 
in our service area which might meet those 
needs. Usually in doing so it also is work- 
ing with railroad and other utility repre- 
sentatives, chambers of commerce and other 
civic groups, public officials and local prop- 
erty owners. 


The decision of where and when to 
locate is entirely within the discretion of 


‘ 


the prospective industry. Our chief, con- 
cern is to present to prospects facts about 
those areas which most nearly will meet 
their needs, We have no preference for one 
community over another which can meet 
the specifications, 


During 1954 members of our Indus- 
trial Development Department conducted 
66 parties of visitors to one or more areas 
of the state. More than 15 different types 
of industry (310 different concerns) were 
contacted—247 of them personally. Sixty- 
two special studies were prepared. From 
these contacts 31 currently active prospects 
resulted and 53 which are expected to be- 
come active.

This intensive cultivation work is con- 
tinuing during 1955. We hope to see a 
number of these prospects locate in Ala- 
bama. We will present tHe facts; the de- 


cision on where to locate will be theirs. 


It is always gratifying when a com- 
munity in our service area is selected to be 
the location for a new industry; par- 
ticularly pleasing is that spirit of welcome 
which often plays so large a part in a 
decision on where to locate.

To Protect Formosa 


The House gave approval last 
week to a resolution authorizing 
the President to employ the arm- 
ed forces to secure and protect 
the Formosa area. The/ Senate 
followed suit a few days later. 


The President made a request 
for such action Monday of last 
week. The resolution was intro- 
duced following the President’s 
request, and was referred to the 
Foreign Affairs Committee of the 
House, of which I,am a member. 
We began immediate considera- 
tion of it. 


Secretary Dulles and Admiral 
Radford appeared and testified 
in support of the resolution. 


Secretary Dulles reviewed the 
mounting tension caused by Com- 
munist Chinese attacks on Na- 
tionalist-held territory, and he 
5g nk the strategic importance 

Formosa and the Pescadores 
toleads to the United States and 
~ the importance of their remainin, 
in friendly hands. The Secretary 
of State emphasized that, he con- 
sidered it imperative that the 
United States take a position of 
firmness backed by national un- 
ity. Failing to do so, he pointed 
out, would invite miscalculations 
which could lead ‘to a far more 
serious situation than exists now. 

Admiral Radford supported the 
views. of Secretary Dulles, point- 
ing .out that from a military 
viewpoint the island chain from 
the Aleutians to New Zealand is 
vital to.the defense of the United 
States. 


After careful consideration of 
the facts presented to us, the 
Foreign Affairs Committee re- 
ported the resolution unanimous- 
ly. The following day the House 
adop the resolution that gives 
firm and positive notice to the 
world of the policies this country 
has adopted and upon which we 
stand united. 

In giving our approval to this 
resolution, the House realized a 
calculated risk was involved. Yet, 
most of us strongly believed we 
would take a far greater risk if 
we failed to act firmly and unit- 
edly, It is my prayerful hope that 
our firm declaration of policy 
will not take us into a conflict, 
but instead will bring to us and 
a troubled world a greater hope 
for peace,

Alabama College To Dedicate New 
Nursery School Building Next Sunday 


A new ultra modern “world 
for little people” will be opened 
Sunday, February 13 for children 
aged two to four who are enroll- 
ed in Alabama College’s labora- 
tory nursery school. 


The new addition to the Monte- 
vallo campus will be dedicated 
and a special open heuse will be 
held for visitors from 3 to 5 p.m. 

Furniture and furnishings for 
the new building are small scale, 
appropriate for the abilities and 
desires of the pre-school age oc- 
cupants, Incorporating a minimum 
number of “attractive hazards” 
for little people, the nursery 
school houses complete play fa- 


cilities, sleeping rooms, kitchen 
and bath facilities, : 

Alabama College’s nursery 
school, started during the sum- 


mer of 1931, is one of the oldest 
laboratories for training and re- 
search in the field of child devel- 
opment in the state. More than 50 
prospective teachers are trained 


/ 


and gain actual experience in car- 
ing for pre-school age children 
each year, according to Dr. Lois 
Ackerly, director of the college’s 
school of home economics. 


The nursery school is under the 
direct supervision of Miss Ethel 
Bickham, associate professor of 
home economics and nursery 
school director. Under Miss Bick- 
ham’s direction, the diminutive 
scholars learn how to play and 
associate with each other and at 
the same time receive their first 
introduction to school life. 


The new building was approved 
by the state building commission 
in. July-.1952. Plans received a 
supplemental appropriation in the 
fall of 1953. Contract for the 
building was let in November of 
1953 to the Jones and Hardy 
Construction Company of Monte- 
vallo and construction began early 
in «the summer of 1954. Archi- 
tects are Warren, Knight and Da- 
vis of Birmingham.

Ray, sends us a copy of an ar- 
ticle published in the January is- 
sue of the Alabama Highway 
Bulletin, It contains some inter- 
esting general information about 
Shelby County, and,some other 
facts pertaining to the county’s 
road construction program of re- 
The article referred 
to is as follows: 
Shelby County 


Shelby County is located geo- 
graphically in the very heart of 
Alabama. The center of Alabama 
is located 8 miles west of Calera. 
Columbiana is the county seat. 

Shelby is rich in natural re- 
sources, having unlimited depos- 
its of coal, some iron ore, an un- 
limited quantity of good grade of 
limerock, \timber, and a wealth of 
good road materials. 

The county is growing steadily 
industrially and as a farming 
area. During the year 1954, 
Westinghouse and the American 
Brake Shoe companies located 
plants in the county. Birmingham 
Slag Company has started con- 
struction on a $1 million lime- 
stone aggregate plant. 

Already in Shelby County for 
many years were the textile mills 
of Siluria and Columbiana, ‘lime 
and limerock aggregate plants at 
Alabaster, Keystone and Sagi- 
naw, and Southern Cement Com- 
pany near Calera. 

The county is also rich in good 
farm land especially adapted to

In ‘another special message to 
Congress, President Eisenhower 
last week renewed his request for 
a national health reinsurance 
plan. At the same time; he rec- 
ommended the appropriation of 
more feder funds for public 
health facilities. 

When the President’s health in- 
surance proposal came before the 
House last year it was defeated. 
Rejection of this lagislation ‘was 
considered a significant setback 
for the Eisenhower administra- 
tion. 


Although the President’s latest 
message did not spell out the re- 
imsurance program in detail, leg- 
islation has already been intro- 
duced to carry out most of his 
recommendations. A bill was in- 
troduced in the Senate providing 
that the government will pay to 
75 per cent of any abnormel loss- 
es suffered by private health in- 
surance groups which, are willing 
to broaden their coverage. The 
Senate measure also provides for 
federal] insurance of loans for con- 
struction of health facilities and 
a five-year program of grants to 
states for training practical nurs- 
es of less than college grade.

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Federal aid for school construc- 
tion was the subject last week of 
President Eisenhower’s special 
message to Congress. The Presi- 
dent asked for a three-year emer- 
gency program-to promote the 
building of new schools at a cost 
of approximately $7 billion. The 
federal government’s share of the 
total cost under the President’s 
proposal would be about $1.1 bil- 
lion in loans and grants. 

Three methods of financing the 
school construction program were 
outlined in the President’s mes- 
sage. First, he recommended that 
the federal government be auth- 
orized to spend $750 million over 
a period of three years to pur- 
chase local school bonds from 
communities “which are handi- 
capped in selling bonds at a rea- 
sonable rate.” 

Second, it was recommended 
that federal aid be made avail- 
able to state school building agen- 
cies that would build and rent 
new schools to local communities. 
The President did not ask for a 
specific sum to aid the school 
building agencies, but suggested 
that Congress authorize the “ne- 
cessary funds” for federal parti- 
cipation. 

As his third proposed method 
for financing a school construc- 
tion program, the President rec- 
ommended direct federal aid to 
communities that cannot issue 
bonds or pay rent on new schools. 
At the same time, the President 
asked Congress to appropriate 
$200 million over a _ three-yea> 
period to be used for grants-in- 
aid for these communities. 

In stressing the importance of 
the school construction program, 
President Eisenhower pointed out 
that the nation needs 300,000 ad- 
ditional classrooms at this time 
and, with mounting enrollments, 
50,000 new elementary and high 
school rooms will have to be 
added annually. 

Alabama’s senior senator, Lis- 
ter Hill, labeled the President’s 
construction proposals as inade- 
quate for present needs. Senator 
Hill. is the author of a bill to 
provide federal funds of $500 mil- 
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lion a year for a two-year period 
for emergency~‘school construction 
grants and, as chairman of the 
Senate Education Committee, will 
have a strong voice in the formu- 
lation of any school construction 
legislation that may reach the 
floor of the Senate for a vote. 
Opposes Pay Raise 

The bill to increase the salaries 
of members of Congress is scheds 
uled \to come before the House 
this week. 

When I first became a candi- 
date for Congress, I was fully 
aware of the salary I would: ree 
ceive. I wags willing, if -elected, 
to serve for that amount. Had 
there been a tremendous increase 
in the cost of living during the 
two years I have been a-member 
of Congress, possibly I could jus- 
tify in my own mind an affirma- 
tive vote. That has not been the 
case, however. Although the. cost 
of living has. increased 37.2% 
since the last increase in 1946 of 
congressional salaries, the cost of 
living has risen only 8% during 
the two years F have been a mem- 
ber of the House of Representa- 
tives. The proposal which the

With an already astro- 
nomical debt and our budget still 
unbalanced, it is my belief that 
all plans for a congressional sal- 
ary increase should at* least be 
postponed. 


I hope it will be possible to get 
a roll-call vote on this legisla- 
tion. But, whether the vote is by 
roll call or by voice, mine will be 
in opposition to the measure.

His many friends were shocked 
last week by the death of former 
Congressman Péte Jarman. Ap- 
parently in good health, Mr. Jar- 
man had spent more than two 
hours in my office less than a 
week before. 

As the Congressman from the 
district formerly represented by 
Mr. Jarman, I made the following 
announcement of his death on the 
floor of the House shortly after 
we convened last Thursday: 

“Mr. Speaker, it is with deep 
regret that I must announee to 
the Members of the House of 
Representatives the death this 
morning of Hon. Pete Jarman, a 
former Member of the House 
from the State of Alabama, and 
former Ambassador to Australia. 
Mr, Jarman served with distinc- 
tion from 1937 through 1948 the 
district which I now have the 
honor to represent. In 1949 he 


was appointed Ambassador to]: 


Australia and diligently perform- 
ed the duties of that office thru 
1953. With his passing, both Ala- 
bama and the Nation have lost 
an outstanding leader and states- 
man.” ~ 

Mr. Jarman, a veteran of: World 
War I, was buried with full mil- 
itary honors at Arlington Nation- 
al Cemetery on Monday of this 
week, The memBers of Alabama’s 
Congressional delegation served as 
honorary pallbearers. 

Reciprocal Trade Act 


After two days of tense debate 
and a number of close votes, the 
House of. Representatives last 
Friday passed the Trade Agree- 
ments Extension Act of 1955, The 
measure extends the President’s 
authority to enter into trade 
agreements with other countries 
until June, 1958. His ‘present au- 
thority is scheduled to expire on 
June 12 of this year. 

Under the provisions of this 
bill, the President will be permit- 
ted to reduce most tariffs 5% in 
each of the next three years and 
to cut tariffs on goods imported 
in negligible amounts by as much 
as 50% in return for concessions 
from other countries. At the same 
time, all of the safeguards of the 
existing Reciprocal Trade law are 
maintained in this bill, such as 
the peril point and escape clause 
procedures. 

There has béen and continues 
to be a great deal of. apprehen- 
sign among the manufacturers of 
certain products that the further 
reduction of tariffs will cause se- 
rious damage to their industriés. 
An example is the cotton textile 
industry. With this in mind, an 
effort was made to amend HR 1 
whereby the peril point and es- 
cape clause provisions -would be 
made more effective so that cot- 
ton textile industry and other 
manufacturers faced with a sim- 
ilar problem might be afforded 
better protection. This effort fail- 
ed by only a few votes.

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Pete Jarman 


In the past I have written and 
said much about Pete Jarman. 
Ever and always my feeling about 
him, in his long and noble public 
career, was that he was a states- 
man whose ideals and practices 
deserved my honest and aggress- 
ive support, both as a man and 
@s a public servant. 


He died last week in Washing- 
ton where he had lived since his 
public career ended. His death 
has ended all for him in this 
world, save the footsteps he left 
on the sands of his time. 

Now, what shall I say in.retro- 
spect to his noble life and career? 
For my eulogy to him I am wil- 
ling and glad to exercise my priv- 
ilege of quoting the words of the 
editor of the Montgomery Adver- 
tiser: ; 

* * «@ 

“Pete Jarman (his full name 
was Peterson Bryant Jarman, but 
for many years he had _ been 
known on the ballot and in the 
news simply as Pete Jarman) was 
an Alabamian who made a ca- 
reer of politics, starting modestly 
and rose high, Not on the flashy 
or sensational side, he went ahead 
in great measure on the strength 
of one of the most likable person- 
alities the state has known in rec- 
ent decades. 

“He was a native of Livings- 
ton, in Sumter County, of the 
Black Belt stock that has figured 
largely in the: public life of Ala- 
bama. After political apprentice- 
ship in his home county, and a 
distinguished record in World War 
I, he came to Montgomery in 1919 
as an assistant state examiner of 
accounts. 

“He was elected secretary of 
state in 1930, for the term 1931- 
35. In 1986 he was elected to 
Congress from his home_ district, 
the Sixth. 

“Jarman’s home section of the 
district did not contain as many 


Center of Alabama 


Editor, The Times-Herald: 


In the issue of The Times-Her- 
ald of date February 10, 1955, 
you quote from a bulletin sent out 
by the Highway Department as 
follows: “Shelby County is locat- 
ed geographically in the very 
heart of Alabama. The center of 


Alabama is located three miles 
west of Calera.” 

I wish to take Issue with the 
last part of the above statement. 
The Town of Montevallo is the 
geographical center of the State 
of Alabama, historically, and by 
any. other means you wish to 
measure the state’s center, and if 
you want to be a little more ex- 
act, the center may be described 
as lying on the campus of Ala- 
bama College, for it was in the 
establishment of the college that 
the term “geographical center of 
the state,” was first originated. 
Other places may lay claim to 
this honor, but here are the facts 
as they were frelated to me by the 
late Judge E. S. Lyman, who was 
a member of the committee sent 
by the. town of Montevallo to 
Montgomery in order to try to 
have the school located here. 

In 1892, Col. Sol D. Bloch of 
Camden, who was then a member 
of the Alabama Senate, introduced 
a Bill to establish a girls’ indus- 
trial school somewhere within the 
state. This school was the “brain- 
child” of the lamented Julia S. 
Tutwiler. The bill was passed and 
a committee was appointed to find 
a suitable location for the school. 

Very few towns were interested 
in the school, as they thought it

wayward girls. Montevallo was 
one of the few towns interested in 
the school. When the committee 
from Montevallo met with the 
committee of the legislature and 
presented its offer, one of the 
committeemen of the legislature 
asked the ~ question, “Where is 
Montevallo?” * whereupen one of 
the Montevallo citizens took a 
map of Alabama and drew two 
diagonal lines from the opposite 
corners, remarking at the same 
time that “where these lines in- 
tersect is the geographical center 
of the State of Alabama and that 
place is Montevallo”. 

The above account was told to 
me by both Dr. Palmer and Judge 
Lyman, the latter stating that the 
above action by the Montevallo 
committeeman “clinched” the 
school for Montevallo. 

On one occasion I was riding 
with Dr. Palmer to Calera and he 
laughingly pointed out to me a 
pile of rocks located in the Randle 
Cemetery just east of the Calera 
highway and said that “there is 
the center'of Alabama”. He then 
said that this was not true, that 
evidently some former student or 
citizen started this rumor as a 
joke. He then related the story I 
have given above as a true state- 
ment of fact. 

The late Dr. Frank Willis Bar- 
nett, traveling reporter for The 
Birmingham News, always said 
Montevallo was the geographical 
center of the state, and he once 
asked me why the citizens here 
didn’t use this as a slogan, saying 
that other communities would 
give their last dollar to have such 
a catchy slogan. 

I, personally, have tried for 
several years to get some student 
organization to furnish the funds 
to have a marker placed on the

1,347 Persons Receive 
Social Security Benefits- 


For the month of December 
1954, 1,347 persons in Shelby 
County received benefit checks 
under Federal Old Age and Sur- 
vivors Insurance, These benefits 
were payable because these peo- 
ple worked in employment cover- 
ed by the Social Security Law 
and paid social security taxes. 

Beginning January 1, 1955, the 
money made from farming will 
count towards social security ben- 
efits. Thus, Shelby County’s self- 
employed farm operators may 
find themselves receiving benefits 
under this program in their old 
age. 

Since no social security returns 
will be made on self-employment 
farm earnings until the end of 
the 1955 crop year, blanks for 
making reports will not be avail- 
able until that time.

Largest Part of Savings Kept 
In Liquid Form 


Since the end of World War II, 
Americans have saved 115 billion 
dollars out of their personal in- 
comes. This means that during’ 
the 9 year period, 1946 through 
1954, their total spending for con- 
sumption was 115 billion dollars 
less «than the total income they 
received. 

The largest share of the sav- 
ings total was kept in liquid form 
—cash, bank deposits, savings and 
loan shares, and government -se- 
curities, Actually, individuals ad- 
ded about: 66 billion dollars to 
their holdings of this type during 
the period under. review. Offset 
against this is an’increase of 20 
billion dollars in consumer indebt- 
edness, chiefly for goods pur- 
chased on installment. Thus the 
increase in liquid savings—net-of 
the increase in debt—was 46 bil- 
lion dollars. 

In appraising the importance ‘of 
post-war accumulations of liquid 
savings ‘it must be remembered 
that they have been added on top 
of the liquid assets in the hands 
of individuals at the end of the 
war—amiounting to more than 150 
billion dollars. Individuals now 


Jhold liquid assets of well over 


200 billion dollars. 


Thé second most important of 
the uses to which post-war sav- 
ings have been put is the pur- 
chase of insurance. Individuals in- 
vested about 38 billion dollars in 
insurance during the years 1946 
through 1954. 

During these same years Am- 
ericans put 13 billion dollars of 
their savings into their own 
homes. Actually the value of the 
homes built since World War II 
is far in éxcess of this aniount— 
about 75 billion dollars: However, 
most of the cost ‘of these homes 
was borrowed on mortgage; ra- 
ther than provided out of the 
savings of the purchasers. The 
18 billion dollars represents sav- 
ings applied to down payments or 
to subsequent amortization of the 
mortgages. 

Finally, 18 billion dollars of: in- 
dividual savings were invested by 
the savers in business enterprises 
by purchase of corporate

In Memoriam: W. C. Martin 

When William C. Martin lost 
his life Friday. night in a tragic 
accident, Shelby County lost one 
of her best farmers and the Soil 
Conservation District lost one of 
its finest cooperators. 

Mr. Martin was a city bus driv- 
er for eight hours each day, but 
his heart never left his Monte- 
vallo farm. He loved his soil as 
few of our farmers do. 

His love for the soil showed in 
his carefully thought out and en- 
ergetically vexecuted farm prog- 
ram. He gladly used every con- 
servation practice his friends 
could suggest to stop erosion and 
improve fertility.

The bill also contains a Demo- 
erat-sponsored rider which, if fin- 
ally enacted, will give a $20 tax 
eut to each taxpayer and depend- 
ent as of next January 1. 
Extension of the corporate in- 
come and excise tax rates at the 
present levels will retain approx- 
imately $2 billion of annual in- 
come, while enactment of the $20 
tax cut will reduce revenue by 
$870 million during fiscal 1956. 
The Republicans objected to the 
tax cut rider, but the House, by a 
vote of 210 to 205, refused to send 
the bill back to the Ways and 
Means Committee with instruction 
to remove the rider. After many 
hours of debate in which spokes- 
men of each party charged the 
other with “politics”, the bill was 
supported by 221 Democrats and 
21 Republicans and opposed by 
173 Republicans and 2 Democrats. 
This measure, which has been 
sent to the Senate, has a rough 
road ahead. In addition to Repub- 
lican opposition, Senator Byrd of 
Virginia, Chairman of the Senate 
Finance Committee, has also an- 
nounced his opposition to the tax 
cut. With this combination of op- 
position votes, Senate passage of 
the tax rider is far from assured.

A bill passed by the House last 
Friday will extend the 
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reage by 3 per cent of the 1955 
allotmept, or by 33,054 acres in 
Alabama. 

The bill granting this increase 
in acreage passed the House: be- 
cause members felt that many 
cotton farmers would undergo 
hardships and suffering due to 
the sharp curtailment in the 1955 
acreage allotment. 

Our national acreage allotment 
in 1954 was almost 4 million ac- 
res less than the 1958 acreage. In 
addition, our section of the coun- 
try, as well as other areas, suf- 
fered the most disastrous drought: 
that can be remembered. Another 
‘eut in cotton acreage in 1955 am- 
ounting to more than 3 million 
acres could only mean bankruptcy 
for some cotton farmers of our 
district and state. Knowing the 
facts, most House members felt 
it would be better at this time to 
spread out our acreage reduction 
over a longer period of years 
than throw thousands of cotton 
farmers out-of work by another 
drastic acreage cut this year.” 

Several amendments were offer- 
ed which would have increased 
Alabama’s acreage allotment even 
more. These amendments, which I 
supported, failed to pass. 

Although an additional 33,054 
acres will not remedy the plight 
of Alabama’s cotton farmer, it 
will at least provide some help. 
It is my hope that the Senate will 
act on the House bill at the ear- 
liest possible date so that these 
additional acres can be available 
before the planting ‘season.

I introduced .in the House last 
week a bill to amend the Social 
Security Act to provide for the 
payment of benefits to certain in- 
dividuals who are over the age of 
18 but who are incapable of self- 
support by reason of physical or 
mental disability. 

A present provision in the Soc- 
jal Security Act stipulates that 
children’s insurance benefits can 
not be paid to anyone who is over 
18 years old. If enacted into law 
my bill will direct that payments 
be made to any person, regardless 
of age, who is incapable of self- 
support and who was so disabled 
before he became 18. In order to 
be eligible, the disabled person 
must have been dependent for all 
his support upon the insured at 


* the time of the insurd’s death, 


Cases have been called to my 


attention where social security 
benefits for a disabled son or 
daughter, incapable of self-sup- 


port, have been discontinued after 
the child reaches the age of 18. 
Of course, the need for this as- 
sistance not only continues after 
the person reaches 18, but in 
many cases increases. I have in- 
troduced this legislation in an 
effort to remedy thig situation. 
You may recall that I intro- 
duced legislatidn last year to am- 
end the Railroad Retirement Act 
of 1937 to provide annuities for 
certain incompetent children of 
deceased railroad workers. The 
provisions of this bill were in- 
cluded in a general measure en- 
acted into law last August to am- 
end the Railroad Retirement Act.

Dr. Sloan Speaks 
On TB Program 


At the annual conference of all 
public health workers of the state 
in Birmingham last Thursday and 
Friday, Dr. Sloan, Shelby County 
Health Officer, participated in a 
symposium on “The Treatment of 
Tuberculosis” with Dr. Arthur J. 
Viehman,-medical director of the 
Jefferson Tubercutosis Sanatori- 
um. 


Dr. Viehman discussed the san- 
atorium care of tuberculosis pa- 
tients and Dr. Sloan discussed the 
home treatment, . s 


Dr. Sloan emphasized the suc- 
cess of the tuberculosis program 
as it is conducted in this county 
with the combined cooperation 
and resources of the County Tu- 
berculosis Association, the County 
Board of Revenue and Control, 
the Health Department, and the 
practicing physicians. 

At present the County Tuber- 
culosis Clinic is treating 40 cases 
of tuberculosis at a cost of about 
$240 a month. It would cost $2700 
a month to hospitalize this num- 
ber of patients — a prohibitive 
figure. In addition to its great 
saving of money, the patient is 
much happier amidst his home 
surroundings and near his family. 
The vast majority of patients who 
are willing to follow instructions 
improve rather rapidly and even- 
tually get well. Much can be done 
for the patient now that was not 
possible even 6 years ago. 

Because of the enormous cost 


of erecting and maintaining new 
sanatoria with sufficient number 
of beds to hospitalize all of Ala- 
bama’s tuberculosis cases, and the 
prohibitive cost to the counties, 
it was suggested that the best ap- 
proach to this major problem is 
the establishment of a county or 


district tuberculosis clinic similar 
to ours, and use the presently 
available sanatorium beds for the 
quarantined ‘uncooperative cases 
and for the occasional case in 
whom surgery is required. 
Considerable interest was mani- 
fested in our program by health 
officers from other counties. 


Oak Mountain Lake 
Open to Public Fishing 


W. H. Drinkard, Director of the 
Alabama Department of Conser- 
vation, has announced that pub- 
lie fishing will be open March 15 
through April 30 at the old Oak 
Mountain Lake located between 
the group camps at Oak Moun- 
tain State Park. 

Drinkard said fishermen should 
note that this is not the new Oak 
Mountain Lake, which will be 
closed to all fishing until later 
this year. The lake being opened 
to fishing is known to some peo- 
ple as the seout camp lake. It is 
a small lake of about 19 acres. 

There are no boats available for 
rental at the old lake, but priv- 
ately owned boats without motors 
may be used. Fishermen will be 
charged 50 cents per day to fish 
from sunup to sundown.

Rules Are Explained 


“If you pay $17 a month or 
more to your cook, baby-sitter or 
maid, you will probably have ‘to 
pay social security tax in April,”

Polio Vaccination 


E, F. SLOAN, M. D. 
County Health Officer 


A new and extremely signific- 
ant chapter is soon to be written 
in the history of preventive med- 
icine. Many former formidable 
diseases have been brought under 
control, and we are now abou to 
witness the beginning of the ‘end 
of polio or infantile paralysis, a 
disease which has always struck 
terror into the hearts of parents. 

The Salk polio vaccine will very 
soon be ready for distribution 
through the State Health Office. 
Hundreds of thousands of child- 
ren have participated in the field 
trials of this vaccine in the test 
areas of the country during the 
past 18 months, Not one severe 
reaction has been. noted in any 
child, and in those who were giv- 
en the vaccine 18 months ago and 
were recently tested, ample im- 
munity to paralytic polio was 
demonstrated. This .means, of 
course, that “booster” shots will 
not* need to be given often. 

The test period is over and the 
actual beginning of immunization 
is near at hand. The National 
Foundation for Infantile Paraly- 
sis has purchased sufficient vac- 
cine to inoculate every child in 
the first’ and second grades of all 
schools in this country. It is an- 
ticipated that the vaccine will be 
distMibuted to the State Health 
Officer and, in turn, to the Coun- 


of April. 

'The.-Shelby.-.county:: vapten: of 
‘the national foundation’ will buy 
some additional supplies needed, 
such as syringes, needles, alcohol 
and cotton. The physicians locat- 
ed in the towns with the larger 
schools have generously volun- 
teered their services in helping 
to inoculate the children. County 
Superintendent of Education El- 
liott has arranged to transport 
about half. the children to the 
health office for their immuniza- 
tion. Members of the Vignette 
Club and the PTA will furnish 
clerical help. Teachers, will be in 
charge of the records. 


It is only by the splendid co- 
operation of all these that the 
program can be completed in the 
short time. allotted—before the 
end of the School year. 


Three “shots” are required, the 
first two a week apart, and the 
last one four weeks after the 
second. They are given in the 
arm just as typhoid or diphtheria 
shots, and as is customary, no 
child will be given a shot unless 
the parent has signed a permis- 
sion slip which will soon be sent 
to them by the teachers.

It happened that Montevallo 
was the only town in the state 
to make a definite offer of prop- 
erty and cash, and this was the 
deciding factor in bringing the 
school to Montevallo.

Under a measure passed by the 
House’ last week, almost 2 mil- 
lion active, retired and reserve 
career servicemen will receive in- 
creases in pay ranging from 6 to 
25 per cent. 


Known as the Career Incentive 
Act of 1955, this -bill was passed 
in an effort to. reduce the rapid 
turnover of personnel in our 
armed forces. It is felt that by 
offering military men better pay 
and allowances they will be en- 
couraged to remain in the serv- 
ice, thereby assuring the nation 
a well-trained military force and 
at the same time saving the gov-~ 
ernment the cost of training new

Re-enlistments Drop 


During 1954 the armed forces 
experienced one of the lowest re- 
enlistment rates in history. For 
example, the Navy’s re-enlistment 
rate in 1950 was 66 per cent, 
but by December of last year it 
had dropped to only 8 per cent— 
the lowest recorded in the Navy’s 
history. The loss of military ex- 
perience resulting from so few 
re-enlistments costs the govern- 
ment a tremendous. amount each 
year. It is estimated that the 
cost of each serviceman is about 
$3,200 in pay, allowances, subsist- 
ence, clothing and instruction in

the six months of his basic train- 
ing. However, the basic training 
cost does not include other ex- 
pensive investments that are made 
in advanced training. For instance 
an Army radio repairman’s train- 
ing cost is over $9,000. Another 
striking example is that of a pi- 
lot. The overall cost for training 
a pilot to fly one of the largest 
and most modern military planes 
is estimated to be $275,000. Such 
examples point out the need for 
retaining trained men inthe 
armed services. 


Pay Increases 


Studies made by the armed for- 
ces indicate that inadequate pay 
is the leading cause for dissatis- 
faction among: service men. Mili- 
tary salaries have not kept pace 
with those offered by industry 
and, as a result, all branches of 
the military service are losing 
too many men who are trained in 
leadership and skills. 

The bill passed by the House 
is a possible solution to this prob- 
lem, and it will provide what is 
believed to be adequate incentive 
to reduce the rapid turnover. The 
bill provides varying increases in 
pay for all enlisted personnel who 
have over two years of service 
and for all officers who have ov- 
er three years of service. 

The largest increase for offic- 
ers would go to first and second 
lieutenants who will receive 22 
and 25 per: cent increases. For 
enlisted personnel the largest in- 
crease will be in the E-4 grade 
which includes Army Corporals 
and Marine Sergeants who have 
8 years of service. They will get 
a 17 per cent or $26 monthly in- 
er¢éase. The largest increase for 
enlisted men is in the grade of 
Master Sergeant with over 26 
years of service. He is scheduled 
ta receive a monthly increase of 
$29.64, 

The proposed legislation also 
increases flight pay, submarine 
pay and all other hazardous duty 
by 10 per cent. Retired personnel 
who are entitled to monthly ben- 
efits under laws other than Co- 
reer Compensation Act will re- 
ceive a flat 6 per cent increase in 
present retired pay. The bill also 
raises the pay of men who are 


enrolled at the four service acad- 
emies. * 

Under the terms of the House 
measure, all higher rates will be 
effective the first day of the 
month following passage of the 
legislation.

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College To Offer 
Graduate Study 


Alabama  College’s recently 
formed Graduate Division will of- 
fer°a program of study leading 
to masters degrees and Class A 
elementary professional teaching 
certificates. 

This announcement was made 
by Dr. F. E. Lund, president of 
the college, at a recent meeting 
of the school’s faculty and ad- 
ministrative officers. 

Graduate work will* be offered 
beginning with the first term of 
summer school June 6 through 
July 15, and will be offered there- 
after concurrently with the col- 
lege’s undergraduate sessions. 

This is the first time in the 
history of. Alabama College that 
graduate work will be offered. 
The establishment of a graduate 
program at Montevallo brings the 
total number of schools offering 
graduate work to six. 

Initially the program of study 
will be limited to the fields of 
elementary education. The Master 
of Arts degree in Education, the 
Master of Education, and a Class 
A elementary professional teach- 
ing certificate may be earned un- 
der this program. Additional 
areas of study will be added later. 

Responsibility for administra- 
tion.of the Graduate Division will 
be shared by a seven member 
graduate council, the graduate 
faculty, advisory committees, the 
director of the graduate program, 
the Dean and President of the 
college. 

First official action leading hi 
the establishment of: the gradua 
division was taken in October of 
1953 when the Board of Trustees 
approved the specific program of 
study. Since that time, adminis- 
trative policies have been formed 
and detailed course offerings have 
been approved. 

Director of the Graduate Pra- 
gram will be Dr. M. L. Orr, head 
of the college’s department of 
education and _ director of the 
summer school. 

The Graduate Council which 
will serve as the executive com- 
mittee of the graduate faculty 
will consist of President Lund, 
Dean. Richard Powers, Prof. Orr, 
Prof. Paul Bailey, Prof. Dawn 
Kennedy,, Prof. Katherine Vickery 
and Prof. Laura Wright.

Railroad Club Members Observe 
Calera Brake Shoe Plant Operations 


In order to bring to our readers 
these pictures of what goes on 
inside the American Brake Shoe 
plant at Calera, your Times-Her- 
ald cameraman was privileged to 
join a group of Southern and 
Southwestern railroad club mem- 
bers’ one day last week when they 
spent half a day observing ope- 
rations of the plant in the process 
of . manufacturing railroad car 
wheels. 


The picture at left ‘in the top 
rew shows some of the visitors 
with the Greyhound bus that 
brought them on the trip to Ca- 
lera. 


Immediately before coming to 
Calera,,the group was entertained 
at a luncheon in Birminghanr giv- 
en them by American Brake Shoe 
Company. It was at the luncheon 
that the trip to the Calera plant 
was organized. 


The second picture in the top 
row is one of the moulds into 
which metal is poured to form a 
wheel: This mould is ready to be 
capped for pouring. 


There are many of the moulds. 
They are prepared for pouring, 
and then operated on an assembly 
line plan as shown in the picture 
at right in top row. Here you 
see many moulds assembled on 
the conveyor line which’ carries 
each one on a circuit past the 
pouring station. 


In the middle row the picture 

at left is the wheels on a con- 
veyor coming from the cleaning 
machine to the*turret lathe. 
. The center picture “is a wheel 
being placed in the turret lathe 
for finishing, and the actual pro- 
eess of finishing is seen with the 
lathe in operation in the picture 
at right. : 

In the bottom row the pisture 
at left shows the finished wheels 


coming from the inspection line. 

Center picture at bottom shows 
the group of visitors entering the 
plant lunch room where they were 
served after concluding their vis- 
it through the plant. 

The picture at bottom right is

Farm Bureau 
Seeks Expansion of 
Foreign Markets 


Farmers long have taken pride 
in their ability to “live at home,” 
but the fact is farmers and the 
townspeople are dependent upon 
each other for providing the mar- 
kets that make for a high stand- 
ard of living for each group. 

Viewed on a broader scale, we 
realize that the maintenance of a 
high standard of living in the 
United States is dependent to a 
large degree on a high level of 
imports and exports. uf 

Farm Bureau recognizes that 
the prospertty of American agri- 
culture rests to a great extent 
upon the maintenance of a high 
level of U. S. agricultural export. 
Loss of export markets has re- 
sulted in increasing agricultural 
surpluses and has contributed to 
declines in farm income. 

To expand export markets for 
farm products we must be pre- 
pared to deliver quality products, 
competitively priced and vigorous- 
ly merchandised in markets where 
customers have the ability and 
‘continuous opportunity to earn 
dollars to pay for the products. 

Farm Bureau is endeavoring to 
get policies adopted in Washing- 
ton that will promote the expan- 
sion of our foreign markets. Some 
‘of these policies may require on- 
ly administrative action, while 
Congress must enact laws, such 
as that promoting reciprocal trade 
agreements, to carry out others., 

Alabama Farm Bureau Presi- 
dent Walter Randolph told the 
Senate agriculture subcommittee 
recently with regard to expanded 
exports of farm products: 

Randolph’s Statement 

“Our observations lead us to be- 
lieve that there is a great deal 
of confusion among the admin- 
istrative agencies of government 
with regard to exports. We de- 
crease our ability to make sales 
if ‘on every individual transaction 
all of the various agencies of}' 
government must agree. We rec-

partment of State lay down broad 
policy under which our exports 
will be made and that we leave to 
the Department of Agriculture 
the negotiation of individual 
transactions. We believe that this 
will greatly facilitate. our ability 
to increase our exports.” 

Mr. Randolph expressed the be- 
lief that the prospect for increas- 
ing the sale and export of cotton 
was relatively good, but he told 
the Senate group that the bright- 
ness of this outlook is being dark- 
ened to some extent at present 
by the people who are advocating 
the sale of cotton at unnecessari- 
ly low prices in the world mark- 
et. Speaking as vice president of 
the American Farm Bureau the 
Alabama leader said, “We believe 
the advocacy of the sale of Am- 
erican cotton at considerably low- 
er prices in the world market cre- 
ates uncert&inty on the part of 
buyers. in foreign countries and 
will decrease our ability to ex- 
port, . . ‘Dumping’ is a foreign 
trade device which could conceiv- 
ably result in some increase in|. 
the export of cotton in the short 
run, but in my opinion, would be 
—a marked hindrance in the long 
Tun. ” 

Another important point in the 
Farm. Bureau policy is the sale 
and export of farm products, in- 
cluding surpluses now stored, in 
exchange for foreign currencies. 
Considerable progress has been 
made along this line.

Farmers Under ° 
Social Security 


The amended Social Security 
Act will bring federal old age 
and survivors insurance to most 
farm families beginning in 19565, 
Mr. J. W. Overstreet, Jr., District 
Manager of the Birmingham So- 
cial Security office says. 

Farm operators will be covered 
under the new law beginning Jan- 
uary 1, 1955, if they make as 
much as $400 profit in a year. 
They must report their earnings 
annually to Internal Revenue. 

Farm workers who get cash pay 
of $100 or more in a calendar 
year from one farm employer are 
also covered by the new social 
security law, effective. January 1, 
1955. The present provision that 
a farm hand must work a mini- 
mum time for one employer will 
be eliminated as a test for cover- 
age after 1954. 

Mr. Overstreet explained that 
if a person rents or leases land 
and farms it as his own, he is self 
employed for social security pur- 


‘ 


poses. If he farms on shares he 
may be self employed or an em- 
ployee, depending on the agree- 
ment under which he farms. 
Individual social security ac- 


ieount numbers are needed in re- 


porting earnings for both the self 
employed farmers and the em- 
ployees of a farmer.

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Report from Washington 





The Federal Property and Ad- 
ministrative Services Act of 1949 
authorized the Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare to 
allocate useful and needed sur- 
plus. government property for ed- 
ucational and public health pur- 
poses. Since this program was 
established, our own State of Ala- 
bama has received about $33 
million in surplus property for 
schools and public health institu- 
tions, 

The Defense Department, which 
holds 90.per cent of all surplus 
property, issued a directive Feb- 
ruary 1, 1954, requiring the sale 
of all surplus items. As a result, 
surplus property was sold to sal- 
vage dealers at five to six per 
cent of the cost, rather than be- 
ing made available to schools and 
public health institutions. 


There have been cases where 
these dealers have, in turn, sold 
this surplus property to schools 
and other institutions at a large 
profit. This situation has proved 
ironical, since, according to the 
Act of 1949, the property should 
have been offered without charge 
to educational and public health 
institutions. 


In order to remedy this situa- 
tion, the House passed last week 
a bill that re-establishes the same 
authority to allocate surplus prop- 
erty to schools and public health 
institutions that existed prior to 
the date of the Defense Depart- 
ment directive. 


Under-..the... provisions. of the 
House bill, the Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare is 
required to submit quarterly re- 
ports as to thé amounts of real 
and personal property donated to 
institutions in each state. These 
reports will enable Congress to 
determine whether or not the sur- 
plus property is being distributed 
fairly among the states. 


Funds Approved 


Early last week the House ap- 
proved and sent to the Senate the 
first appropriation bill for the fis- 
cal year that begins July 1. A to- 
tal of $3.2 billion was appropriat- 
ed for the Treasury and Post Of-

fice, Departments' and the United 
States Tax Court. 

The total amount of funds vot- 
ed by the House is about $78 mil- 
lion less than the Administration 
requested, The Post Office De- 
partment’s request was cut about 
$69 million, and a reduction of 
about $7.5 million was made in 
the budget submitted for the In- 
ternal Revenue Service. 

The House also passed last 
week a second supplemental ap- 
propriations bill for the current 
fiscal year. A total of $855 mil- 
lion in supplemental or “emerg- 
ency” funds was veted for 12 of 
the government agencies, about

Failure to receive this amount 
from contributions will mean that 
we will have:to confine our ef- 
forts to just keeping up the lots 
for which we have received a con- 
tribution, This, I am sure, is 
something none of us want to see 
happen. 

In connection with this, I ask 
all who have been having your 
lots cared for individually to 
come under our plan. We feel that 
by doing so, you are making a 
contribution to the care of the 
whole cemetery and not just your 
lot. One lot perfectly cared for 
in a wilderness might look good 
by, contrast, but certainly does 
not have the setting to be desir- 
ed. 

“Those of you who wish to see 
our cemetery continue to be a 
place we can be proud of, please 
send $12 for the upkeep of your 
lot for the year beginning April 
1, 1955 and ending April 1, 1956. 
We will appreciate it if you will 
make your payments to the Clerk 
of the Town of Montevallo.” 

It appears that the work of the 
present Cemetery Board furnishes 
the ansvgr to the long desired 
plan for the proper upkeep of 
our cemetery, We hope that all 
who are .interested will comply 
with the requests made by Mr. 
Givhan for support of the plan 
and accomplishment of the work.

Ham Is Traditional 
Easter Main Dish 


Are you having ham for East- 
er? As turkey is generally con- 
sidered the traditional Christmas 
meat, ham is being ‘increasingly 
used by many homemakers as the

The following is recommended 
as a method for baking ham: 

Place ham rind side up on a 
rack in an open shallow pan. (Do 
not add water.) 

‘Bake (uncovered) at 250 de- 
grees F’, until done. (Allow 25 to 
80 minutes a pound for a ham 
that is at room temperature when 
it goes into the oven.) 

When ham is done, remove the 
rind, score ‘the fat by cutting 
criss-cross fashion, being careful 
not to cut all the way through 
the fat.

Alabama Historical Association 
which holds its eighth annual 
convention in Huntsville April 24 
and 25, has erected 92 markers 
commemorating notable events in 
Alabama history from the explo- 
rations of’ the eary Spanish con- 
quistadors in the interior of the 
State in the early 16th ¢entury 
down through the period of the 
Civil War.

Congress gave a final green 
light last week to the proposal 
to sell 24 synthetic rubber plants 
to private industry. Both the 
House and the Senate rejected 
resolutions which would have 
blocked the disposal of these gov- 
ernment owned plants. 

During World War II the gov- 
ernment turned to synthetic rub- 
ber ag the answer to the rubber 
shortage. At that time there were 
only a few privately owned syn- 
thetic rubber plants in operation. 
They produced a total of about 
8,000 tons of synthetic rubber an- 
nually. In order to increase the 
nation’s production, the govern- 
ment invested about $700 million 
in building a new synthetic rub- 
ber industry which, by 1944, was 
capable of producing more than a 
million tons of rubber a year. 


Realizing the importance of the 
synthetic rubber industry to the 
nation, Congress enacted the Rub- 
ber Act of 1948. This Act pro- 
vided that there should be’ main- 
tained at all times within the 
United States, ‘rubber producing 
facilities that have a capacity of

at least 600,000 tons annually for 
general purpose rubber and not 
less than 65,000 tons per year of 
special purpose synthetic rubber. 
This was done with the idea of 
preserving the important new 
synthetic rubber industry and as- 
suring the nation of an ample 
supply at all times, 

This Act also required the Pres- 
ident to recommend to Congress 
a program for disposal of the 
government owned rubber produc- 
ing facilities to private industry. 
In January -of- 1950 President 
Truman submitted a report to the 
Congress recommending the sale 
of the plants, but it was not until 
1953 that Congress passed the 
Rubber Producing . Facilities Dis- 
posal Act, 


Tre Disposal Act authorized the 
President to appoint a three-mem- 
ber commission to be responsible 
for selling the plants, Under the 
law, the commission was required 
to advertise for not less than six: 
months and to negotiate with the 
bidders for another period of not 
less than seven months. This 
procedure was followed by the 
commission, and it is estimated 
that the return to the taxpayers 
on the sale of the plants will be 
96.6 per cent of the unrecovered 
investment in the synthetic rub- 
ber program. Also, tax revenues 
will be increased by the sale be- 
cause, under government opera- 
tion, these plants have paid no 
federal taxes. 

_ Under one of the provisions of 
the Disposal Act, any member of 
Congress could introduce a reso- 
lution of disapproval in whole or 
in part for any of the facilities 
that were. recommended for sale. 
It was this-provision that enabled 
several Congressmen to voice

their disapproval of the proposed 
sale by introducing resolutions to 
block the program. Congress fail- 
ed to pass the resolutions and, 
therefore, the sale of the rubber 
plants to private industry will 
proceed as planned. 
Other Legislation 

In other legislative action last 
week the House passed two ap- 
propriation bills, several amend- 
ments to the Foreign Service Act 
of 1946, and a measure designed 
to*plug a serious loophole in the 
1954 tax law. 

The House voted to appropri- 
ate about $298 million to be used 
by the Interior Department and 
related agencies during the com- 
ing fiscal year. The second ap- 
propriation bill approved last 
week authorized funds in the am- 
ount of $1.9 billion for the De- 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare and $418 million for 
the Labor Department. 

Amendments to the Foreign 
Service Act were passed in an ef- 
fort to bring into that important 
service the best qualified person- 
nel possible. These amendments 
represent tthe first major over- 
haul of the Foreign Service Act 
of 1946.

State To Join 
Vaccine Program 


Alabama will join in a nation- 
wide inoculation program using 
Salk vaccine to prevent polio this 
Spring — if the vaccine proves 
effective and if it is licensed by 
the U.. 8. Public Health Service. 


Dr. D. G. Gill, State Health of- 
ficer said;that it will be April 12 
before we will know whether the 
vaccine is effective and whether 
we will use it. That means there 
will be little time to lose if we 
are to provide protection for as 
many children as possible before 
the start of the polio season. 


Advance plans are nearing com- 
pletion for the inoculation of the 
first and second grade children 
in all schools of the state, Dr. 
Gill said. He added that the pro- 
gram will be directed by the 
health officer in each county. 


- “This program will mark the 
first time the Salk vaccine is us- 
ed as an actual preventive meas- 
ure,” Dr. Gill said. “The vaccine 
was tested in 217 areas, including 
Alabama’s Montgomery County, 
in the country last year. The re- 
sults of the tests are now being 
evaluated. And if these results 
show that the vaccine is effect- 
ive in preventing polio, and if it 
is licensed, our advance plans will 
enable us to make immediate use 
of it,” 

The inoculation program is a 
voluntary one, Dr, Gill stressed. 
Therefore parents of eligible chil- 
. dren will receive a request card, 
which should be filled out and re- 
turned promptly to school offic- 
ials if vaccination is desired. Dr. 
Gill explained that school offic- 
jals will turn the cards over to 
the health officer in each county. 
“The vaccine will not be given to 
any child whose parents do not 
request it,” he emphasized. 

The vaccine consists of three 
“shots”, the first, a second one 
week after the first, and the third 
given four weeks after the sec- 
ond.

Feed Program 
Aids Farmers 


Montgomery, March 15—It was 
disclosed here -today by James T. 
Lunsford, State Director of the 
Farmers Home Administration, 
that Alabama farmers and cattle- 
men were approved for assistance 
under the emergency feed prog- 
ram gvhich began in September, 
1954, and ended March 31, 1955, 
for over $2 million aid through 
the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture emergency drought program. 

The emergency feed program 
was put into effect immediately 
upon. designation of 58 counties 
of the state as drought disaster 
areas by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Ezra T. Benson. 

The assistance of $1 per 100- 
weight of specific feed grains or 
mixtures went to 18,343 appli- 
eants for a total of 184,119,383 
pounds of grain and one-half the 
freight charges not to exceed $10 
per ton to 3,647 applicants for a 
total of 53,735 tons of hay under 
the emergency hay program. The 
amounts represent more than $2 
million in aid to Alabama farmers 
and cattlemen as a result of the 
state having been declared as a 
drought disaster area early last 
Fall by Secretary Benson. 

Responsibility for administer- 
ing the emergency feed program 
was given jointly to the Farmers 
Home Administration which, thru 
its local county FHA committees, 
received applications and certified 
as to the eligibility of the appli- 
cant; the Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion. and Conservation Committee 
which processed, approved appli- 
cations, and issued purchase ord- 
ers; the County Extension Agents 
who also received applications 
and were responsible for the pro- 
gram’s educational work; and the 
State Department of Agriculture 
which was responsible for admin- 
istering the emergency hay pro- 
gram and making refunds to the 
dealers on freight charges. Shelby 
County farmers were approved 
for assistance in the purchase of 
2,665,000 pounds of grain and for 
929 tons of hay.

The Grand Jury of the Circuit 
Court of Shelby County was in 
session last. week. 

Herman Stone was foreman. At 
the conclusion of a three-day ses- 
sion the following report was ren- 
dered to Judge Hardegree: 

We the Grand Jury, having 
been duly empanelled by Your 
Honor, herewith submit ‘our re- 
port in open court. 

We have examined 57 cases and 
have’ heard 73 witnesses during 
the three days that.we have been 
in performance of our duties. We 
return 43 indictments for felony 
offenses and‘6 indictments for 
misdemeanors; a total of 49 in- 
dictments. 

We have examined the audits 
listed as follows, which have been 
jprepared by the Department of. 
Examiners of the State of Ala- 
bama: 

Town of Montevallo, period of 
October 1, 1953, to September 30, 
1954. 

Montevallo Cemetery Board of 
Administrators, May 1, 1953 to 
September 30, 1954. 

Montevallo Water Works Board, 
period of October 1, 1953, to Sep- 
tember 80, 1954, 

Office of Tax Collector, Shelby} 
County, period of July 11, 1953 
to July 19, 1954. 

Office of Tax Assessor, Shelby 
County, October 1, 1952 to Sep- 
tember 30, 1958. 

We find nothing in those audits 
that reflect adversely on any el- 
ected public official. The per- 
formance of their duties as indi- 
cated by these reports, appears to 
have been in commendable fash- 
ion. 

All of our number have visited 
the new annex and the new jail 
‘adjoining the courthouse.

county properties. We found the 
jail to be clean and sanitary; al- 
so adequate for the safekeeping 
of the prisoners. The inmates had 
no complaints concerning the 
manner in which they have been 
fed and cared for. 3 

With reference to the Sheriff’s 
office, we would like to suggest 
that consideration be given by the 
proper authorities to the installa- 
tion of a transmitter and- receiver 
in order-that this office might at 
all times be in communication by 
radio with officers in the field 
and with other: law enforcement 
agencies.

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, Funds in the amount of $694 
million were voted by the House 
last week for the Department of 
Agriculture’s continuing activities 
in the next fiscal year- which be- 
gins July 1. This is $17 million 
less than the budget estimates. 
In addition, the House approved 
a total of about $388 million in 
lending authority for the Farmers 


_ Home Administration and the Ru- 
ral Electification Administration. 


“ 


The House earmarked $83' mil- 
lion for the Agriculture appropri- 
ation for the school lunch prog- 
ram. This is the same amount 
that was appropriated for the 
current fiscal year. The budget 
request for the Agriculture De- 
partment included only $68 mil- 
lion for, school lunches, but the 
Appropriations Committee raised 
it to $83 which was approved by 
the House. 

For the Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice the House voted nearly $81 
million which is about $6 million 
above budget estimates. The 
House also agreed to increase an- 
other part of the Agriculture 
budget by voting a total of $22 
million for watershed protection 
and flood prevention. The budget 
had requested only $19 million for 
these programs. 


Other Legislation. 
In other action last week the 
House passed. the Independent 


Offices Appropriation bill; agreed 
to Senate amendments to the mil-. 
itary pay raise bill and approved 
@ measure extending corporate 
income and excise taxes at pres- 
ent rates for another year. 

The appropriation bill,’ which is 
the fifth one passed by the House 
during this session, designates a 
total of $5.8 billion for use by 17 
independent government agencies 
during fiscal 1956. The Veterans 
Administration is the recipient of 
about 80 per cent of these funds: 

By approving the Senate chang- 
es in the military pay raise bill, 
the House cleared the measure 
for the President. Under provis- 
ions of the bill, ‘almost two mil- 
lion active, retired and reserve 
career service men will receive 
increases in pay ranging from 6 
to 25 per cent. 

The bill passed to extend cor- 
porate income and excise taxes at 
present. rates was signed by the 
President shortly after it reached 
him last week. As a result, the 
reductions in these taxes that 
were scheduled to go into effect 
on April 1 will be postponed for 
one year.

State winners in the dairy pro- 
gram will receive a trip to the 
National 4-H Club Congress in 
Chicago next fall, and ‘six nation- - 
al winners will be presented $300 
college scholarships each. Medals 
will be made available to the four 
top members in each county. 

In the 4-H dairy program con- 
ducted by the Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service, club members learn 
by ‘doing. They work with their 
own animals, feeding and caring 
for them while learning’ modern 
dairy production methods. Look- 
ing to the future, 4-H members 
take part in demonstrations, in 
judging, tours, exhibits, public 
speaking and other related activi- 
ties which give them a better 
understanding of the dairy indus- 
try. 

Often 4-H Club participation 
has led to profitable father-son 
partnerships in the family farm- 
ing operation, and many of to- 
day’s successful dairymen got 
their start with 4-H dairy proj- 
ects. 

Excellent foundation herds 
have been established by all of 
the 1954 national winners.. One 
built up a. herd of 40 registered 
cattle in 11 years of club work. 
Others have set aside profits for 
a college education or are invest- 
ing their money in farm equip- 
ment or land.

Is Appointed 


By Dr. E. F. Sloan 
County Health Officer 


Mr. Bloomer Wilson. of Mon-: 
tevallo has been appointed by 
the- Gounty Board of Censors 
and approved by the State Health 
Officer and State Veterinarian as 
Shelby County Rabies Inspector. 
He is therefore vested with the 
full authority granted by ‘state 
law to enforce the Alabama Dog 
Control Act, 

This act requires that all dogs 
over three months old be inocu- 
lated against rabies once each 
year and that those not inocu- 
lated be humanely’ destroyed. 

This law was passed for your 
protection. Shelby County has a 
large dog population and rabies 
is a constant menace-to you and 
your family and to valuable live- 
stock. The writer knows of an 
instance where a farmer lost two 
valuable milk cows, two good 
mules and himself had to take 
anti-rabies vaccine, all because 
of one unprotected dog. 

Mr. Wilson some years ago 
held this post and did a most 
excellent job, inoculating more 
than 3,650 dogs and impounding 
many more. The impounded dogs 
were humanely dispatched unless 
the owner claimed them in the 
time limit required by law and 
paid ‘the penalty. 

Mr. Wilson will appoint his 
deputy and will announce his 
clinic schedule in the near future.

Hollywood Ingenuity 


Makes Riding

During a recent visit in Hollywood to do some television work, 
we learned some interesting things about using cars in the films. 
We visited a set at 20th Century-Fox where Clark Gable and 


Susan Hayward were doing the 
few final shots for “Soldier of 
Fortune.” Most of the film was 
made in Hong 
Kong. 
In the scene 
that we 
t' watched, 
F Gable opens 
the door of a 
fancy town car 
for Susan, and 
she gets in and 
is driven 
away. 

Miss Chapman This sounds 
simple, but it took several hours 
to get it on film. ~ 

First, Susan comes out the 
door of a hotel and pauses, look- 
ing worried, as the wind blows 
her hair and the night shadows 
play across her face. The light- 
ing men worked on the exact 
placement of these shadows for 
almost thirty minutes. 

Then one camera shifts to 
Gable, who is standing by the 
car waiting to open the door for 
Susan. He has to look wind- 
blown and shadow-cast, too. 


Wind Machine 


The wind machine—an enor- 
mous fan—starts too fast and! 
blows dust from the studio floor 
all over. Gable’s suit. There’s a 
brief delay, while he’s brushed 
off. Then they try again, and 
get the shot. 

Finally, Susan is filmed enter- 
ing the car and driving off. 
When you see this on the screen, 
you will see a beautiful bay and 
the city of Hong Kong in the dis- 
tance, but this shot was actually 
taken in a Hollywood studio. 
How was it done? 

The scenery was shot in Hong 





Kong, and the photograph is 
projected on a large screen 
about 10 feet high and 20 feet 
wide in the studio. This back- 
ground screen is placed behind 
the car when the close-ups are 
made, so that when you see the 
movie it will look as though the 
bay and the city are right there 
behind the car. 


Background Screen 


We often wondered. how peo- 
ple in‘a moving automobile are 
filmed from in front of the car. 
This, too, is done with a back- 
ground screen. 

A film is first taken by a 
camera mounted on the back of 
a truck which drives down the 
desired street or highway. The 
camera shoots the scenery as 
the truck drives along. Then this 
film is later projected on a back- 
ground screen behind a station- 
ary car in the studio, and the 
close-ups are made, It really 
looks as though the car is driv- 
ing along as the scenery moves 
behind it on the screen. 

The studio technicians max 
rock the car a little to give it th 
appearance of motion, Fans ar 
turned on the occupants of thx 
car—if it is a convertible—t- 
create the effect of movin 
along in the car. 

It’s a lot of work to do thi: 
but the effects are wonderfully 
realistic.

Make Social 
Security Report 


Housewives in Shelby County 
were given a timely reminder 
today by J. W. Overstreet, Jr., 
manager of the Birmingham Dis- 
trict Office, Social Security Ad- 
ministration. He estimates there 
are more than 300 ‘housewives 
in Shelby County to whoni this 
reminder is particularly impor- 
tant: right now. A housewife is 
required to make a Social Securi- 
ty report during. the month of 
April on every household worker 
to whom the housewife paid as 
much ag $50 in cash wages du- 
ring the first three months of 
this year.\ This is not a volun- 
tary matter. 

If you have not received the 
special envelope reporting form, 
you should write the District Di- 
rector of Internal Revenue, Bir- 
mingham, Ala.,.and ask for one. 

Mr. Overstreet also mentioned 
the, large number of telephone 
calls his office is receiving from 
housewives who ask how they 
wean explain to ‘the household 
worker What the worker can ex- 
pect to get for the social se- 
curity tax which the housewife 
must deduct from her pay. Wages 


THE SHELBY 


received in household employment 
count toward social security ben- 
efits just like wages received in 
other covered employment pro- 
vided the wages received from 
the housewife are as. much as 
$50 cash in the quarter year. 

If the household worker. works 
long enough to be insured, bene- 
fits are paid to the worker in 
old age or to certain survivors 
in case of her death. Benefits 
range from $30 per month to 
$200 per month depending upon 
the individual case.

SOUTHERN RAILWAY SYSTEM 





A greater need exists for 
women’s colleges today than ever 
before. at 

The demand for college educat- 
ed women is ‘increasing each 
month, 

Advance freshman registration 
at women’s colleges throughout 
the South is running 30 per cent 
ahead of last year’s. Advance 
freshman registration at Ala- 
bama College is 52 per cent 
greater today than the same date 
@ year ago. 

Facts such as these were 
brought out at a two-day meet- 
ing of the presidents and offi- 
cers of five southern state sup- 
ported colleges for women held 
on the campus of Alabama Col- 
lege recently, 


Dr. F. Edward Lund, president 
of Alabama College, listed the 
purposes. of the meeting in his 
informal welgome to the presi- 
dents and officers as follows: 
“To plan ways and means of 
meeting the increasing demands 
for women’s colleges; to discuss 
the challenges brought about by 
increasing enrollments; and to 
meet. the needs of educating girls 
for a rapidly growing. number 
of careers for women.” 

In emphasizing .the necessity 
or preparing for expanded en- 
rollments, Dr. L. V. Wharton, 
dean of Texas State College for 
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College Officials Discuss the Future 
Of State Supported Women’s Colleges 


Women, Denton, 
out that advance 
freshman classes for the fall of 
1955 is running as high as 60 
per cent above that of last year 
in some southern womens’ col- 
leges. 


Dr, Henry King Stanford, pres- 
ident of Georgia State College 
for Women, Milledgeville, Ga., 
told officials from the five col- 
leges that “women’s colleges are 
uniquely geared to meet the in- 
creased .demands for a superior 
quality of education, tailored to 
meet the needs of modern young 
women,” 


Dr. John A. Guinn, president 
of Texas State College for Wom- 
en, listed a number of careers 
for which women’s colleges are 
best equipped to provide superior 
educational programs. 

Additional advantages of wom- 
en’s colleges were pointed out by 
Dr. Guinn. “Quality work in 
areas such’ as these and many 
others can best be obtained at 
women’s colleges. Women can 
best. develop their leadership and 
citizenship at a woman’s college 
where they are the leaders and 
where they learn to live with 
women, rather than ,in an, arti- 
ficial situation where they com. 
pete for attention constantly 
without full attention to the im- 
portant values of getting an edu-

cation. The best learning situa- 
tion is one where students can 
work without the harassment of 
the opposite sex.” 

One of the most reliable sour- 
ces of teachers for any state is 
the state college for women,. Dr. 
Charles P. Hogarth, president, 
of Mississippi State College for 
Women at Columbus, pointed out 
that “M.S.C.W. is the backbone 
of the teaching profession in’ the 
state of Mississippi.” 

Dr. Henry A. Sims, president 
of Winthrop College, Rock Hill, 
S. C., stated that “approximately 
85 per cent of the graduates ‘of 
Winthrop College who go into 
teaching stay in South Carolina. 
Graduates of other women’s col- 
leges have a_ similar _ record, 
therefore such schools render an 
invaluable service to their state.” 

In summing up the jtwo-day 
meeting Dr. Lund told reporters 
“the demand for women’s careers, 
and for special programs for 
women is greater today than 
ever before. Modern society de- 
mands that a woman should be 
at least three persons: a femi- 
nine companion and wife; and a 
competent manager because 
women purchase over 75 per cent 
of all consumer goods, and wom- 
én possess over 75 per cent of 
all personal property. We must 
recognize the responsibility of 
quality education for’ women in 
all areas and all respects. These 
meetings have indicated that the 
state supported women’s colleges 
of the south are not énly keep- 
ing pace with the rest of the 
nation, but have adequate plans 
and resources to meet the. in- 
creased demands of today’s so- 
ciety, and the increasing demands 
placed on women.” ; 

History of Women’s Colleges 

One of the highlights of the 
meeting was a series of discus- 
sions on the history of state 


supported women’s colleges. t 

Representatives of Georgia 
State College for Women, Mis- 
sissippi State College for Wom- 
egn,,, Winthrop College, . South 
Carolina, Texas State College for 
Women, and Alabama College 
heard Dr. M. L. Orr, Alabama 
College author of the book “The 


State Supported Colleges for 
Women,” outline purposes of each 
college as set forth in each 
school’s charter. 

At the time the first of these 
women’s colleges was established 
in the South, 1885, agricultural 
and mechanical colleges were not 
open to “women. At the same 
time, however, a® definite need 
for educational institutions pro- 
viding career opportunities for 
women was recognized, Legisla- 
tures of the seven states now 
maintaining women’s colleges, es- 
tablished schools for women to 
meet the demand for a woman’s 
equivalent of the A. and M. col- 
leges. 

The first of these colleges to 
be opened was Mississippi State 
College for Women at Columbus, 
Miss., in 1885. Others that fol- 
lowed are: Georgia State Col- 
lege for Women, Milledgeville, 
1891; North Carolina College for 
Women, Greensboro,, 1892; Win- 
throp College of South Carolina, 
Rock Hill, 1894; Alabama’ Col- 
lege, Montevallo, 1896; Texas 
State College for Women, 1903; 
and ‘Oklahoma College for Wom- 
en, 1909. 

As the level of the newly es- 


tablished women’s colleges were 
raised, liberal education assumed 
increasing importance and the in- 
dustrial type of training given 
in the earlier days was replaced 
by technical and professional 
training. 

Today, all southern state sup- 
ported women’s colleges stress 
liberal’ arts education as a foun- 
dation and a supplement to pro- 
fessional and career training. 
All such schools stress home and 
family living in the -broadest 
sense—cultural. and aesthetic as 
well as practical. 


Graduate programs are being 
established by schools not. al- 
ready offering advanced degrees. 
Alabama College’s graduate pro- 
gram will be inaugurated during 
the summer of 1955. ,

Congress was not in session 
last week and, of course, no leg- 
islation was enacted. For that 
reason, I would like-to take this 
opportunity to give you ¢/ some 
information on the membership 
of_ the 84th Congress which I 
believe will be of interest / to 
you, 

Still holding the record for the 
longest- continuous service in ei- 
ther house of Congress is Rep. 
Sam Rayburn, Democrat, of 
Texas, who has: also served as 
Speaker of ‘the House longer than 
anyone in our nation’s history. 
Speaker Rayburn was elected to 
the House in 1913 at the age of 
81, Running a close second in 
length of service is Rep. Carl 
Vinson of Georgia who was first 
elected in 1914. Another Geor- 
gian—Sen. Walter F. George— 
is credited with the longest serv- 
ice in the Senate where he has 
served since 1922. 

The average age of members 
in the 84th Congress is about 
52 for the House and approxi- 
mately 57 for the Senate. The 
oldest member of the House is 
80-year-old Rep. Brent Spence of 
Kentucky. In the Senate, the old- 
est member is Theodore Green, 
Republican, of Rhode Island, an 
active 87-year-old who is a for- 
mer governor of his state. 

The youngest senator is 36- 
year-old Russell Long of Louisi- 
ana who was sworn in when he 
was only 30, the minimum age 


, for a WU. S. Senator.. Another 


note of interest about Mr. Long 


-ig that his mother? and father 


(Huey Long) both previously 
served in the Senate, and his 
uncle, Dr. George S, Long, is 
now a’member of the House. The 
youngest House member is 30- 
year-old Kenneth» J. Gray, a 
first-term Democrat wf Illinois. 

As in other recent congresses, 
the members of the legal pro- 
fession constitute the largest per- 
centage of the membership. Ap- 
proximately 56 per cent of the 
members are lawyers, and the

Margaret Chase Smith is 
the only woman presently in the 
Senate and is one of just two

Frances Bolten has 
the distinction of being a mem- 
ber of the only mother-son team 
ever to serve in Congress at the 
same time. She has represnted 
on Ohio district in the House 
since 1940. Im’ 1953 one of her 
sons, Oliver P. Bolton, was elect- 
ed from another Ohio district. 
Both were re-elected to the 84th 
Congress, 


Huddleston Sr. and Jr. 


An interesting anecdote con- 


cerns one of our own Alabama 
congressmen—George Huddleston 
Jr. of Birmingham who began 
his first term this year. His 
father, George Huddleston Sr., 
served in the House from 1915 
to 1937. Last December a con- 
gressional secretary was asked 
to call Rep. Huddleston Jr. who, 
it was believed, had already mov- 
ed into his office here. The sec- 
retary asked for Congressman 
Huddleston’s office and a Capi- 
tol telephone operator who had 
also seen quite a few years of 
service on the “Hill” promptly 
answered, “Sir, Mr. Huddleston 
hasn’t been here in oyer 20 
years!” She referred, of course, 
to the. present congressman’s

Economic Outlook 
Is More Favorable 


Montgomery, Ala—A more op- 
timistic economic outlook was 
noted throughout the state in 
March, according to a report is- 
sued by the Department of In- 
dustrial Relations. As compared 
with February, increases’ in the 
department’s 
large measure, be attributed to 
the longer work month. However, 
as compared with March 1954 
figures, the changes generally de- 
noted more 


favorable economic 
conditions. 
More new applications for work 
were filed through local Em- 


ployment Service offices during 
March than during February bu: 
fewer than were filed during 
March 1954. At the end of the 
month, 45,304 persons were seek- 
ing work through these offices 
as compared with 48,336 at the 
end of February and 52,968 one 
year ago. 

First claims for unemployment 
insurance rose to 12,287 in March, 
about 1,150 more than in Febru- 
ary but nearly’ 4,300 below the 
March 1954 figure. The increase 
last month was due to the longer

Rep, Armistead Selden has in- 
troduced a bill in the House of 
Reipresentatives which provides 
for allocating acreage allotments 
to farmers whose crops: have been 
ruined as a result of a natural 
disasters. If passed, this legis- 
lation will help Alabama farmers 
who suffered disastrous loss or 
damage of their fruit, vegetable, 
or other crops during the recent 
freeze by allowing them increas- 
ed acreage allotments for crops 
now under acreage controls, such 
as peanuts and cotton. 


The Selden measure is identical 
to one introduced in the Senate 
by Sen.

Report from Washington 





In a recent column, I told you 
of my assignment by the chair- 
man of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee to a three-member special 
study mission for conferences in 
four European countries. The 
purpose of our mission was to 
secure certain up-to-date and 
first-hand information to be used 
by the Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee in consideration of a number 


. of important measures that are 


scheduled for committee action 
before Congress adjourns this 
year. The study mission was 
composed of Rep. Wayne Hayes, 
Democrat, of Ohio, Rep. James 
Donovan, Democrat, of New York 
and myself, and we carried out 
our assignment during the East- 
er recess of Congress. 


In Europe we conferred at 
length with government officials 
is England, France, Germany, 
and Spain, as well as with rep- 
resentatives of the U. 8S. govern- 
ment who are stationed in these 
countries. We had an opportunity 
to investigate the military and 
economic conditions in these four 
countries, the status of the West- 
ern European Union, plans for 
German re-armament, the prog- 
ress of American-built air bases 
in Spain, and other matters of 
importance to our country. Our 
findings on these subjects will 
be reported to the full Foreign 
Affairs Committee at an early 
date, possibly next week. 


Highlights of Mission 


Although ‘we met many inter- 
esting people and gathered: a 
great deal of valuable informa- 
tion, space permits me to point 
out only the highlights of our 
trip. 


In» England we had the privi-| 


lege of being present in the 
House, of Commons when Sir 
Winston Churchill made his last 
appearance there as Prime Min- 
ister, Although in physical ap- 
pearance Mr. Churchill has _ be- 
gun to show his age, it was quite 
evident from his answers’ to 
questions propounded by mem- 
bers of, the House of Commons 
that his mind is still very alert. 

Our Ambassador to France, C. 
Douglas Dillon, accompanied us 
for a 30-minute conference with 
the French premier, Edgar Faure. 
We were very favorably impress- 
ed with Mr. Faure who only re- 
cently proved himself an able 


successor to Pierre Mendes- 
France by skillfully maneuver- 
ing the Paris Agreements 


through the French Senate. This 
favorable. action by the French 
Senate has eliminated one of the 
main stumbling blocks in the re- 
armament of Germany. 

While in Europe we also con- 
ferred with General Alfred 
Gruenther, Supreme Allied Com- 
mander Europe, at SHAPE head- 
quarters fear Paris and were 
thoroughly briefed on European 
defenses. Gen. Gruenther, an ex- 
tremely brilliant..and personable 
officer, now holds the position 
that was held by President Ei- 
senhower immediately prior to his

In Bonn, West Germany’s pic- 
turesque capital situated on the 
banks of the Rhine River, we 
were very fortunate to be able 
to spend almost an hour with the 
head of the West German gov- 
ernment, Chancellor Konrad Ade- 
nauer. In talking with Dr. Ade- 
nauer, one forms the definite 
impression that the United States 
has a firm and able ally in the 
fight against Communist aggres- 
sion. 


Air Bases in Spain 


At the present time the United 
States is in the process of spend- 
ing a substantial sum for. de- 
fense purposes in Spain. This 
work, some cf which is already 


underway, includes the building 
of four bases for American. jet 
fighters and bombers, a new fuel- 
ing point and air facility for the 
U. S. Navy, a pipe line to carry 
jet fuel through the heart of 
Spain to our air bases, and three 
improved fuel and ammunition 
points for American warships. 


While in Spain we secured de- 
tails on the progress of these 
projects, and we also had an 
opportunity to see one of the 
air bases that is already under 
construction and the site of an- 
other. Should there be Commu- 
nist aggression in Europe. Ameri- 
can _planes can use these bases 
under an agreement made by our 
government and the government 
of Spain in September, 1953. 


Less European Aid Advocated 


During the summer of 1948, 1 
spent more than a month in Eu- 


rope as a tourist. In visiting sev- 


eral of the same countries, ‘1 


found the economic conditions of 
those countries greatly improved 
and the need for economic as- 
sistance from the United States 
no longer necessary. Military as-' 
sistance that will directly bene-

The cough is a pretty complicated 
phenomenon that can have plus or 
minus value for us.

Asthma, lung or chest in- 

fections, disorders ofthe nerves ‘in- 

volved in the cough reflex, or ear 

disorders can all cause coughing. 

Coughing can even be a matter of 
habit, like a facial tic. 

Physicians place coughs in two 
classes, productive and unproduc- 
tive. The former helps clear ob- 
structions, especially of mucus. A 
cough may be unproductive because 
there’s no obstruction to remove, or 
you may not be able to cough as: 
hard as necessary. 

In treating cough the physician 
tries to end the unproductive kind 
or to make it productive and then 
stop it as soon as its usefulness is 
over.

Women Make Good 


Taxicab Drivers

The National Association of Taxicab Owners thinks that women 


cabbies are wonderful. 


Not only are they good’ drivers, but they are careful drivers, 


and polite, too. They get as 
many fares as the men drivers, 
and “keep up with the fleet” in 
other ways. 
. A Detroit 
cab company 
official- agrees 
with this 
opinion. (Out 
of 3,000 cab- 
bies in this 
city, more 
than 100 are 
women.) He 
ee sa.repeats that 
Miss Chapman what they may 
sometimes lack in driving expe- 
rience, they more than make up 
in care and cautiousness in their 
driving. He says that women 
are more anxious to try to cor- 
rect bad driving habits, and are 
more willing to obey the rules 
than male cabbies, especially 
the younger men from 22 to 25. 

Women started driving cabs 
during World War II when men 
drivers in civilian work were 
scarce. Today, in most cities, 
women drive only in the day- 
time. 

We interviewed two women 
cabbies—one in Detroit and one 
in Cleveland. 

The Detroit girl was around 
25 and wore her hair in a long 
golden bob. She said she loves 
her job. She once ran a parking 
ilot along with her husband, and 
she liked that too. She said she 
wasn’t afraid of driving around 
the city.

“You meet all kinds of people 
while driving a cab, and it’s real 
interesting most of the time,” 
she said.

(We later talked to a 
male cabbie who thought women 
were better tippers—so!) 

The Cleveland gal is a “Cab- 
ette.” She says this is a popular 
term that originated during the 
war.

Their: average age is 30, © 
and most are married. (They 
must be over 24 years of age to 
qualify for this job.) 

The cabette likes her job, too,

new places.” 

“People: lose things by the 
dozens in cabs,” the Cleveland , 
girl told us. ‘““We have a big lost 
and found department, and are 
pretty successful in returning 
lost objects to their owners.

On Coosa River Development Plans 


Alabama Power Company is 
approximately a year ahead of 
schedule in the completion of 
field investigations and surveys 
relating to its proposed develop- 
ments on the Coosa River, it was 
announced today by T. W. Mar- 
tin, Chairman of the Board. He 
related that F. C, Weiss, vice- 
president in charge of engineer- 
ing and construction, and asso- 
ciates visited the regional office 
of the Federal Power Commis- 
sion in Atlanta, and field offices 
of the U. 8S. Corps of Engineers 
in Mobile -and Atlanta to pre- 
sent for discussion a compre- 
hensive plah to assure the great- 
est navigational benefit along 
with economical power develope 
ment and a substantial measure 
of flood control, in’ conformity 
with the law passed by the Con- 
gress in 1954 governing the 
project. 

Anticipating the granting of a 
preliminary permit by the Fed- 
eral Power, Commission the com- 
pany, late in 1958, initiated geo- 
logical investigations, surveys, 
mapping and engineering studies

ies were accelerated when the 
Commission issued a preliminary 
permit effective July 27, 1954. 

“Although the permit gives us 
two years in which to prepare 
our application for a license, we 
expect to have plans in suffi- 
ciently final form in order to 
apply for a license July 1, 1955, 
instead of July, 1956,” Mr. Mar- 
tin said. “We already have spent 
approximately 14 million dollars 
in field and office engineering, 
and surveying, in the develop- 
ment of a comprehensive plan, 
which, of course, is subject to 
modification as discussions with 
the Corps of Engineers and the 
Federal Power Commission pro- 
ceed. Under this plan, we hope 
to build the several dams in a 
way to result in maximum power 
production with a minimum in- 
undation of productive farm and 
forest lands, and to provide a 
series of pools so that when 
locks are provided by the federal 
government the entire river from 
Montgomery to Rome would be 
navigable.

per cent indicates the House will 
not be able to muster the two- 
thirds vote that. is.. necessary...to. 
pass a measure over formal Pres- 
idential disapproval. 


Naval Construction Bill 


The House, with only three 
dissenting votes, approved a bill 
authorizing a $1.3 billion Navy 
shipbuilding progragn. This meas- 
ure calls for building or convert- 
ing a total of 34 naval vessels 
during the next four years. 
Among those to be constructed is 
another 60,000-ton aircraft car- 
rier of the Forrestal class and 
three more atomic submarines. 

7p In addition, 28 existing vessels 
will be completely modernized. 

. While the House acted on this 
legislation, a Senate committee 
opened hearings to find out why 
progress is. being delayed on a 
program authorized by Congress 
last year for building tankers 
and passenger ships. 


Other Legislative Action 


The House approved a measure 
last week that will grant perma- 
nent certification to fourteen lo- 
cal or feeder airlines that have 
been operating under temporary 
certificates issued by the Civil 
Aeronautics Board. Among those 
affected by this législation is 
Southern Airways, an Alabama 
airline « that serves ‘Tuscaloosa 
and other Alabama cities. 

By a voice vote the House 
passed and sent to the Senate a 
bill authorizing funcs for men- 
tal health research.

Increase in March 


Non-farm employment in Ala- 
bama for mid-March was esti- 
mated at 669,300, an increase of 
7,200 jobs from February accord- 
ing to data released by the Ala- 
bama’ Department of Industrial 
Relations. Effects of the strikes 
involving communications and 
railroad workers were not evident 
in March estimates : as employ- 
ment is measured for the week 
ending nearest the fifteenth of 
each month. 

Manufacturing employment 
climbed 4,500 with 3,100 of this 
imcrease centered in the durable 
goods group. The transportation 
equipment industry added 1,400 
in March as 900 workers were 
recalled by shipbuilding and re- 
pair installations. Hirings were 
also noted in the railroad equip- 
ment group as new orders were 
received. Primary metals totals 
were up by 1,000 as blast fur- 
naces and steel works alone add- 
ed 700 employees. The lumber 
industry showed a gain of 500 
as the large amount of construc- 
tion now underway created a 
greater demand for lumber. 

Chemicals were the leader in 
the soft goods group with an 
Increase of 900 over February’s 
figure. Most of this gain was 
registered in the fertilizer. seg- 
ment. Apparel was up 400 as 
more workers were added by 
manufacturers of men’s and boys’ 
clothing. Textile experienced a 
minute gain of 100. The current 
level of employment in the tex- 
tile industry is up by 500 over 
March 1954, or percentage wise 
an increase of one per cent. Rub- 
ber, with a loss of 200 workers, 
was the only non-durable indus- 
try to show a decline, 

Non-manufacturing -employ- 
ment was up 2,700 from last 
month and 4,300 over March of 
last year. Retail trade added 800 
employees to its payrolls as tem-

The first phase of the polio 
immunizations of the first and 
second grade children has been 
completed. We are very proud 
to have a part in this epochal 
work and consider Dr. Salk’s per- 
fection of the polio vaccine as the 
greatest contribution to human 
welfare since Dr. Fleming dis- 
covered penicillin. 


Credit “for the success and 
smooth operation of this first 
phase of the program is due to 
the concerted efforts of many 
organizations and individuals. The 
newspapers of the county played 
a major part in bringing it to 
the attention of the public. Su- 
perintendent W. W. Elliott and 
Sherrill McClure worked out a 
tough transportation problem and 
a schedule that left nothing to 
be desired. The first and second 
grade teachers, without excep- 
tion, had their enrollment sheets 
in order and the parent request 
eards signed, thus greatly ex- 
-pediting the work in the schools 
and at the Health Office. Many 
physicians and their assistants 
worked with the County Health 
Nurse in the schools which were

some cases of polio in children 
who have had an inoculation a 
few days before the disease de- 
veloped. Polio has an incubation 
period of 10 to 14 days and these 
cases developed in 1 to 4 or 5 
days; which means that the chil- 
dren were already infected and 
in the incubation period when the 
inoculation was given. Also it is 
a well known fact that a period 
of 8 to 4 weeks must elapse af- 
ter inoculation before sufficient 
antibodies are produced to afford 
any protection. Then, too, the 
number of polio cases so far re- 
ported is no more than the year- 
ly average for this season. 
* All this adds up to the conclu- 
sion that the vaccine could , not 
have caused any polio cases, as 
was intimated by some overly 
zealous newshawks. Not one 
single reaction, local or general, 
from the nearly 1500 inoculations, 
has been noted by this office. 

The second “shots” will be giv- 
en the week of May 16 and the 
third “shots”? seven months later.

Farm Bureau 
Supports Smith 
‘States Rights’ Bill 


A resolution adopted by the 
Alabama legislature endorsing 
the Smith “States Rights Bill” 
now pending in Congress follows 
a principle long endorsed by the 
Alabama and American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation, Walter L. Ran- 
dolph, Alabama farm leader, said. 

The Alabama resolution was 
sponsored in the Senate by Sen. 
James Coleman of Greene and 
Albert C. Davis of Pickens; and 
in the House by Greene Rep. W. 
L. Martin. Passed without a dis- 
senting vote, it asks that: “state 
laws be not allowed to perish” 
under preemption of the federal 
government. 


Senator’: Coleman explained that 
the pending congressional resolu- 
tion by Congressman Smith of 
Virginia, provides that “no act of 
Congress shall be construed as 
indicating an intent on the part 
of Congress to occupy the field 
in which such act operates, to the 
exclusion of all state laws on the 
same subject matter, unless such 
act contains an express provision 
of that effect...” 

«In supporting the Smith resolu- 
tion’ before a congressional judi- 
ciary committee, an American 
Farm Bureau spokesman pointed 
out that the courts had -declared

In 1950, Congress 
sought to remedy this situation 
and enacted the National Defense 
Facilities Act which authorized 
a federal-state construction pro- 
gram for the reserve components 
of the armed services. 

The Act of 1950 authorized thé 
federal government to contribute 
up to 75 per cent of the total 
cost of building an armory or 
training center. The individual 
states are required to provide 
the land for the project and con- 
tribute 25 per cent of the total 
cost. Prior to 1950, he federal 
government paid for the construc- 
tion of armories for the Reserves, 
but it did not contribute to the 
cost of building armories for the 
National Guard. 

The bill passed by the House 
last week is an amendment to the 
National _Defensé Facilities Act 
of 1950 and it continues the plan 
initiated under that act for a co- 
ordinated, long-range facilities 
construction program for all civ- 
ilian components of the armed 
services. If this measure receives 
final approval, the authorization 
it contains will make possible the 
construction of a number of addi- 
tional facilities in our own state 
and district. 


Warrior Lock and Dam

many as 5 years out of the 10 
years just before they were dis- 
abled, should get further informa- 
tion about this law. By applying 
to have their social security earn- 
ings records frozen, disabled peo- 
ple may prevent loss or reduc- 
tion of future benefits, 

Some people now receiving old- 
age insurance payments became 
disabled before they reached the 
age of 65 and are still disabled. 
They may start getting larger 
payments as of July and will get 
them more promptly if they file 
an application for a “disability 
freeze” by June 30. If a disabled 
person under the age of 65 should 


the freeze before his death. For 
these reasons, it is important for 
every person who meets the re- 
quirements for the freeze to ap- 
ply for it by June 30. ;

By a very narrow margin, the 
House last week passed a bill to 
restore basic agricultural crops 
to a fixed 90 per cent of parity. 
The present law, backed by the 
Eisenhower administration, pro- 
vides flexible supports ranging 
from 8234 per cent to 90 per cent 
of parity. 

House approval of the bill 
came after almost three days of 
debate and votes; and all mem- 
bers of the Alabama delegation 
who were present voted in. favor, 
of it. On final passage it appear- 
ed for a few minutes that the 
measure was defeated but several 
members changed their votes at 
the last minute. Although the 
bill passed by a vote of 206- 
201, five members who were pres- 
ent did not vote at all. ' 

As approved by the House, the 
bill provides rigid supports . at 
90 per cent of parity for cotton, 
wheat, corn, rice and peanuts. It 
also contains a provision to raise 
the price support for milk and 
dairy products from 75 per. cent 
to 80 per cent of parity. House 
members’ tentatively approved, 
then rejected, an effort to re- 
move peanuts from the list of 
basic commodities. 

The’ present 82% per cent to 
90 per cent of parity formula 
applies only fo the 1955 crops. 
Unless changed by law, supports 
for the .basic commodities will 
drop to 75 per cent to 90 per 
cent of parity for the 1956. and 
1957 marketings. 4 

Although the House has voted 
to restore rigid price supports 
at 90 per cent of parity on the 
five basic crops, the House-pass- 
ed bill still faces tough 9pposi- 
tion. The Senate has not as yet 
announced any plans to consider 
this legislation before Congress 
adjourns. But should the Senate 
pass the measure, a Presidential 
veto is likely as President Hisen- 
hower has already indicated on 
a number of occasions his ap- 
proval of the present price sup- 
port system. 

Regardless of the outcome of 
this legislation, the battle be- 
tween rigid and flexible farm 
price supports will probably be 
a big issue in the 1956 presider® 
tial campaign.

This survey is 
necessary in order to determine 
the feasibility of adding naviga- 
tional facilities to the present 
and the proposed Alabama Power 
Company dams on the Coosa. Al- 
though the sum of $180,000 is not 
in the budget, we are very much 
in hopes the House Appropria- 
tions Committee will add it to

Southern Bell 
Completes Record 
Number of Calls 


Southern. Bell officials an- 
nounced today that “The company 
completed more telephone calls 
for the people of the South in 


-April, despite the strike and de- 


spite attempts to disrupt the 
service, than _in_ any previous 
April.” 

At the same time, spokesmen 
said that the total number of 
employees at work passed 31,000 
on Friday. 

Figures released today disclos- 
ed that 15,682,000 long distance 
calls were completed in nine 
states in April this year against 
15,317,000 in April, 1954, pre- 
vious high April, or 365,000 more. 
Local calls handled in April this 
year averaged 30,000,000 per day 
for the nine states. This compares 
with a total of 29,500,000 for ‘the 
same period last year, officials 
said. 

More employees were on the 
job during the eighth week of 
the strike and more calls’ were 
completed than in any week since 
the walkout started, spokesmen 
stated. More employees returned 
this week than any week. Normal 
service was provided this week 
to all but a relatively small part 
of the 4,600,000 telephones, 4,- 
000,000 of which are dial-operat- 
ed. 

The company invited employees 
who have not yet returned to 
“Join those who feel and take 
seriously their responsibility ~to 
provide this essential public serv- 
ice and are now on the job doing 
so. Those returning are being 
welcomed and, of course, are be- 
ing treated fairly and impartially. 
There is no truth to statements 
or implications that the union will 
somehow cause those who return 
to work to lose their jobs. The 
union has never fired an em- 
ployee and it never will.”

Today marks the beginning of 
the Mental Health Fund Drive. 

The sta- 
tistics are frightening. Even more 
frightening is the translation of 
the numbers into people—people 
of our own county, Alabama men- 
tal hospitals and the school for 
retarded children contain 84 of 
our own citizens; 1800 more of 
us are in need of clinical service 
of a less extreme nature.

difficulty ‘with her. child. The 
plans were realistic and work~- 
able. They will probably succeed. 

Another mother, whose prob- 
lems seemed to her to be of a 
less serious nature, had never- 
theless gained some insight into 
how such a problem might arise, 
and what might be.done about 
it. The ladies present who had 
no children expressed the feeling 
that what they had learned 
would help them in_ handling 
children when the time came. The 
other mothers, who expressed no 


problems, felt that the discussion; 


was sound, and saw how their 
own practices had resulted in the 
success they had.

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Antibiotics In Industry 


Millions of lives have been saved 
by antibiotics, but these earth-mold 
drugs may also be put to such di- 
verse uses as keeping food fresh 
longer, prolonging the life of leath- 
er, and revolutionizing the cosme- 
tics industry. 

Such antibiotics as penicillin, 
streptomycin, polymyxin and baci- 

tracin are finding 
startlingly broad 
applications. ‘ By 
serving as effi- 
ciency experts, 
for example, they 
may help raise 
. our standard of 
on @ living. Experi- 
: ments show the 
antibiotics make silkworms produce 
silk more quickly, and speed up the 
honey output of bees. 

Some antibiotics are proving suc- 
cessful in reducing the mildew on 
surface coatings, and making shoes 
and purses wear longer. Others 
are useful in eliminating bacteria 
that ‘clog up machinery. 

In agriculture, antibiotics have 
been spectacularly successful-in in- 
creasing the production of food ani- 
mals and crops. Poultry and hogs 
are being produced more cheaply, 
because animals raised on an anti- 
biotic-supplemented diet grow fat- 
ter and healthier and are ready for 
market sooner. 

Agri-mycin field trials were re- 
cently conducted by the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. The trials 
proved the-effectiveness of this anti- 
biotic combination in drastically 
cutting down on the bacterial dis- 
eases that’ravage whole crops. 

Current experiments raise hopes 

that. the drugs also will help keep 
food fresh longer. Terramycin, 
tested on fish,’ greatly reduced. its 
“spoilage” rate. 
’ The day may soon come when an- 
tibiotics will be as valuable for non: 
medical use as they are today for 
fighting infections, 


On The Farms 
In Shelby County

“I like both rescue grass and 
fescue. grass for -my ~ milking 
herd,” Helena district cooperator 
Ned Bearden said last Friday, 
“but I want you to suggest some- 
thing for my mountain land for 
the summer months.” 


He was talking to Area Con- 
servationist A. L. Harrell and 
Geo, Starcher as he showed them 
the thick reseeding stand of 
crimson clover and rescue grass 
on his original rescue’ grass 
planting. 

Mr. Bearden had tried estab- 
lishing coastal bermuda on his 
mountain top pasture two years 
ago when available stolons had 
to be hauled from south Ala- 
bama. These arrived pretty dry, 
and a drought finished most of 
the planting. 

We suggested that he plant 
this high ground in’ Pensacola 
Bahia grass as soon as* clover 
and rescue have reseeded. This 
will give as good a combination 
for grazing and hay as we know 
of now for class four to six cap- 
ability soils. 

Mr. Bearden showed us a Hol- 

stein grazing on oats, rescue, 
ryegrass and clovers that gave a 
weighed 104 pounds of milk in 
a day last week. She must have 
been milked three times a day. 
_ A dallis grass-fescue pasture is 
making a great combination on 
How fertile soil for him. How- 
ever, we were able to show him 
why his herd favors one small 
end of the field: There is a heavy 
stand of closely grazed button 
clover there!

Every member of the Alabama 
congressional delegation who was 
present voted against the bill. 

Three times during the past 
eight years the House has passed 
legislation. calling for statehood 
for Hawaii only. In 1950 an Alas- 
kan statehood bill also received 
House, approval. However, the 
Senate did not take posifive ac- 
tion on any statehood legislation 
until they adopted a combina- 
tion bill last year. This effort to 
admit, both territories was block- 
éd when the House Rules Com- 
mittee refused allow consid- 
eration of the Senate’s combina- 
tion bill before the adjournment 
of the 88rd Congress. 

It is possible for the House 
Interior and. Insular Affairs Com- 
thittee | to report separate bills 
for Hawaiian and Alaskan state- 
hood at a later date. However, 
it is unlikely that separate bills 
will be considered by the House 
of Representatives before. ad- 
journment this summer.

County Schools To 
Participate in 
Evaluation Study 


Superintendent W. W. Elliott 
announced today that the Shelby 
County School System had been 
invited by the Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools 
to. participate ina. system-wide 
evaluation. This evaluation is an 
experiment conducted by the 
Committee on School Improve- 
ment and is to be conducted in 
one system in each of six south- 
ern states. Among other systems 
participating will be the Oak 
Ridge system, Oak Ridge, Tenn; 
the school system of Wilmington, 
N. C.; Orange County, Florida; 
and Lexington, Ky. 

By participating in this eval- 
uation this county is the first in 
Alabama to conduct a system- 
wide evaluation. It is a great 
opportunity for the schools of 
Shelby County to measure their 
education program in terms of 
new. methods of educational re- 
search, 

Mr. Elliott explained that by 
participating in this self evalua- 
tion the schools will look at 
themselves critically and objec- 
tively with some desire to im- 
prove their educational progress.

The National Reserve and Man- 
power Bill was shelyed at least 
temporarily by the House of Rep- 
resentatives last week. This legis- 
lation, designed to strengthen our 
armed forces, was ring along 
towards seemingly ce * adop- 
tion when the passage of a ‘Na- 
tional Guard Anti-Segregation 
Amendment eliminated a portion 
of the bill’s strongeSt support. 
This amendment, introduced by 
Rep. Adam Clayton Powell of 
New York, would have barred 
the assignment of any reservists 
to segregated National Guard and 
Reserve units. An attempt was 
made later by proponents of the 
Reserve and* Manpower Bill to 
remove the Powell amendment 
but their efforts failed. 


Realizing the votes necessary 
for passage would not be forth- 


~ 


cipal ‘and other beneficial uses. 
The passage of this measure was 
a result of the severe strain that 
has been placed on fresh water 
resources throughout this coun- 
try. ; 

It has become more evident 
each year since this bill was 
adopted that the fresh water sup- 
ply on which we normally rely 
is gradually being exhausted and 
that there is an urgent need for 
finding additional sources of 
fresh water. Certainly this is 
true right here in our own Sixth 
District.

the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee -moved to pull the Re- 
serve Bill. off the floor. Vinson’s 
motion carried and the bill will 
-remain as “unfinished business” 
of the House until some compro- 
mise is reached. 

As reported by the Armed 
Services Committee, the National 
Reserve- Manpower Bill would 
have increased the nation’s 
“ready reserve’ from approxi- 
mately 700,000 to 2,900,000 men 
within a four year period. Under 
the terms of ‘this legislation, 
young..men between the ages of 
17 and 19 Would be allowed - to 
volunteer for the Reserves, if 
they so desired, for a period of 
eight years. Should they volun- 
teer, they would then be obli- 
gated to.a six months training 
period. At’ the completion of the 
training ‘ period, they would be 
relieved - of further . extended 
training except in casesof na- 
tional emergencies. HowWéver, as 
long as they remained in the 
Reserves, they would be required 
to attend each year a specified 
‘number of drills and to partici- 
pate -in annual training periods 
not to exceed 17 days. It would 
not be necessary, however, for 
young men; to volunteer for the 
Reserves under the terms of this 
measure. Instead, they could wait 
and be drafted for two years of 
continuous military service. 

Although both the Democratic 
. and Republican leadership of the 
House hope ‘to reach a compro- 
mise so that the bill can be 


passed, the prospects for further} 


consideration of the measure at 
any time in the near future look 
rather gloomy. 


Saline Water Bill 


A measure passed last week 
by the. House. provides for the 
uninterrupted continuation of the 
saline or ‘salt’ water conservation 
research: program. 

The Saline Water Act of 1952 
authorized an appropriation of $2

Report from Washington 


} 





House members endorsed a’ bill 
last week that will make it pos- 
sible to convert surplus wheat 
and corn into flour and corn- 
meal for distribution to needy 
American families. The measure 
has been sent to the Senate for 
consideration. ' 

Under the present law, the 
Commodity Credit Corporation § is 
permitted to distribute certain 
perishable food commodities ac- 
quired through its price support 
operations to persons in distress 
from unemployment and _ other 
causes. The-bill approved by the 
House amends the present law 
to authorize the CCC to process 
for distribution surplus commodi- 
ties not regarded as perishable, 
especially grains. The Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare 
is then directed under the terms 
of this legislation to purchase 
these processed products for free 
distribution in heavy unemploy- 
ment om disaster areas. 

Two categories of needy per- 
sons will benefit from the bill. 
Those persons who live in areas 
designated by the Secretary of 
Labor as areas of substantial la- 
bor surpluses, such as distress 
coal. mining communities, will 
qualify. Also eligible are those 
who live in localities designated 
by the President as areas war- 
rdnting assistance from the gov~ 
ernment because of a major ca- 
lamity, such as a drought or oth- 
er natural disaster. . 

According to statistics from the 
Labor Department, impoverished 
persons in 43 of the country’s 
149 major industrial areas and 
118 other less populated areas 
will’ be eligible for the flour and 
meal at the present time. The 
government is alréady distribut- 
ing to nearly three million people 
such perishable commodities as 
butter, cheese, shortening, and 
skim milk which were acquired 
under the farm price support 
program. 

The aid provided for in the 
bill can be applied for by the 
governor of any state who can 
certify that areas in his particu- 
lar state are facing dire emer- 
gencies as a-result of unemploy- 
ment. When an application is ap- 
proved, the flour and .cornmeal 
will then be turned over to the 
state relief agency for distribu- 
tion. 
















Funds for Commerce 


Another major appropriation 
bill for the coming fiscal year 
passed the House of Representa- 
tives last week. This measure, 
containing funds in the amount 
of $1.1 billion for the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, appropriates 
about $242 million less than the 
budget estimates and approxi- 
mately $26 million below the 
amount approved for 1955. 

As passed by the House, the 
bill includes $600 million for the 
federal-aid highway program and 
$18.5 million for forest highways. 
Also, a total of $20 million was 
voted for grants-in-aid to air- 
ports, an increase of nine million 
dollars over the budget estimates.

According to Reverend Ed- 
mund A. tz of the Founda- 
tion for Economic Education, in 
1902, our government owned 
three per cent of our national 
wealth.

| How Do Drugs Work? 

The complicated chemical struc- 
ture of a broad-range antibistic has 
been t&gged successfully with a 
radioactive atom for the first time. 
Scientists at the Pfizer Therapeutic 
Institute, Maywood, N. J., have ac- 
complished the feat with Terramy- 
cin after almost two years of re- 
search.

The isotope re- 
search that pro- 
duced the radio- 
active antibiotic 
was the work of 
Dr. J. F. Snell, 
director of the 
Msywood insti- 
tute, and his col- 
mM leagues, Drs. 
Richard Wagner’ and Frank A. 
Hochstein. : 

Tagged with radioactive atoms, 

the molecules that make up Terra- 

mycin can now be traced in the body 
as scientists have been tracing sim- 
pler drugs for some time. This 
opens up an entirely new field of 
research into the broad-range anti- 
biotics, whose complicated chemical 
structures have long defied the best 
efforts of scientists to discover their 
mode of action and determine how 
they produce their life-saving ef- 
- fects. 

“If we know how a drug works,” 
Dr. Snell points out, “we will know 
better how to use it.” 

In addition, scientists working 





with the radioactive drug hope to 


find out what the body may do to the 
antibiotic. It is possible, they be- 
lieve, that the body may change an 
antibiotic into stil] another com- 
pound, different in chemical struc- 
ture, which may actually do the 
work against the disease germ. 
Scientists also want to know how 
and where the antibiotic is concen- 
trated in the body, and thus learn 
whether it attacks the germ at the 
site of the infection or performs its 
“task if sone More indirect nianner.

The veterans direct loan pro- 
gram has been extended an addi- 
tional year by the House of Rep- 
resentatives, making it effective 
through June 30, 1956. This 
measure, approved by the House 
last week, is identical to a bill 
I introduced earlier this year. 
Both bills extend the direct loan 
program, authorize an appropria- 
tion of $150 million for the ex- 
tended year of the program, and 
liberalize its farm loan provisions. 


Direct Farm Loans 


The present law allows a vet- 
eran to obtain a direct farm loan 
only for building a house or im- 
proving an existing structure on 
land he already owns. The bill 
passed last week liberalizes the 
provisions of the Servicemen’s 
Readjustment Act of 1944 deal- 
ing ‘with direct farm loans. Un- 
der the terms of this new legis- 
lation, a veteran will also be al- 
lowed to obtain a direct loan 
either for the purchase of a farm 


. with an existing residence or for 
the purchase of farmland and the 


construction of a farmhouse to be 
occupied by the veteran. 

Also, under the present law, in 
order for, a veteran to qualify 
for a direct farm loan, he has 


to show that the major portion 
of his yearly income will be de- 
rived from the farming operation. 
This restriction has prevented 
many veterans from buying a 
farm while working on a salary 
and putting their earnings in‘o 
the farm until such time as the 
farm becomes __ self-supporting. 
The measure passed by the House 
changes that requirement. Now 
all the veteran will have to do 
is to qualify for the loan, and 
express his intentions of living 
in the dwelling on the farm to 
be purchased. 

_ At the present time, the Vet- 
erans Administration has about 
20,000 veterans on the waiting 
list for direct loans under the 
existing law. In Alabama this 
waiting list numbers more than 
1500.. Although there is a long 
waiting list for*direct loans, few 
of the veterans on this list are 
applying for a direct farm loan. 
As a matter of fact,. only 112 
direct farm loans have been made 
since the beginning of the pro- 
gram in 1950, Only 18 such farm 
loans have been authorized in 
Alabama. Therefore, there is an 
obvious need for broadening the 
farm loan provisions of she di- 
rect loan program. ~°

The measure adopted by the 
House places the farm veteran 
who seeks a direct loan on an 
equal footing with the veteran 
who lives’ in a metropolitan area 
where guaranteed loans are avail- 
able. There is every reason to 
believe that this legislation may 
make it possible for more vet- 
erans to return to the farm. 

Loan Program a Success 

Since it was first started five 
years ago, the veterans direct 
loan program has operated suc- 
cessfully throughout the nation. 
As of March 31 of this year, the 
VA had made a total of 61,014 
loans of which 7,147 had been 
terminated. Of the 53,867 direct 
loans. outstanding on that date, 
only nine-tenths of 1 per cent 
were four or more installments 
in default. This very low default 
rate indicates the soundness of 
thé program. 

In our own state of Alabama, 
the direct loan program ' has 
proved equally successful. There 
were 'a total of 2,185 direct loans 
outstanding *in Alabama at the 
end of last March. Of this num- 
ber only four-tenths of 1 per 
cent were four or more install- 
ments in default. This certainly 
speaks well of the veterans of our 
state.

Occupational Skin Diseases 

Occupational skin diseases are 
more common than all other types 
of occupational diseases combined— 
and are becoming a major health 
problem for industry—according to 
Dr: Louis I. Dublin, medical statis- 
tician. 

“About one per cent of the indus- 
trial workers in the U. S. are af- 
fected annually 
by occupational 
dermatoses, and 
in some fields the 
incidence is as 
high as one out of 
18 workers,” Dr, 
Dublin says. 

Absenteeism 
due to skin dis- 
eases increased over one-third in 
the one-year period covered by a 
recént study of industrial plants in 
the United States. Skin disease was 
reported as an occupational hazard 
in such major modern industries as 
aircraft plants, railroad shops and 
textile mills. 

However; medical specialists 
from several countries now report 
that the hydrocortisone hormone, 
applied locally, will erase the dis- 
figuring blemishes occurring in a 
wide variety of these ailments. Cor- 
tril ointment has proved effective 
against hives, poison ivy, allergic 
rashes,’ insect bites, occupational 
dermatitis and infantile eczema. 

“The results are sufficiently dra- 
matic,” reports the American Jour- 
nal of Surgery, “to speculate that 
the hormone may do for the field of 
dermatology what the antibiotics 
have done for the specialty of ear, 
nose arid throat.” 

Dr. Frederick Kalz and his asso- 
ciliates in Montreal reported on a 
recent clinical study of 581 patients 
in the Canadian Medical Associa- 
tion Journal. They found the oint- 
ment “most effective” in the relief 
of a variety of acutely inflammatory 
and itching skin conditions.

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Post Office Begins 
“Certified Mail’’ 


On June 7 the Post Office De- 
partment inaugurated a new mail 
service, “certified mail”, design- 
ed to give patrons most of the 
advantages of registered mail but 
at a lawer cost and less trouble 
to patrons and clerks. 

By using certified mail, pat- 
rons who wish to have proof of 
delivery without declaring an in- 
trinsic value can have this for a 
15 cent fee over and above the 
requisite postage. As with regis- 
tered mail, a return receipt can 
be had for a small additional fee. 

This service is expected to 
speed delivery oft-at least 25 mil- 
lion letters a year now sent by 
registered mail. 

Even though a saving to the 
user, the Post Office Department 
will save money because of the 
elimination of security handling 
precautions on mail for which an 
indemnity is claimed.

Second Polio Shots 
Set For Monday 


The furore and confusion at- 
tendant upon the method of re- 
lease of Salk polio vaccine has 
at last simmered down and the 
vaccine now meets the approval 
of all agencies concerned. 

This writer has, from the be- 
ginning, -had absolute faith in 
the original authoritative reports 
of Dr. Salk and Dr. Francis. 

Of approximately 160,000 Ala- 
bama children given the first po- 
lio shot in April, only one child 
has had polio to date, and this 
caused no paralysis. Polio in this 
case developed a month and three 
days after the inoculation. The 
shot could have had nothing to 
do with causing the disease, but 
in all probability, kept the child 
from having paralysis. 

In a’ conversation with the 
State health officer today, we are 
assured that Salk vaccine will be 
sent to us in time to begin the 
second shots on Monday, June 20. 
These second shots will be given 
only to children who received the 
first shots in April. They will be 
given only at the County Health 
Office, and only on each Monday 
and Friday morning between 8:30 
and 12 o’clock. 

Please remember the proper 
days and time, since it will not 
be possible to give the inocula- 
tions at any other time. These 
Monday and Friday morning clin- 
ics will continue for several 
weeks but it is advisable to have 
the children take these second 
shots as soon as possible. 

The third inoculations will be 
given 7 months after the second

New Law Requires 
Eggs To Be Graded 


Passage of a new egg law by 
the Alabama legislature prompt- 
ed the API extension service to 
plan refresher courses in grad- 
ing eggs for its county workers. 
Although they will not have any 
part in enforcing the egg act, 
county agents and their assist- 
ants are preparing to instruct 
and assist local dealers in con- 
forming with the law. They will 
also be able to show producers 
how to grade and class eggs. 


This explanation was given in 
Auburn by Extension Poultryman 
John Weeks, who is conducting 
the series of June and July coun- 
ty training meetings. 

Weeks said dealers “who sell 
over 60 dozen eggs in one week 
are directly affected by the law 
requiring that eggs sold in this 
state be marked with labels to 
show grade, weight class, pack- 
er’s name and address, and date 
ef grading. However, dealers are 
likely to ask that suppliers grade 
the eggs. 

Poultrymen who produce quali- 
ty eggs will plainly profit from 
the demand for high grade eggs. 
It is also true that growers who 
turn out poor quality “eggs will 
probably have a harder time of 
peddling their products, Weeks 
pointed out. 

“Consumers are the folks who 
really stand te profit most” the 
specialist said in speaking of the 
law’s value. When dealers com- 
ply with-the regulation, a food- 
shopper who picks up a carton of 
eggs in a grocery store can tell 
at a glance the size and quality 
of the eggs inside. Too, the law 
requires that egg advertisements 
giving prices also state the grade 
and weight class of the eggs. 

Information on grading eggs is 
given in Extension Circular 479, 
Grading Eggs for Alabama Mark- 
ets, which is, newly printed and 
will soon be available through 
your county agent’s office.

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People, Land and 
Water 


People, land and water are the 
greatest resources of Alabama. 

It has been said that “every 
human enterprise -is the mixture 
of a little bit of humanity, a lit- 
tle bit of soil, and a little bit of 
’ water.” 

Alabama’s continued progress 
depends largely on balancing the 
productive use of its land and 
waters with the needs, numbers, 
and ‘abilities of its people in an 
age of growing industrialization 
and modernized agriculture. 


The state’s greatest resource—- 
its people — is growing in num- 
bers. The population increase was 
228,782 between 1940 and 1950, 


Every day during the 10-year 
period ending in 1950 there were, 
on the average, about 62 more 
people to feed, clothe, shelter— 
and work — in Alabama. 


The rate of increase at present 
is said to be even higher. 

On the ‘other hand, Alabama’s 
total land area has been un- 
changed for generations. But 
highways, airports, housing de- 
velopments, industrial plants, mil- 
itary installations, and reservoirs 
have taken thousands of acres. 

-In 1910 the census showed 20,- 
782,312 acres in farms -and in 
1950 the census reported only 
20,888,784 acres in farms in this 
state — a net gain of only 156,- 
472,in 40 years. 

Further, erosion, flooding, and 
water- Pegg have lowered the 
yields or prevented crop growing 
on many acres. 

Likewise, there has been no 
increase in the total amount of 
water available in Alabama. Old 
timers may think the climate -has 
changed, but the records show 
that rainfall remains about the 
same from year to year. Reser- 
voirs have helped to store more 
water for municipal, industrial, 
and recreational purposes. But 
silt washed from farm lands and 
roadsides have nullified some of 
this storage space“and even filled 
some of the older small reservoirs 
and mill ponds to the top of the 
dams. 

The quality of ‘water too has 
been changed for the worse by 
pollution by silt and human and 
industrial wastes. Indeed there 
are water problems in the state. 
—Soil Conservation Service.

health system, it is anticipated 
that Alabama’s chiropractors will 
be making another thrust on the 
medical front.

ORDINANCE NO. C-30 


An Ordinance to provide for the 
better protection of the Town 
of Montevallo against the har- 
boring and multiplication of 
rats and flies and to prescribe 
the conditions under which ani- 
mals can be kept within the 
Town of Montevallo. 

Be it ordained by the Town 
Council of the Town of Monteval- 
lo, as follows; 

Section 1. The word “animal” 
or “animals” as used herein shall 
include and refer to pigs, cows, 
mules, calves, hogs, horses, pon- 
ies, sheep, goats, or other ani- 
mals of like~ kind. 

Section 2. The word “enclosure” 
shall include and refer to pens, 
barns, sheds, lots, or other places 
where an animal or animals are 
kept within the corporate limits 
of the Town of Montevallo. 

Section 3. The words “each vio- 
lation” as used herein shall mean 
each day or part thereof that a 
person violates, by commission or 
omission, any section of this 
Ordinance. 

Section 4. That every person

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having charge of or custody of 
such animals within the limits of 
the Town of Montevallo, shall] pro- 
vide an enclosure for such ani- 
mals as is hereinafter specified. 

Section 5. That every enclosure 
where animals are kept in the 
Town of Montevallo shall be kept 
clean and dry and such enclosures 
shall have sufficient light to 
make cleaning practicable, and 
sufficient ventilation to keep the 
air of such building pure at all 
times. 


Section 6. It shall be unlawful 
to keep animals in the Town lim- 
its unless such enclosures shall 
have a minimum area of 1,000 
square feet for one such animal 
and 200 square feet for each ad- 
ditional animal there kept, to ev- 
ery portion of which such animal 
shall have free and unrestricted 
access. Said enclosures shall be 
located a minimum distance of 
100 feet from any house other 
than the house of the owner. 


Section 7., All such enclosures 
shall have a food bin. for the stor- 
age of food which is of rat-proof 
construction; all grain, malt, or 
food, except . hay, 
stored or kept in.such enclosures, 
must be kept in such feed bins. 
Such feed bins must be kept’ clos- 
ed at ail times, except when mo- 
mentarily opened to. take food 
therefrom, or when the same is 
being filled.. No feed shall be 
scattered about outside such bins 
or in the enclosure, and all such 
feed found on the floor of said 
enclosure shall be removed daily 
and placed in the manure recep- 
tacle.: No feed stuffs intended for 
human consumption shall be kept 
or stored in any such enclosure 
or any other place where animals 
are kept. 


Section 8. Every such enclosure 
shall have either within or Sieciser| 
diately adjoining it an approved 
fly-proof container or room for 
receiving and holding animal ma- 


nure and litter accumulating be- 


tween the times of removal from 
the premises. The fitness of said 
container shall be passed upon by 
the Town health officials. Said 
bin or container shall be located 
at a point most remote from any 
dwelling er other structure owned 
or occupied by other than the 
owner of the said premises and 
shall likewise be placed at a point 
most remote on _ the premises 
from any street or avenue. 
Section 9, All accumulations of 
manure and bedding material 
soiled by animal waste in and 
about such enclosure shall be col- 
lected at least once each day and 
immediately deposited in said con- 
tainer above provided. Such col- 
lections may be kept stored with- 
in said container for a period of 
not more than one week, after 
which time’ said collection shall 
be removed from the premises 
and disposed of in such a manner 
as to prevent fly breeding there- 
in. In lieu of storage, as herein 
provided, manure and other soiled 
material, when collected in ac- 
cordance with the provisions here- 
of and being free of live fly lar- 
vae or pupa, may be disposed of 
within 24 hours from time of col-! 
lection, by burial underground or 
by spreading same thinly upon 
the surface of the ground at some 
place distant from human habita- 
tion so that said collections will 
be fully exposed to the effects of 
sunlight; provided, however, that 
any of said persons may use said 
manure on their premises for the 
purpose of enriching ‘their own 
ground or for any other use~to

which manure can properly be 
put when the same is not offens- 
ive or unsanitary. 


Section 10. The Town health of- 
ficials and policemen may inspect 
premises at all reasonable hours 
to ascertain if-this Ordinance is 
being violated, It shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person having charge 
of or custody of such animals, to 
deny any such health officials or 
policemen access to their premises 
for the purpose of making such 
inspection or to hinder such offi- 
cers in any manner in their ef- 
forts to make such inspection. 

Section 11. Each violation of 
any section of this ordinance by 
any person having charge of or 
custody of such animals shall be 
punished by a fine of not less 
than one dollar nor more than 
one hundred dollars, or by im- 
prisonment in jail or at hard la- 
bor for a period of not exceeding 
six months, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment, at the discre- 
tion of the Recorder or Mayor. 

Section 12. The provisions of 
this Ordinance shall not apply to 
licensed, stockyards, holding pens, 
sales barns, wholesale dealers or 


slayghter houses. 

‘ection 13. This Ordinance shall 
become effective upon its pass- 
age, approval and publication. é

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The House gave approval last 
week to a bill which amends the 
REA Act of 1936 to provide for 
changes in. the administration’s 
loan formula. This measure had 
already received the Senate’s ap- 
proval. 

The REA Act of 1936 stipulat- 
ed that one-half of all funds ap- 
propriated by Congress for REA 
loans must be allocated to each 
state in proportion to the number 
of farms without electricity, with 
no state being allowed more than 
10 per cent of the total funds. 
This provision assured all states 
equal treatment and provided sub- 
stantial loan funds for those 
areas having only a small number 
of farms without electricity. 

At the time the REA Act be- 
came law, only 10 per cent of our 
nation’s farms had __ electricity. 
Today about 88 per cent of the 
farms in Alabama and 92.3 per 
cent of the farms throughout the 
country are supplied with elec- 
tric power. As a result, the REA 
now finds it is called upon more 
often to increase the size of pow- 
er lines than to extend power to 
additional areas. 

To enable the REA to meet the 
changing conditions, the bill pass- 
ed last week provides de basis 
25 per fiber of farms without 
electricity. The remaining 75 per 


cent is allocated to the REA ad-|, 


ministrator to use where studies 
indicate it is needed most. Any 
part of the funds earmarked” for 
new consumers that is not used 
during the first six months of a 
fiscal year will be merged into 
the general loan fund. The bill 
also increases the limit’ for any 
one state from 10 per cent of 
the total funds to 25 per cent. 
In addition, it retains a previous 
clause ‘which calls for a yearly 
survey of farms without electric- 
ity, ; 

It is believed that the new loan 
formula provided for will enable 
the REA to use more funds for 
‘constructing heavier generation, 
transmission and distribution fa- 
cilities to meet the constantly 
rising loads in sections where the 
present power supplies are not 
sufficient.

There is much more to restock- 
ing a lake than most of us are 
even willing to consider. First, 
it is very expensive. Raising a 
bass to twelve inches costs an es- 
timated $2 to $4. Only, about half 
of the planted fish can bs €xpect- 
ed to be caught. This faises the 
price of fish caught to $4 to $8 
each, Second, yeStocking is not 
a cure-all. Thé value depends on 
how intelligently the job is done. 
A need for restocking should be 
definitely determined by a pro- 
fessional fishery worker, not by 
a sportsman or a forest ranger. 
A truck load of 5,000 bass fry 
represents about half the poten- 
tial output of one adult female. 
The distribution should be prop- 
erly supervised by one trained in 
fishery biology for a successful 
planting or else the planted fish 
will have'less chance for survival 
than an orange tree in Canada. 
Where there is a limited brood 
stock, such as that in the Coosa- 
Tallapoosa lakes, it has been 
proved more adequate to provide 
all the young fish needed. Fish 
are more prolific than most ani- 
mals we deal with. A large fe- 
male lays more eggs than a 
small female of the same species. 
An average estimate would be 
that a bass lays: 10,000, a blue- 
gill 20,000, a walleye 50,000 and 
a big carp might lay a million. 
A large percentage of these eggs 
will hatch under suitable con- 
ditions, Then comes the problem 
of feeding.

27, 1950, entitled “An Ordinance 
authorizing and providing for the 
issuance and sale of $195,000 na- 
tural gas system revenue bonds 
of the Town of MontevaHo, Ala- 
bama, for the’ purpose of defray- 
ing the cost of construction of a 
' natural gas system for said Town 
and surrounding territory, pre- 
scribing the details of said bonds, 
and providing for collectior’, seg- 
regation and distribution of the 
revenues from said gas system”, 
‘are hereby fixed as follows, ef- 
fective with bills to be rendered 
to customers June 1, 1955, subject 
to such adjustments from time 
to time as may be necessary ‘to 
carry out the provisions of the 
aforesaid Ordinance No. 9-B:

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What Happens To 
Rain? 


The water you use on your 
farm, in your house, in your busi- 
ness, or in your manufacturing 
plant comes from the same source 
—the land. 


That’s true whether this water 
reaches you through a pipe, or 
comes from a small farm pond, 
a small stream, a big river, a 
large reservoir, a dug well, or a 
drilled well. 


Thus, we begin to measwre our 
available water when it falls on 
the land as rain. 


The farmer is the first cus- 
todian of most of the water used 
in Alabama. He may actually be 
a Georgia, Tennessee, North 
Carolina, Virginia or Mississippi 
farmer, because river systems 
like the Tennessee, Coosa or Tom- 
bigbee have their beginnings in 
those states. F 

What happens between 
time that water falls as rain 
on farm land and the time it 
reaches your home or industry 
determines to a large extent the 
quality and quantity of water 
available to you. 


Some of this water returns to 
the air through evaporation. 
Some runs from the land to be 
collected in branches and creeks 
and then by rivers. Some soaks 
into the soil. + Growing crops, 
trees, and shrubs take up and 
use a part of the water that en- 
ters the ground. Water that en- 
ters the ground alsq is the source 
of wells and springs. It is the 
most stable source of. stream 
flow. 


Farmers who use and treat 
their lands wisely are helping to 
solve the water problems of Ala- 
bama, whether agricultural, mu- 
nicipal, or industrial. 


Conservation farming reduces 
the mount of silt that has to be 
filtered from water before it can 
be used by cities and industry. 
It reduces the amount of sand, 
silt, and gravel that chokes up 
stream channels _ to _ increase 
flooding, or that piles into lakes 
and reservoirs to reduce the wa- 
ter storage capacity. 

Conservation farming 
benefits water supply 
and downstregm users 
ways. 

Good land. use and treatment 
cause more of the water to enter 
the greatest storage reservoir of 
all—the ground. This soaking-in 
in¢reases crop yields, replenishes 
ground water, stabilizes stream 
flow, and helps to reduce flood 
damage. 

Conservation farming also 
slows down the run-off of water 
that cannot be made to enter the 
soil on sloping lands. That helps 
to keep the water from piling up 
rapidly in~the streams to cause 
floods. 

Along with greater yields of 
crops to feed, clothe, and shelter 
a growing population, these are 
some of the goals of Alabama’s 
farmers—organized and farmer- 
controlled soil conservation dis- 
tricts.

SCIENCE IN 
YOUR LIFE 


The Living Test Tube 

Accidents sometimes play a-curi- 
ous role in the history of science. 
The fleck of mold that settled by 
chance on Sir Alexander Fleming’s 
germ culture and opened the door 
to the discovery of penicillin is one 
of the best-known cases. 

A little more than 100 years 
earlier another 
accident led to a 
revolution in the 
knowledge of di- 
gestion.In- 1822, 
a young French- 
Canadian, Alexis 
St. Martin, was 
accidentally shot 
in the chest on 
Mackinac Island. A U. S. Army 
physician named William Beaumont 
was called to treat the wound in the 
stomach, torn open by close-range 
firing. Beaumont worked hard but 
failed to close the wound. Neverthe- 
less, he was able to apply bandages 
in such a way that the stomach 
could still do its normal work. 

A year later the boy needed a 
cathartic, and Beaumont gave it to 
him through the hole in the stomach. 
It worked as well as if it had been 
given by mouth! With great daring 
Beaumont then decided to launch a 
series of experiments that won him 
honors as one of menace’ 3 greatest 
researchers. 

Out of St. Martin’s opan wound 
he made a living test tube. He dan- 
gled small. bits of food on string 
into the hole and hours later with- 
drew from the stomach what was 
left, carefully noting what he saw. 

In seven years Beaumont executed 
238 experiments on an often rebel- 
lious subject. He proved man’s di- 





gestive process was purely chemical | 


and that emotional disturbances 
could affect digestion or even stop it. 

St. Martin lived long after Beau- 
mont died, earning his living from 
medical schools, —

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The House last week approved 
a $1,372,122,800 public works ap- 
propriation bill for fiscal year 
1956. This measure appropriated 
funds for the Atomic Energy 
Commission, the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, certain agencies of the 
Department of Interior, and civil 
functions administered by the 
Department of the Army. The 
final amount provided for in the 
bill was $86,376,555 more than 
was recommended by the House 
Appropriations Committee but 
$417,042,203 below the President’s 
original budget requests. 

Sixth District Benefits 


Under the provisions of this 
bill our own Sixth District fared 
extremely well. An item of $4,- 
100,000 was included for contin- 
ued construction of the Warrior 
Lock and Dam between Hale and 
Greene Counties. Also, $180,000 
was provided for a traffic sur- 
vey of the Coosa-Alabama River 
system. 

The sum of $4.1 million for the 
Warrior Lock and Dam, included 
in the 1956 budget -estimates, 
was retained by the House Ap- 
propriations Committee. This 
amount, now approved by the 
House, will make it possible to 
continue on schedule the construc- 
tion of this vital $20 million link 
in the Warrior-Tombigbee water- 
way. . 

The appropriation of $180,000 
for a shipping or traffic survey 
of the Coosa-Alabama Rivers will 
make available the funds neces- 
sary to determine the economic 
feasibility ‘of. adding navigational 
facilities to the dams now on this 
great waterway and the dams 
that are scheduled to be con- 
structed by the Alabama Power 


Company. 
This $180,000 item had not 
been included in the President’s 


budget as had the funds for the 
Warrior Lock and Dam. Also, an 
unsuccessful effort had been made 
by me and other interested mem- 
bers of the House to persuade the 
proper committee to add _ this 
amount to the Public Works Ap- 
propriation bill. It was therefore 
necessary that an amendment be 


offered from the 
House in an effort to obtain the 
required funds.

Also included in the 1956 Pub-| 
lic Works’ Appropriation ‘bill was 


the sum of $1 million for deepen- 
ing the Mobile ship channel and 
an item of $2 million to begin 
construction of the Fort Gaines 
Lock and Dam on the Chattahoo- 
chee River. 

The’ budget had contained $1 
million ‘to be used for deepening 
the Mobile ship channel but the 
Appropriations Committee had 
cut this amount in half. A House 
amendment restored the original 
budget request. 

The Fort Gaines Lock and Dam 
is the third in a series of locks 
and dams that will make the 
Chattahoochee River navigable 
from Columbus, Georgia, to Apa- 
lachicola, Fiorida. No funds were 
included in the President’s budget 
for this important project but 
the $2 million item was added 
by the Appropriations Commitee 
and retained by the House. 

I think I can say without fear 
of contradiction that the pros- 
pects for the further development 
of Alabama’s great natural har- 
bor and its fine system of rivers 
during the months ahead are 
most encouraging.

Victim of Progress 
The world-famous Trudeau tuber- 
culosis sanatorium in Saranac, N. Y., 
has closed its doors as a treatment 
center, the victim of medical prog- 
ress. When the hospital found itself 
operating with only 60 patients, 
a third of capacity, the directors 
decided to abandon the treatment 
program in favor of research. 
It was the U.S.’s oldest TB san- 
atorium and a 


others throughout 
the world. Found- 
ed in 1885 by Ed- 
ward Trudeau, 
himself a tubercu- 
lar patient, the 
sanatorium had 
cared for thou- 
sands since two consumptive factory 
girls entered the institution as its 
first patients. 

When Trudeau was established, 
a diagnosis of TB was equivalent 
to a death warrant. The malady was 
well known as long ago as 460 B.C., 
when Hippocrates wrote the first 
medica] code. In the 17th century 
John Bunyan wrote, “the captain of 
all men of death . . . was the con- 
sumption.” It has affected our music 
and our literature, taking the lives 
of Chopin and Paganini, Chekhov, 
Keats and Balzac. * 

Most TB experts credit the clos- 
ing of Trudeau and the empty beds 
at other sanatoriums to the new 
anti-tuberculosis drugs developed 
since World War II. Although TB 
began its retreat sometime after 
1860, it is only Within the past 15 
years that new drugs like the com- 
bination chemical, streptohydrazid, 
have put the killer to rout. This tan- 
dem drug links two powerful weap- 
ons, streptomycin and isoniazid, so 
that they can be given in a. single 
injection. 

Tuberculosis is not entirely beat- 
en yet, but Dr. J. Burns Amberson 
of Columbia University, dean of U. 
S. tuberculosis experts; recently de- 
clared, “Altogether, prospects seem 
good for what may be described as 
the conquest of tuberculosis in the 
foreseeable future. We certainly 
have the necessary means. It is only 
a question of using thém.”

Are Now Available

County Health Officer 


Due to the confusion caused by 
some agencies relative to the sec- 


|ond Salk polio shots, the response 


to the vaccine program in this 
county has been somewhat dis- 
appointing. 

A special effort on the part 
of your County Health Depart- 
ment was necessary in order to 
obtain the vaccine for the second 
shots. After three clinics at the 
health office, only approximately 
200 have received their second 
inoculations. 

The 15-man board of special in- 
vestigators, all eminent scientists, 
have approved the procedure. In 
a very recent conversation with 
Dr. D. G. Gill, State Health Of- 
ficer, and Dr. W. H. Y. Smith, 
Director of the Bureau of Pre- 
ventable Diseases, these eminent 
public health authorities gave 
their whole-hearted approval of 
the continuance of the program 
at this time. 

Among the first children to re- 
ceive their second inoculations 
were the two granddaughters of 
your County Health Officer. 
Three months, in fact the peak

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Both houses of Congress com- 
pleted action last week on a 
measure - providi a salary in- 
crease for federal classified em- 
ployees and sent the bill to the 
President. A 7% per cent pay 
raisé will be retroactive to March 
of this year and will affect ap- 
proximately 1,200,000 government 
workers. 


Earlier the Senate had ap- 
proved a 10 per cent pay raise 
for civil service employees. How- 
ever, after a conference the Sen- 

ate agreéd to the House figure 
I of 7% per cent. 

This legislation granting a 
raise to classified @mployees fol- 
lows bills “already signed by the 
President increasing the salaries 
of military personnel and postal 
employees. 

Medal of Honor 


A measure adopted by the 
House last week concerns holders 
of the Congressional medal of 
Honor, the highest award for 
valor bestowed by our natio 
This measure, if enacted into 
law, will increase from $10 to 
$100 the .monthly .pension pay- 
able to Medal of Honor winners 
and will permit payment at any 
age. The .present..law requires 
that those eligible for the spe- 
cial compensation must reach age 
65 before payments are initiated, 

The original law providing pen- 
‘sions for Medal of Honor winners 
was. enacted in 1916. “It. estab- 
lished the Army and Navy Medal 
of Honor roll upon which is re- 
corded. the names of those who 
have .receivéd the medal by. dis- 
tinguishing themselves by un- 
usual gallantry or intrepidity du- 
ring time of war at the risk of 
their lives, above and beyond the 
eall, of duty.’

tained the following statement: 

“The Committee fully under- 
stands that it is impossible to 
place a price tag on valor, honor, 
patriotism or other virtues. How 
ever, it has come to the atten- 
tion of the Committee that in 
some cases holders of this highest 
award are in destitute circum- 
stances and séveral have had to 
go on relief or resort to apply- 
ing for welfare payments from 
the states in which they reside. 
A holder of the Congressional 
Medal of Honor should not be 
forced to eke out an existence 
in this fashion.” 


It has been reported that there 
are 395 living recipients of the, 
Medal of Honor. To this group 
who have won our nation’s high- 
est honor for bravery, the House 
of Representatives voted over- 
whelmingly to award this increase 
in special compensation. 


Pray for Peace 


The House also passed and 
sent to the Senate last week a 
measure that will authorize the 
Postmaster General to provide a 
special canceling or postmark- 
ing stamp bearing the words, 
“Pray for Peace,” for use in first 
and second class post offices. 

In acting favorably on _ this 
legislation, the House took into 
consideration that the most im- 
portant aim in the unsettled 
world .of. today is peace. It -was- 
felt that the.use of cancellation 
stamps bearing the words “Pray 
for Peace” might encourage many 
more of our people to pray for 
and work toward that great goal. 

If this legislation is passed by 
the Senate and signed by the 
President, you may soon see the 
reminder “Pray for Peace” 
stamped on many of the letters 
you receive. :

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ORDINANCE NO. C-31 


An ordinance to provide for the 
better protection of the Town 
of Montevalle against the har- 
boring and multiplication of 
rats and flies and to prescribe 
the conditions under’ which 
small animals can be kept with- 
in the Town of Montevallo. 


Be it ordained by the Town Coun- 
cil of the Town of Montevallo, 
as follows: 


Section 1. The word “animals” 
as used herein, shall include and 
refer to one or more hamsters 
and rabbits, or other small ani- 
mals of like kind. 


Section 2. The word “enclo- 
sures” shall include and refer to 
one or more pens, hutches, cages, 
or other places where small ani- 
mals are kept within the cor- 
porate limits of the Town of 
Montevallo. 

Section 3. The words “each vio- 
lation” as used herein shall mean 
each day or part thereof that a 
person violates, by commission or 
omission, any section of this or- 
dinance. 

Section 4. That every person, 
having charge of or custody of 
such animals within the limits of 
the Town of Montevallo, shall 
provide an enclosure for such 
animals as is.hereinafter speci- 
fied, and shall provide sanitary 
conditions for the keeping of such 
animals as is hereinafter speci- 
fied. 


Section 5. That every enclosure 
shall have a wire mesh floor or 
bottom with sufficient size open- 
ings in said mesh to allow the 
animal manure or excreta to free- 
ly sift through or pass through 
said mesh and shall meet with 
the approval of the Town Health 
Officials. 

Section 6. That all enclosures 
where animals are kept or 
placed within the limits of ‘the 
Town of Montevallo shall be kept 
clean and dry and such buildings 
shall have sufficient light to 
make cleaning practical and suf- 
ficient ventilation to keep the 
air of such buildings pure at 
all times, 

Section 7. Such enclosures shall 


have a nearby food bin for stor-’ 


age of food which is of rat-proot 
construction; all grain,, malt, or 
other animal food; except hay, 
stored or kept for such animals, 
must: be kept in such feed bins. 
Such feed biris's must be kept 
closed at all times, except when 
momentarily opened to take food 
therefrom or when the same is 
being filled. No feed shall be 
scattered about outside of such 
bins or enclosures, and all such 
feed found on the ground or 
floor under and about said en- 
closures shall be removed daily 
and placed in the manure recep- 
tacle hereinafter provided for. 

Section 8. All such enclosures 
shall have immediately adjoining 
it an approved container or room 
for receiving and holding animal 
manure, *xcreta and litter ac- 
cumulating between the times of 
removal from the premises. The 
fitness of said container shall be 
passed upon by the Town Health 
Officials, said bin or container 
shall be located at a point most 
remote from any dwelling or oth- 
er structure owned or occupied 
by other than the owner of said 
premises and shall likewise be 
placed at a point most remote on 
the premises ‘from any Street or 
Avenue. 

Seetion 9. All accumulations of 
manure, excreta, litter and bed- 
ding material soiled by animal 
waste in and about such enclo-

once each day and immediately 
deposited in said container above 
provided.

Edwards Writes of 
Tennessee Families 


“Old Speedwell Families,” a 
book by Lawrence Edwards, will 
be the first community geneolo- 
gical study ever done and will be 
completed this fall. 


Lawrence Edwards, a faculty 
member of Alabama College’s de- 
partment of English, will com- 
plete his unique study of the 
small community of Speedwell, 
located in the valley of the Pow- 
ell River in Tennessee sometime 
in Septeniber. 

. When the 200 page book comes 
off the presses it will edntain a 
complete. geneological study of 
eight major families, the earliest 
settlers and many incidental fam- 
ilies of the Speedwell community. 
The study will date back to the 
1780’s when the community was 
first settled. In 1798 the Speed- 
well area was secured from the 
Cherokee by the Treaty of Tellico 
Blockhouse and eventually became 
a part of Tennessee. 

Edwards’ book, the first of its 


kind, is a genetic study and. will: 


trace the relationship of many of 
today’s prominent. families of 
Tennessee to the Irish, English, 
Dutch, ‘Welsh; German ‘and Seot- 
tish fdmilies who settled the 
area.

. Over $20 million in federal 
funds will come to Alabama for 
waterway development in the 
state during the fiscal year which 
began July 1 under a_ public 
works bill just approved by the 
Senate Appropriations Commit- 
tee, according to committee mem* 
ber, Senator Lister Hill. 

Hill, who led the fight for the 
funds in the committee, said the 
total appropriation includes the 
following projects on the Chatta- 
hoochee and Apalachicola river 
system: $2 million ‘to begin con- 
struction of the Fort Gaines Lock 
and Dam and to connect the river 
system with the Intercoastal Ca- 
nal by «deep water channel; $920,- 
000 to complete construction of

Increase in Social 


Retired workers now receiving 
Old-Age and. Survivors Insurance 
checks may get an increase in 
their benefits if they establish 
that they have a total disability 
and fulfill other conditions of 
the law. In some. cases, the in- 
crease may amount to $10. 


The Social Security Adminis- 
tration advises seriously disabled 
people who used to work in cov- 
ered employment or self-employ- 
ment to get in touch with their 
Social Security office in order to 
take the first step that may lead 
to increased: benefit payments. 

According to Social Security 
officials, the disability freeze pro- 
vision may apply to those who: 


1. Have been totally disabled 
for six months or longer and, 


2. Have worked in employment 
or self-employment covered by 
the Social ~Security law for as 
many as five years out of the 


Security Benefits 


Active military service and em- 
ployment in the railroad industry 
may count toward the needed 
amount of work. By applying ‘to 
have their Social Security earn- 
ings records frozen, disabled peo- 
ple may prevent loss or reduction 
of future benefits. 


The “freeze” provisions will be 
significant for those people who 
have been disabled for a long 
time before théy reached 65. and 
who are now receiving Old-Age 
Insurance payments. 


Those under 65 may also gain 
by establishing a _ disability 
freeze, if eligible. By filing at 
this time, for example, it is pos- 
sible to establish a disability that 
began as far back as October 
1941. 

Social Security officials empha- 
sized that the law protects the 
Social Security rights of a work- 
er who is suffering from  pro- 
longed total disability but does

More Water Needed 


Corn blades were shriveling. 
Hay had made a short crop. Pas- 
tures were brown. Water for live- 
stock was being hauled at much 
labor and expense. Some streams 
were down to a trickle. Many 
wells and springs had, gone dry. 

It was a summer drought. And 
the wise old farmer was urged 
to pray for rain. 

“Mebbe,” he mused, “we oughta 
learn to use the rain the Good 
Lord gives us before we ask Him 
for more!”

The proper and equit- 
able use of water is a key to 
their, further growth. 

All, municipalities, 
tries, ‘all farmers 
should have their reasonable wa- 
ter needs met, but none should 
waste water.

After two days of debate, the 
House of Representatives ap- 
proved last Thursday a $3.3 bil- 
lion foreign aid authorization bill. 
Known as the Mutual Security 
Act of 1955, the measure was 
passed on a 273 to 128 vote.

This National 
Reserve and Manpower Bill is 
designed to strengthen our armed 
forces by increasing the nation’s 
“ready reserve.”

$3.3 billion. Later, Congress must 
approve legislation to appropri- 
ate the actual money for the mu- 
tual security program. The ap- 
propriation cannot be more than 
the authorization, and it is usu- 
ally considerably - less. 


The bill authorizes $122 million 
less than President .Eisenhower 
requested for foreign aid and 
$139 million less than members 
of the Senate had voted when 
they approved the measure a 
month ago. It will be necessary 
for a conference committee to 
work out a compromise between 
the two versions of the legisla- 
tion. ~ ‘ 

As passed by the House, the 
foreign. aid bill authorizes ap- 
proximately $2.4 billion for mu- 
tual "Aidanad support, $182 mil- 
lion for development assistance, 


$172 million for Point Four tech- |}. 


nical assistance, and $459 million 
for other programs. 

During the consideration of 
this legislation, I offered. an 
amendment that would have made 
it mandatory that not less than 
50 per cent. of all development 
assistance be made available in 
loans rather than in grants. This 
development assistance consists 
primarily of economic aid in the 
form of grants that will be made 
to certain nations, most of whom 
have no mutual defense agree- 
ments with us. : 

In support of my amendment, 
I pointed out that our govern- 
ment has loaned considerable 
sums to foreign. countries since 
World War) If and that none of 
these loans are in default. Of the 
approximately $14.1 billion made 
in loans during that period, $3.2 
billion has already been repaid 
and interest on the loans in the 
amount..of $1.8 billion has been 
collected. I frankly admitted du- 
ring tHe discussion of the amend- 
ment that some.of the loans we 
make may never be repaid. Yet, 
as I pointed out, if our develop- 
ment assistance is extended as an 
outright gift instead of as a 
loan, these funds will be gone 
forever. ' 

Although I was unable to mus- 
ter the necessary votes to pass 
my amendment, the House later 
adopted an amendment: directing 
that all development assistance 
be made on a basis of loans in- 
stead of grants “wherever pos- 
sible.” 

There were a number of other 
amendments proposed, but’ the 
1955 Mutual Security Act as fin- 
ally adopted contained all the 
furids that had received , prior 
committee approval. 

Reserve Bill 

Last Friday members of the 
House approved a revised version 
of the President’s recommended 
military -reserve bill. This action 
came after the House had re- 
jected an amendment introduced 
by Rep. Adam Clayton Powell of 
New York that would have barred 
the assignment of any reservists 
to segregated National Guard 
and Reserve units. It is believed 
that President Eisenhower helped 
to defeat the Powell amendment 
by stating that segregation as 
an issue is “extraneous” on. 
national defense matter.

State Banks Supply 
Farmers’ Credit 


Alabama farmers met their 
credit needs during 1954 chiefly 
by loans from their local banks, 
according to J. I. Harrison, pres- 
ident of First National Bank of 
Columbiana, who represents the 
Alabama Bankers Association as 
Shelby County Key Banker. Ala- 
bama banks remafned the larg- 
est lenders to the state’s farmers 
during the year, providing far 
more financial aid to our farm- 
ers than any other lending agen- 
cy, he noted, 


Quoting from the fourteenth 
annual farm lending survey of 
the Agricultural Commission of 
the American Bankers Associa- 
tion, Mr. Harrison stated that on 
January 1, 1955, Alabama banks 
had loans outstanding to farm- 
ers totaling $50,127,000 includ- 
ing both production and mortgage 
loans, This compares with a total 
of $29,175,000 held by the Fed- 
eral Land Banks, the second 
largest lender to Alabama farm- 
ers. In addition, Alabama banks 
held $15,507,000 in C.C.C, loans 
under the government’s price- 
support program not included in 
the above figures. 

“Despite reduced net income 
and continued high production ex- 
penses on farms,’ Mr. Harrison 
said, “repayment of loans is 
rapid, and farm assets are at 
near-record levels, indicating that 
these factors have_not in any 
sense weakened the financial 
soundness of agriculture. Bank 
loans play an important part in 
maintaining this strong financial 
position by permitting our farm- 
ers to make use of the latest 
equipment and modern produc- 
tion and marketing methods, re- 
sulting in greater efficiency. The 
majority of farm loans held by 
Alabama banks are for these pro- 
duction and operating expenses.” 

Mr. Harrison reported that all 
but 7 of the 234 insured commer- 
cial banks in Alabama served ag- 
riculture by making farm loans 
during 1954.

How Farm Ponds Help 

Ponds are helping farmers to 
solve a part of their drought 
problems. 

Within the past 10 years, more 
than 11,380 farm ponds have been 
built in the state. It is estimated 
that these ponds store more than 
37 billion gallons ~f water. This 
is enough water to supply a city 
the size of Birmingham for about 
13 months. 

But the farmers who built 
these ponds are using them for 
other purposes — for irrigation, 
for growing fish, for fire pro 
tection, and for livestock water. 

A beef cow needs about 20 
gallons of water daily, and many 
farms with livestock are begin- 
ning to depend more and more on 
ponds for their water. Some 
farms do not have a stream or 
a spring that flows the year- 
around, 

The irrigation of vegétables, 
small fruits, and even of pas- 
tures is increasing in the state. 
Most crops require from eight 
inches to abqut one acre-foot 
(325,000 gallons) of water per 
acre to supplement poorly dis- 
tributed rainfall tg produce good 
yields each year. 

-Ponds near farm buildings also 
afford considerable protection 
against fire, 

And without a good supply of 
water, it is difficult to get safe 
sewage disposal in rural areas. 

With ponds helping to solve 
problems such as these, it is ob- 
vious. that many more are need- 
ed and will be built in the state. 

Soil Conservation Districts re- 
cently estimated that at least 
34,000 more ponds are needed on 
Alabama farms. When built, they 
will store nearly 100 billion more 
gallons of water for farm use. 

By building ponds, farmers are 
doing more than talking about 
the weather. They are holding 
back on the land a part of the 
rainfak for the time when 
droughts usually damage crops, 
or livestock need water. 

This is a most worthy practice 
and a real “must” for water con- 
servation. But pause a moment 
and ponder such questions as 
these: 

Does the downstream owner of 
a pond on an intermittent stream 
have any recourse if an up- 
stream owner builds a dam and 
impounds water to the extent 
that the original downstream 
pond becomes unusable? 

What are your water rights? 

Do present Alabama laws ans- 
wer this question equitably for 
all people of the state?

Both houses of Congress havejwill be passed before adjourn- 
set their sights on an August 1} ment, 


adjournment date. If we are to 
meet that deadline, the next three 
weeks will necessarily be filled 
with legislative activity. 

Although.the House of Repre- 
sentatives has completed action 
on at least 20 major measures as 
well as several hundred other 
proposals, a number of important 
bills await consideration. 


President’s “Must” Bills 


In a recent interview Presi- 
dent Eisenhower stated that he 
would urge Congress to complete 
action on five “must” bills before 
adjournment. These include the 
military reserve bill, the high- 
way construction program, the 
school construction bill, the hous- 
ing bill, and legislation providing 
for the President’s atomic peace 
ship. 

The House of Representatives 
has already passed a military re- 
serve bill and it will probably 
have the President’s atomic peace 
ship proposal before it next week. 

The Senate is working on its 
version of a military reserve bill 
at the present time, and there is 
every indication a compromise 
bill will be enacted into law be- 
fore we adjourn. 


Highway Program 


The administration’s propose: 
highway construction program 
has already encountered a very 
bumpy road. The highway bill 
which passed the Senate some six 
weeks ago bore very little re- 
semblance to the plan recom- 
mended by President Eisenhower. 
‘He wanted a $88 billion 10-year 
program, of which $21 billion 
would have been obtained through 
a special bond issue.,The Senate 
adopted a substitute that calls 
for an outlay of $18 billion over 
a five year period by the federal 
and state governments on a 
matching basis. Under the terms 
of the Senate bill, all of. this 
money would be direct appropria- 
tions. 

A subcommittee of the House 
Public Works Committee came 
forward last Friday with a third 
proposal, Theirs also rejects the 
administration’s plan to sell bonds 
but it differs from the Senate 
bill in that it proposes a method 
to finance the highway, construc- 
tion program. Under this sub- 
committee proposal, taxes on 
gasoline, trucks, diesel fuel, and 
heavy tires and tubes will be 
increased. Hearings have been 
acheduled for this week by the 
Public Works Committee, and op- 
position is expected to develop to 
the proposed increases in taxes. 

Although a highway construc- 
tion bill may pass before ad- 
journment, there are still some 
difficult problems that will have 
to be resolved. 

School Construction and Housing 

The House Education and La- 
bor Committee expects to finish 
consideration this week on a bill 
that will provide federal funds 
for school construction. Favorable 
action on this legislation will 
probably depend upon the proe- 
visions in the bill dealing with 
segregation in our public school 
systems. 

The housing bill has been stall- 
ed temporarily in the Rules Com- 
mittee by opponents of public 
housing.. This measure, approved 
by the House Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee, includes a pro- 
vision for 385,000 public housing 
units a year for the next two 
years and also includes such non- 
controversial features as addition- 
al home mortgage insurance au- 
thority for the FHA. Despite the 
Rules Committee’s action, it is 
expected that housing legislation

Other Legislation 

In addition to the President’s 
so-called “must” bills, there are 
a-number of other important 
measures that will probably be 
acted upon before Congress 
closes shop this year. They in- 
clude minimum wage legislation, 
revisions in the social security 
law, legislation to amend the 
Natural Gas Act, and the 1955 
Mutual Security ‘Appropriation. 
From all indications, the next 
three weeks will be busy ones for 
those of us here on Capitol Hill.

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ORDINANCE NO. C-32 


An Ordinance to provide for the, 
better protection of the Town 
of Montevallo against the har- 
boring and multiplication of 
rats and flies and to prescribe 
the conditions under which 
fowls can be kept within the 
Town of Montevallo: 


Be it ordained by the Town Coun- 
cil of the Pown of Montevallo, 
as follows: 


Section 1. The word “fowls” as 
used herein, shall include and re- 
fer to one or more - chickens, 
ducks, geese, turkeys or other 
birds or fowls of like kind. 


Section 2. The words “fowl 
houses” shall include or refer to 
one or more chicken houses or 
other similar places where fowls 
are kept within the corporate 
limits of the Town of Montevallo. 


Section 3. The word “cages” 
shall include or refer to one or 
more pens, coops or other simi- 
lar enclosures. where fowls are 
kept within the corporate limits 


Section 4. The words “each vio- 
lation” as used herein, shall mean 
each day or part thereof that a 
person violates, by commission or 
omission, any section of this or- 
dinance. 


Section 5. That every person 
having charge or custody of fowls 
within the corporate limits of the 
Town of Montevallo shall provide 
fowl houses for such fowls as is 
hereinafter specified, and_ shall 
provide sanitary conditions for 
the keeping of such fowls as is 
hereinafter specified. 


Section 6. That every person, 
having charge or custody of 
fowls, within the corporate lim- 
its of the Town of ‘Montevallo 
shall provide cages for such fowls 
as is hereinafter specified, and 
shall provide sanitary conditions

The side walls of said 
buildings shall have windows or 
openings 36 inches in height

That all fowl houses 
in which fowls are not confined 
in cages the earth-floor of such 
houses shall be covered with a 5 
inch uniform thickness of planing 
mill shavings, or other loose ma- 
terial or litt@, which will tend to 
dissipate moistufe, approved by 
the Town Health Officials. Said 
shavings or litter with manure 
and droppings shall be removed 
at least once every 60° days and 
placed in the manure. container 
herein provided for and new 
shavings or other approved ma- 
terial of 5 inch thickness shall

No food or 
feed shall be scattered about out- 
side of such bins, and all such 
food found on the ground or floor 
around said feed bins shall be 
removed daily and placed in the 
manure container hereinafter pro- 
vided for. 


Section 11. All such fowl 
houses shall have . immediately 
adjoining it an approved con‘ain- 
er or room of fly and rat proof 
construction for receiving and 
holding litter, fowl manure or 
droppings. The fitness of said 
container shall be passed upon by 
the Town Health Officials. Said 
container shall be located at a 
point most remote from any 
dwelling or other structure owned 
or occupied by other than the 
owner of said premises and shall 
likewise be placed at a point most 
remote on the premises from any 
street or avenue. All collections 
of litter, manure or droppings 
may be kept stored within said 
container for a period of. not 
more than one week after which 
time said collection shall be re- 
moved from the premises and dis- 
posed of in such manner as to 
prevent fly breeding .therein. In 
heu of storage, as provided 
herein, manure, litter or. drop- 
pings when collected in accord- 
ance with the provisions hereof 
and being free of live fly larve 
or pupa, may be disposed of with- 
in 24 hours from the time of col- 
lection, by buridl under ground 
or by spreading thinly over the 
surface of the ground at some 
place distant from human habi- 
tation so that said collection may 
be fully exposed to the effects of 
sun light; provided, however, that 
any of said persons may use said 
manure, litter or droppings on 
their premises for the purpose of 
‘enriching their own ground or for 
any other use to. which fowl ma- 
nure, litter or droppings can 
properly be put when the same 
is not offensive or unsanitary. 


Section 12. The Town Health 
Officials and Policemen may in- 


spect premises at all reasonable. 


hours .to ascertain if this ordi- 
nanee is being violated. It shall 
be unlawful for any person, hav~ 
ing charge of or custody of such 
fowls to deny any ‘such Health 
Officer or Policemen access to 
their premises, for the purpose 
of making such inspection or to 
hinder such Officers in any man- 
ner in their efforts to make such 
inspection. 

Section 13. Each violation of 
any section of this ordinance by 
lany person having charge or cus- 
tody: of such fowls, shall be pun- 
;ished by a fine or not less than 
One Dollar, nor more than One 
Hundred Dollars, or by imprison- 
ment in jail or at hard labor for 
a.period of not exeeeding 6 
months, or by both fine and im- 
prisonment at, the discretion of 
the Mayor or Recorder. 

Section 14. The provisions of 
this ordinance shall not apply to 
licensed holding pens, sales barns, 
wholesale dealers or slaughter 
houses. 

Section 15. This ordinance shall 
become effective upon its pas- 
sage, approval and publication.

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|Students Serve as |Resource Use Workshop Hears Cooper 
Green Speak on 


Conservation 


Efficient use and conservation 
of Alabama’s water, soil, forests, 
wildlife, mineral and human re- 
sources—since June 6 this topic 
has been uppermost in the minds 
of more than 30 Alabama teach- 
ers attending Alabama College’s 
thirteenth annual Resource-Use 
Workshop. 

Dr. Gideon Nelson, member of 
the faculty and director of the 
workshop, summarized purposes 
of the workshop to more than 50 
visitors who attended a ‘special 
visitors day held this week. Dr. 
Nelson said the workshop’s pur- 
pose was to acquaint teachers 
with natural and human resources 
in Alabama and their use and 
conservation, It is also a purpose 
of the workshop, he said, to help 
teachers use this knowledge in 
their classrooms in grades from 
1 through 12. 


Principal speaker at the vis- 
itors day luncheon was Cooper 
Green, vice president of Alabama 
Power Company, who pointed out 
the need for intelligent use and 
efficient conservation of Alabama 
resources, Mr. Green stressed the 
economic value of good conserva- 
tion practices. 


Highlights of the six-weeks 
workshop included. three field 
trips illustrating classroom theo- 
ry. At the Gulf States Paper Co., 
Tuscaloosa, workshop personnel 
were shown the many procésses — 
of converting ‘timber to usable 
products. 

Gasification. techniques of ob- 
taining energy from coal still in 
the ground were, demonstrated at 
Alabama Power Company’s steam 
plant at Gorgas. A tour through 
the steam plant and the company 
coal mines gave the workshoppers 
first hand information on how 
electricity is generated at a steam 
plant, 

A tour through Avondale Mills 
at Sylacauga illustrated proces- 
ses of converting raw cotton to 
finished fabrics. On the same 
trip modern quarrying techniques 
were demonstrated at the Ala- 
bama Marble Company’s quarry. 

Other field trips were to Coosa 
River Newsprint Company’s tree 
nursery at Childersburg; TCI 
steel mills at Fairfield, showing 
utilization of minerals; to wild 
life preserves in Shelby County; 
a forest trip pointing out modern 
methods of conserving timber and 
lands; and two trips to areas 
showing various soil conservation 
practices, 

Fifteen guest lecturers 
given talks to the workshop.

Nellie Hitt, former supervisor of 
St. Clair County schools and now 
a member of the faculty of State 
Teachers College at Troy.

District News 


Jack Shelton, Westover, has 
become a district cooperator. He 
is operating the farm formerly 
operated by his father. Mr. Shel- 
ton plans to build a lake for fish 
and irrigation water. Last week 
_.SCS workers Hester, Starcher, 
and Smith made a_ preliminary 
survey for the dam. 


Phillip McEntee reports his 
new fish pond has not dropped 
more than four inches below 
planned water level since it first 
filled: His is a model SCS pond 
design. Cooperator McEntee also 
says his SCS stock pond is hold- 
ing water well, though on a very 
small watershed on this Monte- 
vallo farm. 

W.*L-> Lawler’s proposed lake 
at his Montévallo farm will soon 
be ready for construction. As- 
sisting him under his district 
agreement No. 110 SCS Area En- 
gineer Hester is designing a 15- 
foot dam, and as soon as the de- 
sign is approved by the SCS state 
engineer Mr. Lawler will be fur- 
nished a complete design.

Virginia is a state rich in history and natural beauty. Most 
delightful in spring and fall, the area also attracts many visitors 


in summer. 


~A-suggested itinerary might take you from Washington, D. C., 
south through Fredericksburg, Richmond and Williamsburg and

west to Petersburg, Lynchburg 
and Roanoke; then north

ville, and to 
Washington 
via Skyline 
Drive. This

Miss Chapman 
about 650 miles. 

Traveling south from Wash- 
ington into Virginia, you enter 
Alexandria, Alexandria retains 
the appearance and atmosphere 
of its historic past, and has many 
old buildings which bring to 
life the era of the American 
Revolution and the War Be- 
tween the States. 


Old Battlegrounds 


Fredericksburg and the sur- 
rounding countryside are filled 
with reminders of the Civil War. 
The Fredericksburg National 
Military Park preserves 
trenches, earthworks and gun 
emplacements used by both 
armies in four great battles. In 
‘town are.the law offices of 
‘James Monroe, the homes of 
!\George Washington’s mother 
jiand sister, and the Mercer 
‘Apothecary Shop, preserved as 
‘it was in 1777. 

Richmond also is filled with 
historic homes and buildings. 
This was the capital of the Con- 
federacy from 1861-1865, and its 
battlefield park commemorates 
the struggle for the city. It is 
now the capital of Virginia. 

Williamsburg lies between 
Richmond and Norfolk. This 
was the capital of Virginia Col- 
ony from 1699 to 1779. The en- 
tire town has been authentically 
restored so that it looks very 
much as it did in the 18th Cen- 
tury. Among the beautiful 
buildings to see are the Gover- 
nor’s Palace with its adjoining 











gardens, the Capitol Building 
and Raleigh Tavern. Also inter- 
esting are the Guardhouse with 
its collection of early firearms, 
and the Craft Shops where early 
American arts and trades are 
practiced before the visitors’ 
eyes. 

At Old Point Comfort is an 
old ship museum which will in- 
trigue ship fanciers, as will Nor- 
folk with its fine harbor. 

The Great Dismal Swamp, 


just below Portsmouth, is eerily 


intriguing with gnarled cypress 
trees, hanging moss and winding 
canals. 


Historical Petersburg 
Petersburg again takes us 


back into history. Here was 


fought one of the final battles in 
1865, now commemorated by 


Petersburg Military Park. 


Farther west is Appomattox, 


scene of the end of the war and 


surrender of General Lee. Just 
south of Roanoke is the Blue 
Ridge Mountain Parkway (to 
Asheville, N. C.). Trails and pic- 
nic areas are provided at points 
of outstanding interest. To the 
north in the Shenandoah Valley 
are Lexington, the home and 
burial ground of both Robert E. 
Lee and “Stonewall” Jackson, 
and Staunton, which was Wood- 
row Wilson’s birthplace. 

Turning east at this point will 
take you to “Monticello,” the im- 
pressive home Thomas Jefferson 
designed for himself. ‘“Ash- 
lawn,” home of James Monroe, 
is nearby. 

The drive back to Washington 
may be taken via the Skyline 
Drive atop the Blue Ridge 
Mountains, completing an inter- 
esting and beautiful trip.

Summer Sore Throat 


A sore throat in the summer time 
is your co warning signal that 
you might coming down with a 
serious illness. 

A sore throat at. any time can 
warn of an impending cold, or a 
more serious respiratory tract in- 
fection such as influenza or pneu- 
monia. However, these illnesses 
usually strike during the cold, wet 

months of winter 
and rarely occur 
during the sum- 
mer. 

A summer sore 
throat may be the 
first sign of mea- 
sles, diphtheria or 
poliomyelitis. [f it 
is. coupled with 
fever, you should

However, most summer sore 
throats are merely symptoms of the 
common cold. Although- antibiotics 
are of great value in controlling 
serious respiratory infections, they 
are largely ineffective against the 
common cold. 

In fact, scientists have yet to dis- 
cover any completely effective 
agents for the common cold— sum- 
mer or winter variety Although 
unable to prevent or cure them, 
physicians can help to remove much 
of the sting from common cold 
symptoms. 

For the headache and muscle 
fatigue accompanying a cold, they 
recommend aspirin. For the stuffed 
nose often accompanying the cold, 
they may pres¢ribe the nusal decon- 
gestant Tyzine. For the tient, 
they advise patience—for the cold- 
causing germs, nv matter what the 
medication, can persist in your body 
for as much as a week, or longer * 

We can do little to prevent sum- 
mer sore throats, but with proper 
care, we can prevent more serious 
illness from developing after the 
first warning signs.

I witnessed last week one of 
the most amazing “points of or- 
der” assaults that has ever taken 
place in the House of Represen- 
tatives. 


On Thursday last the House 
was scheduled to consider a sup- 
plemental appropriation bill con- 
taining funds in the amount: of 
$1.6 billion, and approval seemed 
eértain. Yet before the evening 
was over, the bill had been strip- 
ped of more than 92 per cent 
of its funds.

such objection or points of order 
was possible in most cases be- 
cause the President had not yet 
signed the necessary authoriza- 
tion bill. . 

The action of Rep. Rabaut ap- 
parently took place as a result 
of a dispute between the Appro- 
priations and the Rules Commit- 
tees. In any event, the bill was 
unnecessarily stripped of all but 
$122 million of its funds and has 
gone on to the Senate where it is 
expected the cuts will be re- 
stored. 


Spain in NATO? 


,A resolution was unanimously 
adopted by the House of Repre- 
sentatives last Thursday express- 
ing the sense of the Congress 
that all proper and necessary 
steps should be taken to bring 
about an invitation to Spain to 
become a party to the North A*- 
lantic Treaty and a member of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization. Last May I joined with 
seven of my colleagues on the 
Foreign Affairs Committee in in- 
troducing resolutions identical to 
the one passed by the House. 
One needs only to look at the 
map to understand Spain’s stra- 
tegic importance in Western Eu- 
rope’s defenses against interna- 
tional communism. The United 
States has recognized this im- 
portance and is in the process of 
building a number of bases in

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Spain, some of which I had the 
opportunity of visiting’last April. 
I have felt for some time that 
the addition of Spain to the 
NATO defense structure would 
be a logical step in the further 
strengthening of our NATO al- 
liance and it was for that reason 
I joined in introducing the reso- 
lution that was adopted by the 
House last week. 


Mutual Defense 


The House also voted last week 


an appropriation of $2.6 billion 
for mutual defense, approximate- 
ly 20 per cent less than had been 
tought by the administration. 


The largest single reduction, to- 
taling more than $420 million, 
was in the funds for military as- 
sistance administered by the De- 
partment of Defense. 


This heavy cut in the amount 
for military assistance was large- 
ly a result of the Defense De- 
partment’s commitment of $614 
million of unobligated funds on 
the last day of the fiscal year. 
The committing or obligating of 
this large amount of money came 
after a high Defense Department 
official had assured members of 
the Appropriations Committee 
that the Department did not in- 


tend to reach out at the last 
minute and commit unobligated 
funds. 

An effort will probably be 
made in the Senate to restore 
all or at least part of the re- 
duction made by the House of 
Representatives.

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Mothers, Children 
Receive Social 


Security Benefits 


‘ Of the $53,509 in monthly so- 
cial security benefits being paid 
in Shelby County at the end of 
1954, $13,812, or about 23 per 
cent, went to mothers and chil- 
dren, according to J. W. Over- 
street, Jr., Social Security Admin- 
istration district manager in Bir- 
mingham. 

Mr. Overstreet pointed out that 
payments to mothers and chil- 
dren have special significance to 
the community as a whole be- 
cause they help families to stay 
together after the death of the 
breadwinner. 

Under the old-age and survivy- 
ors insurance program, workers 
and their employers and _ self- 
employed people pay into a fund 
while they are working, and when 
earnings stop because of the 
death of the worker or because 
he has retired, payments are 
made from the fund to the work- 
er and his dependents or to his 
survivors. 

In all, 1,421 people in Shelby 
County were receiving benefits 
under the old-age and survivors 
insurance program at the end of 
the year. This was an increase of 
16 per cent over 1953. 

One reason for the increase 
was the passage last September 
of the 1954 amendments to the 
Social Security Act. These amend- 
ments increased all benefit pay- 
ments and made it possible for 
the first time for rs of 


some workers who died after 1989 


and before 1950 to qualify for 
payments. 

Beginning in’ September 1954 
the amendments’ permit the 
“dropping out” of up to 5 years 
of lowest earnings in figuring 
the) worker’s average monthly 
wage. This has -the effect of in- 
creasing the average earnings, 
from which the monthly pay- 
ments are figured. 

Other improvements in the 
law made by the 1954 amend- 
ments went into effect in 1955, 
and therefore are not reflected 
in the benefit figures for the 
end of 1954. Among these were 
the bringing of many more em- 
ployees and self-employed people 
under the law including farm 
workers and farm operators. An- 
other improvement is “disability 
freeze,” which protects future 
benefit rights of former work- 
ers who have become totally dis- 
abled.

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REPORT OF GRAND JURY 


In the Circuit Court of Shelby, they have performed their duties. 


County, Alabama. 


To the Honorable A. L. Harde- 
gree, Judge.of said Court: 

The report of the Grand Jury 
is herewith submitted to the 
Court. 


We have conducted an investi- 
gation into 41 ¢ases and we re- 
turn into Court 33 indictments, 
18 of which are for misdemean- 
org and the balance are for fel- 
onies. 

We have examined audits of 
the accounts of various public of- 
ficials which have been prepared 


by the State Department of Ex-| 


aminers of Accounts, viz.: 

County Board of Education, 
Office of the Judge of Probate, 
Board of Revenue and Control 
‘and County Treasurer, Office of 
Sheriff, Circuit Court in Equity, 
Circuit Court Criminal Division, 
County Court, Consolidated Re- 
port of Justices of Peace. 

It is our opinion from this 
examination that the affairs of 
these offices have received com- 
petent attention and we extend 
our commendations to ‘the offi- 
cials involved. 

The Grand Jury visited the jail 
and made an inspection of its 
facilities and the prisoners con- 
fined therein. We found the jail 
to be clean, sanitary and in good 
order. The prisoners reported to 
us that they were well fed and 
well cared for. One inmate said 
that the new jail was a much 
better place than the jail for- 
merly used by the County. The 
jail is adequate for thé safe keep- 
fing. of the prisoners. We con- 
gratulate Mr. and Mrs. Elgie 
Parker, who are in charge of this 
jail, for the good work they are 
doing. 

We have by committee visited 
the offices of the various county 
officials. Our examinations have 
been brief in nature because we 
understand that these offices are 
examined as provided by law by 
representatives of the State of 
Alabama. We found the affairs of 
these offices to be in good con- 
dition and nothing was reported 
to us of interest to the Grand 
Jury. 

Our number and a special com- 
mittee from our body has made 
an examination of the County 
property including the courthouse 
and grounds. We find the build- 
ings and surrounding areas to be 
in excellent condition. Particu- 
larly are the buildings clean and 
well kept. It is our unanimous 
opinion that Mr. Walton and Mr. 
Boaz, caretakers of this property, 
are due the thanks of the citi- 
zens of the County for the splen- 
did manner in which they have 
discharged their duties. 

We have two recommendations 
which we would like to make to 
the County Board of Revenue 
and Control. First: we are of the 
opinion that parking spaces now 
available in the vicinity of the 
Courthouse should be marked off 
for uniform parking in order to 
accommodate a greater number 
of automobiles and that additional 
parking space be acquired by the 
County if feasible. Second: we 
have been told that the tank or 
tower used in the air condition- 
ing system should be cleaned 
monthly in order to avoid dam- 
age to other parts of the equip- 
ment, therefore, we suggest that 
close attention be given to this 
system to the end that it will be 
carefully maintained. 

It has been evident to us as 
we have gone into the facts of 
the criminal cases before us that 
Sheriff Sims and his force of 


We believe that they realize the 
importance of good law enforce- 
ment to the citizens of Shelby 
County and we congratulate them 
upon the service they have ren- 
dered during the past months. 

Our bailiff, E. B. Lyon, has 
served us well. and we express 
to him our thanks. 

In closing we would like to say 
to Your Honor that we have at- 
tempted to perform our duties in 
accordance with the clear and 
‘comprehensive instruction which 
twa received from the Court and 
that we respect and appreciate 
the manner in which Your Honor 
outlined to us the responsibilities 
which have been ours. ; 

We request that we be dis- 
charged subject to recall by, the 
Court,

The House and Senate have 
agreed on increasing the mini- 
mum wage under the Fair La- 
bor Standards Act from the cur- 
rent 75c an hour to $1.00 hourly. 


By a vote of 36 to 54, House 
members approved last Wednes- 
day the minimum wage increase 
which had received Senate en- 
dorsement -several weeks earlier. 
The bill reached the floor un- 
der a rule which permitted only 
two types of amendments—those 
providing for changes in the 
amount of the increase and those 
altering its effective date. Under 
this rule, an amendment was of- 
fered that would have increased 
the minimum wage to $1.10 rath- 
er than $1.00 an hour, After this 
amendment failed to pass, an 
amendment to increase the mini- 
mum wage to 90c instead of $1.00 
also failed to receive the neces- 
sary number of votes. A_ third 
amendment, also defeated, would 
have spread out the increase over 
a period of almost a year and a 
half rather than make all of it 
effective on one given date. 


A conference committee must 
work out a compromise on the 
effective date of the increase 
since the House version of the 
legislation makes the increase ef- 
fective March 1, 1956, and the 
Senate voted January 1, 1956, as 
the effective date’ This compro- 
mise will probably be workéd 
out next week, after which the 
measure will be sent to the 
White...House ffor _ presidential 
action.

Social Security 


Legislation to expand social 
security benefits received over- 
whelming approval of the House 
last week. However, Sen. Harry 
Byrd, chairman of the Senate 
committee which will consider the 
House-approved social security 
amendments, has called for ex- 
tensive hearings on the legisla- 
tion and Senate consideration be- 
fore adjournment is unlikely. 

As approved by the House, the 
bill lowers from 65 to 62 the 
minimum age at which women 
can qualify for social security 
benefits, and it authorizes pay- 
ment of benefits to permanently 
and totally disabled workers who 
are over age 50. 


Other Benefits 


Early in March I introduced a 
bill to amend the Social Security 
Act to provide for payment of 
children’s insurance benefits to 
persons, regardless of ‘age, who 
are physically or mentally incap- 
able of self-support and were 
so disabled before reaching age 
18. The present law, stipulates 
that a child’s insurance benefits 
cannot, under any circumstances, 
be paid to persons over age 18. 

The provisions of my bill rela- 
tive to disabled persons who have 
reached 18 years of age were in- 
corporated into the sdcial security 
measure just approved by the 
House. In order tq benefit from 
this provision, the disabled indi- 
vidual must have been dependent 
for all of his support upon the 
insured at the time of the in- 
sured’s death. 

The House bill also extends so- 
cial security coverage to self- 
employed professional groups now 
Excluded (except doctors) and to 
certain other groups who are not 
presently under the program. 

To finance the expanded bene- 
fits, the bill increases the com- 
bined tax rate on employers and

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Montevallo Baptist Church Celebrares 100th 


BRIEF HISTORY 


‘For one hundred years the Montevallo Baptist Church has stood geo- 
graphically and spiritually in the heart of beautiful, picturesque Montevallo. 
It was in 1855 (only eight years after the town was incorporated) that the 
church was founded with eleven members. These eleven members were 
Noah Haggard, Edmund King, P. M. Fancher, Shelby King, Susan R. 
Woods, A. W. Hawley, Elizabeth Reese, Mary King, Mariah Mauney, Sa- 
rah Haggard and Hannah B. Fancher. In 1856 it was admitted to the Shelby 
County Association. 


It is perhaps ironic that, this first Baptist Church in the town proper 
came into being as a result of a split in the Shoal Creek Baptist Church 
which was located three or four miles north of Montevallo. After some 
differences of opinion among the members of the Shoal Creek Church, the 
majority of the members moved their membership to the Dogwood Church, 
while the remaining few established a church in Montevallo, and the Shoal 
Creek Church was completely abandoned. The first meeting of the church 
was held in the Académy (probably Reynolds Hall) in August 1855. From 
1856 to 1858 services were held in the Cumberland Presbyterian Church 
which was located on the present site of the Methodist Church. In April, 
1858, a building committee was appointed and a handsome brick building 
was erected where the west wing of Main Dormitory now stands on a lot 
donated by Edmund King. In the section entitled “Montevallo” of the 
Bulletin of the Alabama Girls Industrial School; Historical Number, Jan- 
uary 1908, Mr. Edward Sherman Lyman writes, “During the perfect calm 
of a summer day, about 1877, this building utterly collapsed, some hidden 
defect in the timbers of the steeple, probably, causing it to give way and 
fall back upon the roof, crushing it in and causing the walls to tumble 
outwards.”” After the collapse of the church building, services were held in 
the Methodist Church. The frame portion of the present church was soon 
built (probably 1879). A study was added in 1887, the Baptistry com- 
pleted in 1900, and on March 30, 1910, the foundation was poured for 
the new church. A member of the church, Mr. F. F, Crowe, designed the 
new building. On June 11, 1911, special services were held in the new 
church. The Reverend W. B. Crumpton was the visiting preacher. 


In May, 1857, the Church voted to have The Lord’s Supper quarterly. 


In June, 1859, it was voted to hold prayer meeting every “Sabbath 
morning at 9:30 except the 2nd Sabbath.” 


The members of the Church met on November 9, 1859, and organized 
a Sabbath School. In 1879 there were 35 an roll; 55 in 1883 and by 1905 
the number had increased to 178. Since that time the number has steadily 
increased until today there are 424 on the Sunday School roll. 


The war and post-war years were trying ones for the church. In 1859 
the records show the pastor's salary was $300 plus traveling expenses, and 
this seemed adequate. However, in 1864, Confederate money was practically 
worthless and the pastor complained he could not pay his board from his 
yearly salary of $1,000. On January 5, 1864, there were only two members 
present besides the pastor and remarks were made about the “prosperity of 
other churches and the languishing condition of ours.” The few members 
present agreed to pray between sunset and dark of each day for revival of 
God's work in church and community. On Saturday, April 1, 1865, ‘“The 
enemy being in possession of the town there was no meeting of the church.” 


The records show that many of the Negro slaves joined the Church 
and special services were held for them. In 1867 there were 21 Negroes on 
the Church roll. They were referred to as Brother and Sister. Shortly after 
this date there is no record of Negro members, thus, indicating they had 
begun to build their own churches. | 


The Woman’s Missionary Society (also called the Ladies Aid Society) 
was organized in 1883 with Mrs. Lucy Hart Lyman as president. She served 
in this capacity until her death in 1914. 


Pastors came and went, but for thirty-four years Mr. C. L. Meroney © 


served as Church Clerk. He assumed his duties in 1895 and continued until 
his death in 1930. 


The pastorium was built in 1899 and in 1922 the value of this prop- 
etty was listed as $3,500. It was remodeled in 1945 and again in 1954. 


In September, 1909, the envelope system was first introduced for sys- 
tematic giving to the Church. 


In 1912 the pipe organ was bought by the-Missionary Society. It. was 
first used in church services on January 14, 1912. Miss Geneva Reid was 
the first organist. 


For many years the church felt the need for a student secretary to work 
with the Baptist girls attending Alabama College; so in 1943 the first stu- 
dent secretary was employed. This was made possible by a supplement in 
salary by the W. M. U. of Alabama. 


It was in 1945 that the church went on the unified budget plan. The 
budget for that year was $10,017.13. In 1948 the area beneath the sanctuary 
was excavated and made into attractive educational rooms, and the audi- 
torium was rearranged and redecorated. 


For a number of years prior to 1952 the State Board gave a supplement 
to the pastor’s salary of $100.00’ per month because of the Church’s min- 
istry to Baptist students attending Alabama College. In 1952 the church 
assumed this amount in its budget and also adopted the policy of giving 
percentage-wise to the Cooperative Program. The first ten per cent was 
given to the Cooperative Program; in 1953 this was increased to fifteen 
per cent and in 1954 it was increased to twenty per cent. It is interesting to 
note that as the church increased its appropriation to mission work the 
budget increased. Between the years 1952-1955 the budget incfeased from 
$12,000.00 to $24,000.00 and the amount given through the Cooperative 
Program increased from $1,400.00 to nearly $4,000.00. 


.In March of 1952 work was begun to remodel the educational build- 
ing. The old frame structure was brick-veneered and a modern kitchen was 
added on the ground floor. A full basement was excavated, and a third 
floor was added by extending the floor of the balcony over to the main 
building. This remodeling made it possible to have a full graded Sunday 
School with eight organized departments.

During this period the organ was completely electrified, a two manual 
console installed, and the choir loft reworked. In 1954 an Oboe Stop was 
added to the organ in memory of Mr. and Mrs. J. R. Lewis, and in 1955 
a set of Chimes was given by Dr. C .T. Acker. 


At present the church has 564 members on roll. This includes 120 
non-resident members. 


This record shows a great material gain. The spiritual influence and 
growth has been recorded on the hearts of the people this great church has 
served. Among these have been hundreds of college students who served 
during their college days. With God’s help the church will begin its second 
century of Christian work with refewed faith and hope, and the determina- 
tion to continue to build on that which those who went before left as a 
great heritage..

There is not too much to be 
said of oytstanding strings of 
fish. caught during the _ past 


week. The trouble is, the weather 


is just so hot that not many 
fishermen are going out. Actually 
the bass are striking pretty good, 
especially early in the mornings, 
and the bream afe feeding around 
the clock. Another thing ‘that 
makeg prospects better than us- 
ual are the local showers that 
stain the upper reaches of tribu- 
taries, The big‘ones are stirring 
about feeding on the large sup- 
ply of insects being washed ou‘ 
of the woods, and as the stain 
is only a thin layer on the sur- 
face, it serves as a blind for the 
fisherman and a shady hunting 
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ground for the fish. Sunday, down 
at Swayback Bridge, Lake Jor- 
dan, a layer of silt began drift- 
ing down Sofkahatchee Creek and 
right away those that happened 
to be out started catching bass.

In its final push toward ad- 
journment, the House last week 
considered three important and 
highly controversial measures. 
The first of these was the high- 
way expansion bill, the second 
was an amendment to the Nat- 
ural Gas Act of 1938, and the 
third was the housing bill. 

Highway Bill 

Two versions of the legislation 
that would have made possible 4 
tremendous highway construction 
program were defeated by the 
House. First, a move to _ substi- 
tute President Eisenhower’s high- 
way program for that presen*éd 
by the House Public Works Com- 
mittee was rejected. Then, on a 
final vote, the Committee’s bill 
was also defeated. 

The bill reported by the Pub- 
lic Works Committee provided for 
expenditures of $48.5 billion over 
a 13-year period for the road- 
building program, and construc- 
tion was scheduled to get under- 
way next July 1. The federal gov- 
ernment would have paid approxi- 
mately $36.5 billion of the cost, 
including $24°billion for the com- 
pletion of a national network of 
interstate highways. The _ re-

mainder of. the total cost would 
have been borne by the various 
states. Federal revenue to sup- 
port this program was to be 
obtained from increased taxes on 
such items as_ gasoline, diesel 
fuel, and heavy duty tires and 
tubes. 

The road pian recommended by 
President Eisenhower was to con- 
tinue over 10 years and the es- 
timated total cost was to be $39 
billion, with $32 billion of that 
amount being contributed by the 
federal government. To finance 
the President’s plan, no new taxes 
were contemplated. Instead, most 
of the federal funds would have 
been derived from a $21 billion 
special bond issue. It was pointed 
out during debate, however, that 
the issuance of bonds for a road 
pregram would result in the pay- 
ment of billions of dollars in un- 
necessary interest. 

Although the House vote ended 
further consideration of highway 
legislation during the first ses- 
sion of the 84th Congress, such 
legislation will undoubtedly be 
thoroughly considered next year.

The 
opponents of the measure argued 
with equal vigor that competitive 
economic forces in the natural 
gas field are  practicaly non- 
existent or at best weak, and 
that federal regulation is neces- 
sary to protect the consumers. 
These and other strong argu- 
ments were an indication of the 
touch-and-go battle that has been 
waged for months over this legis- 
lation. In addition to‘ the close 
vote on final passage, the bill

Highway Approval 
Appears Certain 


Gov. James E. Folsom. vir- 
tually assured a large delegation 
from several Alabama counties 
last Wednesday he would ap- 
prove plans to complete paving 
on a proposed state highway link- 
ing Bessemer and Montgomery 
and Bessemer and Selma. 


The delegation, headed by Bes- 
semer’s Major Jap Bryant, made 
a double request. 


Two Requests 


First, the governor was asked 
to get behind efforts to complete 
paving on a 16-mile stretch from 
Brierfield south to the Bibb Coun- 
ty line, thus closing the link 
needed to complete the short cut, 


The second request was that 
the proposed route between Bes- 
semer and Selma be designated 
as a state highway. 


Gov. Folsom told the delegation 
he realized that so many farm 
roads and feeder roads are now 
being paved that it would be nec- 
essary to pay more attention to 
the development of main high- 
ways. 


Governor Hears Speakers 


After listening to several speak- 
ers, including Mayor Bryant and 
President F. E. Lund of Alabama 
College, Gov. Folsom told the 
delegation he would like for them 
to put their recommendations in 
writing, to become a public rec- 
ord which the highway director 
could use as & basis for declaring 


As soon as the Legislature ad- 
journs, the governor added, he 
would be in better position to get 
behind the project and give it his 
full support. 


Mayor Bryant said he drove to 
Montgomery over the proposed 
short cut and that the distance 
from Bessemer to Montgomery 
was 83.1 miles. 


At present, he said, there is a 
new paved road from Bessemer 
to Montevallo. Traffic from Bes- 
semer and from western section 
of Birmingham, he said, probably 
would find that route much 
shorter than by going the en- 
tire route on U. S. 3L 


Dr. Lund told the governor 
that many of his students come 
from the areas which would be 
served by the short cut. 


Several speakers stressed the 
fact that it not only would pro- 
vide another short route from 
Bessemer to Selma and then on 
to Mobile and the Gulf Coast, but 
it would also take a good deal of 
the load off U. S. 31.

During the final two days of 
the session, the House not only 
acted on a number of bills, reso- 
lutions and conference reports, 
but it finally reached a compro- 
mise with the Senate on the 
housing bill which had threatened 
an adjournment delay. After a 
marathon session, beginning 
Tuesday at 11 a.m., the House 
adjourned at 11:36 p.m. that 
night.

Housing Bill 


House members approved a 
compromise version of the hous- 
ing bill by a slim margin of only 
19 votes. A conference committee 
had been deadlocked for several 
days in an effort to reach an 
agreement on the number of new 
public housing units to be auth-

orized. The Senate bill authorized 
a total of 135,000 low-rent hous- 
ing units a year for the next 
four years, while the House ver- 
sion of the bill included no pro- 
visions for public housing. 

The compromise bill, passed on 
a 187-168 vote in the House, 
authorizes the construction of 
45,000 new housing units over a 
period of about 12 months. The 
measure also increases the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration’s 
mortgage insurance authority by 
$4 million and authorizes an ad- 
ditional $500 million for slum 
clearance and urban ’ redevelop- 
ment grants during the next two 
years. A provision which had 
linked new public housing to the 
slum clearance program was 
eliminated.

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Second Polio Shots 
Are Now Available 


The confusion: relative to the 
production and distribution of 
Salk polio vaccine has been alle- 
viated and the stamp of approval 
of the vaccine has been given by 
the top ‘state health authorities 
and U. S. Public Health Service 
scientists. 


The Congress has appropriated 
$30,000,000 to be allocated to the 
states for the purchase of vac- 
cine, and will no doubt appro- 
priate additional funds as need- 
ed, so that no child shall be de- 
nied protection ~-against polio. 
While as yet no official word 
has been. received from the State 
Health Department, it is, assumed 
that the big program will get 
under way in October. 


The County Health Department 
has on hand at present polio vac- 
cine for. the second shots for 
those children who had their first 
shots in April. These shots will 
be given at the Health Office on 
each morning until the opening of 
the schools, Parents are urged to 
bring their children to the Health 
Office for these second shots -be- 
fore the schools open for the 
next session. 


A great real of confusion can 
be avoided if these inoculations 
are completed before the big pro- 
gram begins for other age 
groups. To date many parents 
have been ‘negligent regarding 
the second shots evidently think- 
ing the child could get it in 
school next session. This overlap- 
ping of first and second shots 
will make it most difficult to 
work out an adequate schedule 
for the other age groups. 

The next age group for whom 
inoculations will be available will 
likely be five to nine years, ex- 
cepting, of course, those children 
who have been immunized this 
year. Eventually, as fast as is 
possible to get to them, all age 
groups through 19 years will be 
eligible, also expectant mothers, 
who are particularly susceptible. 

Polio will, in the not too dis- 
tant future, be’ a rarity just as 
malaria, typhoid, smallpox and 
many other killers and cripplers 
of yesteryear have become.—Dr. 
E.' F. Sloan, County Health Of- 
ficer.

Charles H. Mahaffey, Sr. 


In the passing of Charles H. 
Mahaffey, Sr., thei Montevallo 
Methodist Church lost one of its 
most faithful members and the 
community one of its best citi- 
zens. A man of his type occu- 
pies an unique place in church 
and community \that cannot \-be 
easily filled. Others can be as- 
signed his duties but it takes a 
rare soul to catch the spirit that 
dominated his life. 


As a churchman Mr. Mahaffey 
represented the highest type of 
Christian leadership. He and Mrs, 
Mahaffey were rarely absent 
from any service. He held many 
offices in his local church and 
usually rendered service beyond 
the call of duty. He was a mem- 
ber of the Board of Stewards 
from the time he came to Mon- 
tevallo until the day of his death; 
served as treasurer of his church 
for 44 years; was a trustee of 
church property; served as re- 
cording steward of the Quarterly 
Conference fer many years; was 
district steward and for a time 
was district trustee. Whatever 
he did for his church was done 
in a spirit of love. 


He loved his pastors the mem- 
bership of the church, and people 
in general. He never offered ad- 
verse criticism of people, even 
though he did not always approve 
their conduct. He was sure to see 
good in them and did all he 
could to cultivate it. When con- 
flicts arose, he was invariably 
found among the peacemakers. 
He was calm and deliberate in 
the face of life’s greatest prob- 
lems and was a tower of strength 
to those who had to grapple with 
them. He came as near doing 
unto others as he would have 
them do unto him as any man 
we know. ‘ 

In civic affairs he was always 
on the side of issues that served 
to make the community a better 
place’ in which to live. In addi- 
tion to his many civic activities 
he served on the Town Council 
for two years. , 

Mr. Mahaffey was born in 
White Plains, Alabama. As a boy 
his family moved to Gadsden 
where he grew up and married 
Ellie Hale on December 26, 1900, 
who survives him. He came to 
Montevallo on September 5, 1903, 
and became the superintendent 
of the college laundry, a position 
that he held until his retirement 
in 1958. He was beloved by those 
in‘ his employ, and in 1936 he 
was presented a citation for loy- 
alty and faithful service rendered 
Alabama College, signed by Gov- 
ernor Bibb Graves and Dr. A. F. 
Harman, president of the college. 

Mr. Mahaffey passed to his 
final reward on Saturday night, 
July 9, 1955. His funeral was 
conducted on the following Mon- 
day, July 11, at 2:30 by his pas- 
tor, the Reverend Preston Hughes, 
Jr., and a former pastor, the Rev- 
erend Minar L. Triplett, in the 
church he loved and served so 
long.

In Pre-Nursing 


Alabama College and the Als- 
bama/ State Board of Nursing 
Examiners and Registration joint- 
ly announce the organization of 
& new pre-nursing program of 
study at Alabama College that 
will lead to a bachelor of science 
degree in nursing. 

The program of study will be 
available for students next month. 

The entire program is a four 
calendar year program. Upon 
completion of the program stu- 
dents will be eligible for the 
Registration Examination and will 
receive a bachelor of science de- 
gree in nursing. When they pass 
the registration examination they 


will become registered nurses.

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A Curious Approach to a Revenue 
Problem 


(An Editorial from 


The proposed constitutional 
amendment levying a tax on ad- 
justed gross income—which is in 
addition to the regular income 
tax—has cleared the legislature 
and, 
on by the people of Alabama 90 
days after the legislature ad- 
journs. Since the legislature will 
exhaust its alletted legislative 
days early -next month, this 
means the election will be held 
about mid-December. 

This tax plan, drafted in haste 
because the administration had 
none ready, is designed to pro- 
vide revenue for the schools. Yet, 
despite its high and admirable 
purpose, it’s a curious and con- 
fusing piece of legislation. So, 
much so, in fact, that many mem- 
bers of the legislature who voted 
to submit it to the people are 
saying frankly that they believe 
it will be rejected. 

Actually, the plan, named for 
Rep. O. J. Goodwyn of Montgom- 
ery, its author, is double taxation 
on income. As if that isn’t jolt- 
ing enough, it starts on the first 
$1,000 of income; makes no al- 
lowance for dependents (a man 
with 12 children pays as much 
as a single person); gives no 
credit for other tax payments, 
such as state and federal income 
taxes; and does not permit de- 
ductions for church and charit- 
able gifts. 


But, most curious of all, it ex-! 
empts federal employees in Ala- 
bama from the tax! This is spe- 
cifically set forth in the amend- 
ment and the reason is that back- 
ers of the plan fear that 
would be held unconstitutional by 
U. 8. courts on the grounds it is 
double taxation on federal em- 
ployees! 

It should be remembered that 
for the amendment to become 
operative, if it is approved by 
the voters, there must be en- 
abling ~ legislation. This legisla- 
tion is now in the process of 
being adopted by the legislature. 
At this stage it exempts banks, 
life insurance companies and pro- 
duction credit associations. 

Subsequent legislatures, by 
amending and revising the en- 
abling law, could add to exemp- 
tions or take them away—all 
that is, except the exempfion of 
federal employees whose exemp- 
tion is frozen into the amend- 
ment. In short, there is no tell- 
ing what the amendment could 
ultimately lead to. 

The way the amendment is 
worded, the tax would be retro- 
active. That is, it would apply to 
all income earned in 1955. Since 
the legislature is planning 94 
withholding tax law before ad- 
journment, these taxes—for a 
whole year—would be. withheld 
in a lump sum from payrolls 
just before Christmas and, in any 
event, before 1956. 

The more one ponders this cu- 
rious piece of legislation, the less 
surprised he is that so many

legislators are predicting the 
amendment will be rejected by 
the voters. Why, then, did they 
vote for it? They explain that 
because the money is earmarked 


accordingly, will be votedjfor schools they feared that an 


opposition vote would label them 
as being against education. 

Among these legislators there 
is agreement that the legislature 
will have to be called back into 
special session to raise funds for 
the schools, that they will have 
to start all over. And that is 
going to bring on complications 
because the legislature has al- 
ready appropriated extra funds 
for education on the assumption 
that the Goodwyn law will pro- 
duce that additional money. 

The legislature is in no mood 
to impose other taxes on a stand- 
by basis—taxes ‘that would be 
collected between now and the 
time the Goodwyn amendment is 
voted on and would stay in effect 
if the amendment is_ rejected. 
Frankly, they prefer to come back 
and start over from scratch, feel- 
ing that it would be easier to 
impose new taxes under pressure 
that would stem from a disrupted 
school system. 


Only the school people believe 
that the voters of Alabama will 
buy the amendment. Thus: they, 
too, will share‘ the responsibility 
of the confusion that will follow 
if the amendment is turned down 

It’s a strange situation, but 
destined to become even strange! 
when election time moves closer 
and the people of Alabama 
familiarize themselves with the 
its inequities, its fa- 
voritism and other shortcomings. 

This approach to solving Ala- 
bama’s problem of finding more 
money for schools is patently a 
waste of time.

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ORDINANCE NO. C-33 


An Ordinance to provide for k- 
censing and regulating the 
keeping of dogs within the cor- 
porate limits of the Town of 
Montevallo and regulating dogs 
running at large. 


Be it ordained by the Town 
Council of the Town of Monte- 
vallo: 

Section 1. The word “owner” 
shall include and refer to any 
person or persons, firm, associa- 
tion or corporation, owning, keep- 
ing, or harboring a dog. in the 
corporate limits of the Town of 
Montevallo. 

Section 2. The words “at large” 
shall be construed as being cff the 
premises of the owner and not 
under the conirc] of the owner 
or a member of his family, either 
by leash, cord, chain or otherwise. 

Section 3. The words “pound 
master” shall include and refer 
to the Chief of Police, or any 
Rabies Inspector or other person 
which the Town Council may 
designatefrom time to time ({o as- 
sist in the enforcement of this 
ordinance. , 

Section 4. Upon the passage, 
approval and publication of this 
ordinance, all dogs six months or 
more of age, kept, harbored, or 
maintained by their owner in the 
Town of Montevallo, shall be li- 
censed and registered, and all oth- 
er dogs hereafter upon reaching 6 
months of age shall be licensed 
and registered. Renewal licenses 
shall be due on January Ist., and 
delinquent on February Ist., of 
each succeeding year hereafter. 
Dog licenses shall be issued ‘by 
thd City Clerk upon payment of 
a license tax. of $1.00 for each 
male or spayed female, and $2.00 
for each unspayed female. The 
owner shall state at the time ap- 
plication is made for such licenses 
and upon printed forms provided 
for such purpose, which shall also 
operate as an application, register 
and license certificate and be 
signed by both the applicant and 
the Clerk, the name and address 
of the owner and the name, breed, 
color, sex, if female sex whether 
spayed or unspayed, and age of 
each dog owned or kept by own- 
er. The provisions of this section 
shall not be intended to apply to 
dogs whose owners are non-resi- 
dent visiting within the town, ror 
to dogs brought into the town 
for the purpose of participating 
in any dog show, nor to “seeing 
eye” dogs properly trained to as- 
sist blind persons when such dogs 
are actually being used by blind 
persons for the purpose of aid- 
ing them in going from place to 
place. : 

Section 5. Upon payment of the 
license fee and issuance of the 
license certificate the Town Clerk 
shall issue a metallic license tag 
for each dog licensed. The license 
tag shall be so constructed that 
it will hang suspended from the 
collar or dog harness and shall 
be of sufficient size as to be 
readily seen at a distance of 100 
feet. The shape of the tag shall 
be changed every year and shall 
have stamped thereon the year 
for which it was issued and the 
number corresponding with the 
number on the license certificate. 
Every owner shall be required to 
provide each dog with a collar or 
harness to which the license .tag 
must be affixed and suspended 
and shall see that the collar or 
harness and tag are constantly 
worn. In case a dog tag is lost 
or destroyed, a duplitate will be 
issued by the Clerk upon presen- 
tation of the license certificate 
showing the payment of the li- 
cense fee for the current year, 
and the payment of a fifty cent 
fee for such duplicate. Dog tags 
shall not be transferable from one 
dog to another and no refunds 
shall be made on any dog license 
tax because of death of the dog 
or the owners leaving the town 
before expiration of the license 
period. 

Section 6. In order to better 
control the spread of rabies and 
to determine which dogs in the 
Town of Montevallo are stray, 
homeless or wild dogs, the Chief 
of Police or Pound Master of the 
Town of Montevallo are hereby 
authorized to set apart and desig- 
nate certain periods, from time 








-{to time, in which all owners of 


dogs in the’ Town of Montevallo 
shall be required to keep their 
cogs on their own premises and 
during such periods it shall be 
unlawful for any person to per- 
mit any dog to run at large in 
-he Town of Montevallo. And such 
periods shall be known as the 
“Dog Détention Period.” In desig- 
nating any such pericd the Chief 
of Police or Pound Master shail 
give notice of the,same by pub- 
lushing said notice in’ some news- 
paper of general: circulation in the 
ccwn of Montevallo one week 
prior to the beginning of such’ 
pericds and may give additional 
no.ice in any, manner as he may 
see fit. 


Section 7. During the said dog 
detention period all dogs found 
running at large or off the prem- 
ises of the owners thereof shall 
be impounded by the Pound Mas- 
ter and all unlicensed dogs which 
cannot be impounded after rea- 
sonable diligence, cr shall appear 
to be vicious or affected by ra- 
bies shall be destroyed. The 
Pound Master shall make a com- 


| plete registry on each dog im- 


pcunded, entering the name, if 
known, breed, color, sex and ap- 
proximate age of the same. All 
owners of licensed dogs shall be 
notified immediately upon the im- 
pounding of each dog. A notice 
mailed to the name and address 
of oWner appearing on the copy 
of license certificate shall be 
deemed sufficient notice. If the 
owner of any impounded dog is 
unknown, notice shall be given by 
posting at three public places in 
the Town of Montevallo, describ- 
ing the dog as to name, if known, 
breed, color, sex, and approximate 
age. The owner of any impounded 
dog, if the same is not suffering 
with rabies or affected with hy- 
d4rophobia, or other dangerous or 
infectious disease,\ may reclaim 
such dog upon payment of the 
license fee, if Unpaid, and upon 
the payment of an impoundment 
fee of $2.00 plus a fee of fifty 
cents for each day such dog is 
kept impounded. It shall be the 
duty of the Pound Master to keep 
all impounded dogs for a_ period 
of 6 dags after notice by mail or 
posting. If at the expiration of 6 
days such dogs shall not have 
been redeemed by the owner such 
dogs may be destroyed. No dogs 
uninoculated against rabies shall 
be reledsed until so inoculated. 

Section 8. It shall be unlawful 
for any owner to abandon or set 
loose any dog with the intention 
of avoiding the responsibility of 
the custody and care of same 
within the corporate limits of the 
Town of Montevallo. 

Section 9. Ft shall be unlawful 
for any owner to keep or harbor 
a vicious dog, licensed or unli- 
censed, in the corporate limits of 
the Town of’ Montevallo which is 
allowed to run at large. Such 
dogs must be securely confined 
or securely tied on leash. It shail 
be prima facie’ evidence that a 
dog is vicious if it shall bite or 
fiercely attack,’ or pursue and 
bark at any person traversing 
any street or side walk within 
the corporate limits of the Town 
of Montevallo. : 

Section 10. It shall be unlawful 
for the owner of a dog, licensed 
or unlicensed, to suffer- or per- 
mit, on his lot, property or prem- 
ises, the loud and frequent, or 
continued barking, howling oF 
yelping of any dog. 

Section 11. It shall be unlawful 
for any owner to allow any fe- 
male dog in heat, licensed or un- 
licensed, to run at large or off 
the premises of the owner in the 
corporate limits of the .Town of 
Montevallo. 

Section 12. Any unlicensed dog 
found on the streets in the cor- 
porate limits of the Town of 
Montevallo shall be impounded if 
reasonably possible. If impound- 
ment cannot be effected after rea- 
sonable diligence the dog shall be 
destroyed. 

Section 13. It shall be unlawful 
for the owner of any dog, licens- 
ed or unlicensed, who customarily 
keeps such dog confined or on 
leash, to temporarily release and 
permit such dog to go upon the 
property of adjoining or nearby 
property owners or neighbors and 
urinate on the grass, shrubbery,

flowers or trees of such property 
owners or neighbors. — 

Section 14. It shall be unlawful 
for any person or dog owner to 
hinder or in any wise-~ interfere 
with the. Pound Master in carry- 
ing out the provisions of this 
ordinafce. 

Section 15. It is the intention 
of the Town cf Montevallo that 
each separate provision cf this 
orcinance shall be deemed inde- 
pendent of all other provisions 
herein, and it is further the in- 
tention of the Town Council that 
if any provision of this ordinance 
shall be declared invalid, all oth- 
er provisions thereof shall re- 
main valid and enforceable. 

Section 16. Each,.violation of 
this ordinance or any section 
hereof by any dog owner shall 
be punished by a fine of not less 
chan One Dollar nor more than 
One Hundred Dollars, or by im- 
prisonment in jail or at hard la- 
bor for a period of not exceeding 
6 months, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment at the discre- 
tion, of the Recorder or Mayor. 

Section 17. This ordinance shall 
become effective upon its passage, 
approval and publication.

Safety Report Analyzes 


Child Traffic Accidents 


By Mary Lou Chapman 


An analysis of child traffic accidents in Detroit during 1954 has 
been completed by the Traffic Safety Bureau, and some facts have 


been underlined as a result. 
Here are some of them: 

The most dangerous age for 

children is between five and 
nine. Boys in 

this age group 

seem to be in 

more traffic 

accidents, per-

Miss Chapman in 74 per cent 
of child traffic accidents, girls in 
26 per cent. 

The greatest single cause of 
child accidents in traffic is dart- 
ing suddenly into the street, es- 
pecially from between parked 
cars, where drivers can’t see 
them until it’s too late. This 
accounted fer 77 per cent of the 
child accidents. About 6 per cent 
resulted from crossing the street 
against the red light. 

The most dangerous months 
are May and June, and nearly 
70 per cent of child accidents 
occur in the six-month period 
from April to October—in other 
words, the months that-children 
play outside. 


KEEP ALERT ALL DAY 


The most dangerous hours of 
‘the day for children’s accidents 
are from 3 P.M. to 7 P.M. These 
hours account for 53 per cent of 
the accidents. This covers the 
period from the time school is out 


until supper time. The reasons 
seem to be the heavy rush hour 
traffic, much of it pouring off into 
residential streets, and also that 
children and drivers are tired 
and less alert in late afternoon. 
It was also found that the child 
is apt to shed safety habits along 
with his school clothes, 


CROSS AT INTERSECTIONS 


Of the accidents involving 
children going to and from 
school, 70 per cent were caused 
because youngsters deviated 
from the prescribed school route. 
This involved darting out be- 
tween parked cars in mid-block, 
of crossing the street in mid- 
block. Safety patrols at street 
intersections therefore were un- 
able to help. The report shows 
that it is twice as dangerous 
returning*from school as going 
to school—an indication that the 
homecoming trip includes some 
careless play. The Safety Bureau 
stressed that rigid school routing 
should be enforced both by 
schools and parents. 

All of these points may aid 
you as a parent to help keep 
your children alert to the dan- 
gers of traffic.

New Curriculum

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Rep. Goodwyn Clarifies His Tax: 
Amendment 


(An Editorial from 


The Goodwyn constitutional 
amendment providing for a tax on 
“adjusted gross income” becomes 
more palatable when its mechanics 
and objectives are explained by 
the author, Rep. O. J. Goodwyn 
of Montgomery, who admits that 
ere now he should have busied 
himself with an explanation. 

The amendment is, very much, 
the job of one man—Rep. Good- 
wyn. 

Though a freshman legislator 
and not, until now, versed in the 
necessity of selling legislation 
while offering it, Rep. Goodwyn 
knows his amendment. He can cut 
away the confusion that has grown 
up like weeds. 

The prime objection we had 
found, for instance, was that the 
amendment seemingly exempted 
federal employes in Alabama. 
Some legislative experts had that 
opinion. But, it isn’t so, said Rep. 
Goodwyn. Federal employes are 
included. Here’s his explanation of 
how that interpretation started: 

When the original state income 
tax law was enacted it specifically 
exempted city, county and state 
employes—though not federal em- 
ployes. Subsequently, the unfair- 
ness of these exemptions became 
apparent and the law was amend- 
ed to include these three groups. 
It was changed by naming them 
specifically . . . city, county and 
state employes. Federal employes 
having been taxpayers all the time, 
the amendment made no mention 
of them. 

In writing his adjusted gross 
income tax amendment, Rep. Good- 
wyn picked up the language of 
the income tax law as last amend- 
ed. That is why the amendment, 
as introduced, listed city, county 
and state employees along with 
all other persons but made no 
reference to federal employes. 


Revised To Include Them 


After this apparent exclusion 
of federal employes was noticed, 
said Rep. Goodwyn, he revised the 
amendment to include them spe- 
cifically. That, he said, is the way 
the amendment finally passed the 
House and Senate and the way it 
will be submitted to the voters. 
It just happened that in the legis- 
lative crush the revision failed to 
attract any notice. 

Through the enabling act now 
pending in the legislature (this is 
necessary to make the amendment 
operative) earnings of 1955 would 
be taxed but not withheld by em- 
ployers. Instead, individuals would 
make their own payments direct 
and they woul allowed to do so 
in installments, providing the last 
installment was paid by Sept. 30. 
On calendar 1956 earnings, the

adjusted tax would be withheld— 
just as the regular state income 
taxes will be deducted from pay- 
checks. 

The enabling act, now caught in 
the crossfire of Senate and House 
compromise, proposes to exempt 
banks, insurance companies, loan 
and savings associations and: co- 
operatives. Rep. Goodwyn is op- 
posed to these or any other ex- 
emptions. He hopes that the law 
as approved in conference will re- 
move these exemptions. Otherwise, 
he conceded, the chances of the 
amendment’s passage will be con- 
siderably lessened. 

The Goodwyn amendment ear- 
marks all of its revenue for edu- 
cation. On the assumption it will 
pass, the legislature increased ap- 
propriations to the schools by $29,- 
000,000—the amount anticipated 
the first year. If the amendment 
fails, the schools will find them- 
selves short by that much, necessi- 
tating a special session of the 
legislature to bail education out 
of the deficit. 

Though this is a calculated risk, 
Rep. Goodwyn is for it. The 
schools will not have to close, if 
the amendment is rejected, he said, 
because the legislature will enact 
some other kind of tax before a 
financial crisis materializes. 


Less Free Riding 

Now alert for an opportunity to 
talk in behalf of the amendment, 
Rep. Goodwyn enthusiastically 
pointed to what he regards as one 
of its best features. The amend- 
ment would make every person 
earning as much as $1,000 a year 
pay something toward education. 
That is because the tax starts on 
the first $1,000 of earnings and 
scales upward. 

Under the existing income tax 
law (it will remain in effect, by 
the way) a.married person mus! 
earn about $4,250 a year before 
he pays the state anything. That 
is because exemptions and dedue- 
tions allow him that much tax- 
free. A single person must earn 
about $2,000 before he pays. 

As a result, Rep. Goodwyn em- 
phasizes, only approximately 167,- 
000 Alabamians now pay state in- 
come tax—though a great many 
more than that are sending chil- 
dren to school. But under his 
amendment, at least 908,000 per- 
sons and 6,500 corporations would 
pay a tax levied specifically for 
education. 

All this came 
from Rep. Goodwyn. 

“Before you say goodbye,” he 
added, “let me say again that I 
should have answered these ob- 
jections sooner. But I was just so 
busy. And there was nobody to 
do it. ’'m very glad you called.”

So are we. If the enabling act 
is shorn of its exemptions and 
puts everybody — individuals as 
well as corporations and associa- 
tions on an even footing — the 
Goodwyn amendment will appear 
in an entirely different light than 
heretofore. At the present stage 
this much can be said for it—it 
will bring the schools some neces- 
sary revenue where no other leg- 
islation to accomplish that is in 
sight, and will tap some pocket- 
books that are not now being 
tapped. \ 


The Only Course 


(An Editorial from the 
Montgomery Advertiser) 


Dr. Clarence M. Dannelly, 
county superintendent of schools, 
has made an official announce- 
ment that there will be no race 
mixing whatever in Montgomery 
schools this year or next. 


He also announced, as a frigid 
formality towards the «Supreme 
Court ruling, that a committee 
would be appointed to study race 
mixing, but nothing would be 
done “pending [the] study by a 
committee of citizens.” 

Thus has this devout apostle of 
Methodism provided the leader- 
ship in the effort to evade if 
possible, defy if necessary, the 
United States Supreme Court, in 
imitation of the yankee abolition- 
ists who in other days defied the 


Fugitive Slave Act and the court. 

We trust that Dr. Dannelley’s 
evasion of the supreme law may 
succeed as well as that of the 
abolitionists. 

In announcing that segregation 
would be preserved in Montgom- 
ery, pending, of course, a com- 
mittee report and perhaps two 
or three exhaustive subcommit- 
tee reports, Dr. Dannelley and 
the board have taken the practi- 
cal course, the course harmonious 
with dominant sentimerit here— 
the only course. 

Naturally a target as. conspicu- 
ous as the State Capital isn’t go- 
ing to get by with a mere poker- 
faced announcement that every- 
thing is the same as it was. Rep- 
resentative Negroes will take it 
to court. 

There -will probably be long 
delays in the court processes, af- 
ter which the Negroes will win 
the suits. 

Even so, we do not believe that 
for sometime to come will there 
be general race mixing in Mont- 
gomery County schools. Segrega- 
tion faces eventual doom and i+ 
will occur in Alabama colleges 
as it has occurred in colleges all 
over the South in the past decade, 
but it will endure here in com- 
mon ~ schools. for sometime to 
come. 

We will equalize the schools for 
the two races beyond question 
and there will be a high degree 
of voluntary segregation. It will 
not be pleasant for the minority 


who can get equal facilities but 
batter on doors where they are 
not wanted. 

This is a harsh and unpleasant 
thing to say—and we do not envy 
the pastor in his pulpit who un- 
dertakes to square it with the 
ethic of Christ Jesus—but it has 
to be said as a matter of reality.

County Health Officer 
Approves Dog Ordinance 


Mayor W. M. Wyatt 
Montevallo, Alabama 


Dear Mr. Wyatt: 


In this week’s issue of the 
Times-Herald F have read with 
considerable interest and gratifi- 
cation of the adoption by the 
Montevallo City Council of a dog 
control ordinance. 

Several years ago I wrote the 
mayor of every municipality in 
the county suggesting that simi- 
lar action be taken to control the 
dog danger and nuisance in their 
respective towns. Only recently 
I suggested to the Mayor and 
Council of Columbiana that they. 
adopt an erdinance similar to 
yours. 

I would make one sugestion 
relative to your ordinance and 
that is that it be amended to 
| provide that no dog license could 
be issued unless the dog owner 
produced a certificate signed by 
the County Rabies Inspector or 
}a licensed veterinarian certifying 
that the dog had had his anti- 
rabies inoculation for the year in 
question. This would aid materi- 
ally in protecting thé dog owner 
and his family and _ neighbors 
against the danger of rabies, aid 
in the enforcement of the State 
Dog Control Act and avoid the 
periodic “mad-dog...seares”. that, 
from time to time, afflict every 
community. In these instances the 





citizens can, and do, become 
highly excited. 
I congratulate you and the 


Council upon taking the lead in 
controlling one of our’ serious 
problems. 

I may add that J am not a dog 
hater since my immediate family 
owns four.

Development of polio vaccine 
has been heralded as a great step 
forward in the fight against polio- 
‘myelitis and has given the world 
renewed hope that final victory 
over this disease may ultimately be 
achieved.

Q. What are and are not symptoms 

of Polio? 
‘A. Symptoms: Se- 
vere generalized 
headache, moder- 
ate fever, stiff 
limbs and muscle 
weakness, 


A. Not Symptoms: 
Cough, cold, rash 
on body, redness 
of the eyes, or 
swelling of limbs. 
Symptoms frequently abate 
temporarily after an initial illness 
of about 24 hours recurring within 
2 or 3 days. 
Q. What precautionary measures 
should be taken during polio out- 
breaks or epidemics? 
A. Normal precautions against ex- 
posure to communicable disease.

Telephone Company Prepares For 
Long Distance Dialing System 


Customer dialing of long dis- | 
tance telephone calls is still some | 
years away but Southern Beil | 
Telephone Co. is making prepara- 
tions for the inovation now. 

First step in the program to 
provide “customer toll dialing” 
is the adoption of a uniform tele- 
phone numbering plan by tele- 
phone companies throughout this 
country and Canada. The task of 
changing telephone numbers in 
accordance with the plan is now 
in progress in Siluria and Colum- 
biana and in scores of other 
cities served by Southern Bell. 


B. F. Lunsford, local manager 
of the company, said that instal- 
lation of central office equipment 
needed to make this transition to 
the new numbers is proceeding 
as scheduled and should be com- 
pleted on time. 


In. order that the two. ex- 
changes may participate in the 
new operator direct distance dial- 
ing sy8Stem and eventually cus- 
tomer dialing, all local telephone 
numbers will be changed on Sep- 
tember 21. 

Mr. Lunsford explained that 
operator direct distance dialing is 
different from customer direct 
distance dialing in that the op- 
erator rather than the customer 
dials a telephone number in a 
distant city direct without the 
aid of an intermediary. 

The: telephone company man- 
ager said that no definite date for 
even limited customer direct dis- 
tance dialing can be given at. this 
time. 

The speed with which the 
transition is made will depend’ on 
the time it takes to get the uni- 
form numbering plan in effect 
throughout Alabama and the na- 
tion, and to manufacture and in- 
stall the necesSary equipment. 

Mr. Lunsford said that the 
change of all Siluria and Colum- 
biana numbers to conform with 
the new numbering plan is the 
first step in his company’s long 
range plan to provide its ex- 
changes with the facilities ne- 
cessary for participating in cus- 
tomer direct distance dialing.

Now is a good time to begin 
thinking about planning a’ water 
disposal system for any of your 
fields needing terracing or re- 
terracing. 

Immediately after harvesting 
crops from these fields all stalks 
and weeds should be cut down 
with disc or stalk cutter. Not on- 
ly will the stalks soon rot, add- 
ing needed organic matter to the 
soil, but they will help control 
erosion until the cover crops can 
take over. 

Another important reason for 
cutting stalks is that while tall 
growth is standing it is difficult 
to see the natural lay of the land 
and tall stalks can make it hard 
to read the terracing rod accu- 
rately. 

One of the first essential steps 
in planning a terrace system is 
to locate natural depressions in 
the fields to be developed into 
sodded_ outlets. Usually these 
should be shaped where the natu- 
ral shape is not satisfactory and 
seeded a year ahead of terracing 
the fields. 

The most common error in 
making meadow outlets is to 
make them too narrow. The vege-

tation should extend up both the 
slopes from the center of the out- 
let far enough to collect terrace 
and row water without permitting 
washes to develop. 


Land used in meadow is not out 
of production. This was proved 
this year in the Kingdom com- 
munity when District Cooperator 
Bennett Smith Yan out of barn 
space to store three heavy cut- 
tings of hay from his meadows 
and field borders. This was on a 
20-acre farm, yet many large far- 
mers use the excuse that mead- 
ows take too much room. 

Charles Cordes*in Dry Valley 
is another booster of water dis- 
posal system hay production. 

Both of the above men use se- 
ricea in their meadows. Other 
and better combinations to plant 
include: Ky. 31 Fescue, white clo- 
ver, and oats; Pensacola bahia 
grass, white or crimson clover, 
and oats; or rescue grass, crim- 
son clover and oats. 

The oats are included to act as 
a nurse crop to the smaller plants 
for the first few months and_to 
protect the outlet until the pre- 
pared soil is stabilized by sod. 
The oats also increase volume of 
first winter grazing and spring 
hay. 

Other factors to consider in 
water disposal systems are row 
arrangement and field _ borders, 
and in some cases, seeding small 
areas to permanent hay crops to 
eliminate bad tillage problems. If 
meadows are properly located in 
natural depressions, your SCS 
man may be able to eliminate all 
point. rows by designing a par- 
allel terracing system, often bet- 
ter described as equi-distant ter- 
races. 

James Parker, Carl Overstreet, 
Mrs. W. C. Martin and Floyd At- 
kinson are among the Calera and 
Montevallo area district cooperat- 
ors having some parallel terraces. 

Your local SCS workers will be 
glad to help you plan your water 
disposal system, starting, of 
course, with meadows. Let’s start 
early and avoid the wash.

Arthur Cooper Has 
Interesting Job at 
G. M.. Exhibition 


A Montevallo boy, Arthur 
Wiggins Cooper, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Q. B. Cooper, who has just 
finished the course work at Mich- 
igan State College and hopes 
soon to obtain his Ph.D. degree 
in agricultural engineering, has 
had a very. interesting assign- 
ment. 

He was sent with a team of 
federal experts consisting of A. 
W. Cooper, T. W. Edminster, and 
C. E. VandeBerg to cooperate 
with General Motors in getting 
data on the effects of plowing 
midwest soil at their Panorama 
Exhibition of Power celebrating 
their 100 millionth Diesel horse- 
power from Aug. 31 to Sept. 25 
in Chicago. 

General Motors had shipped in 
14 railroad cars of typical Mid- 
west soil which they plowed 13 
times a day, taking measurements 
of the stresses on the soil and 
observing soil conditions after 
each plowing. The experts believe 
they have some fine data, never 
obtained before, on which to base 
designs and improvements for 
plows in the future. This data, 
as is all data in which the U. S. 
Department cooperates, is avail- 
able to any manufacturer of farm 
equipment. 

Arthur is employed by the fed- 
eral government as assistant to 
Dr. Nichols at Auburn, who is 


director of all tillage laboratories 
in the United States, and is at 
present ‘carrying on a research 
project at Michigan State for the 
Department of Soil Conservation. 
He hopes to complete this work 
and return to his post at Auburn 
in April 1956. 

Arthur says the Panorama Ex- 
position was the greatest show 
of power he has ever seen dem- 
onstrated. For instance, Genera! 
Motors brought in a Diesel pow- 
ered submarine from the Atlan- 
tic for demonstration, built a 
complete sprinkling plant out over 
the lake, built and equipped a 
cotton gin and had cotton ship- 
ped each day from Texas to dem- 
onstrate a Diesel powered gin. — 

The cost to General Motors was 
over $2,000,000 and more than 
2,000,000 people witnessed the 
demonstration. 

Mr. Cooper and his family were 
recent guests of his parents in 
Montevallo, He was enroute to 
Auburn to confer with Dr. Nich- 
ols on some planning.

If an industry is sell- 
ing all it can produce, increased 
wages are indicated. On the other 
hand, if business is slack, costs 
are probably too high and more

Directions Given 
For Mailing of _ , 
Overseas Packages 


The period October 15 to Nov- 
ember 15 has again been desig- 
nated for the acceptance of 
Christmas parcels for members of 
our Armed Forces serving out- 
side the continental United States 
with the concurrence of the sev 
eral departments of the national 
military establishment. 

It is expected that many Christ- 
mas parcels will be sent this year 
by persons in this country to 
their loved ones serving overseas, 
therefore, there are a few instruc- 
tions that should be followed to 
assure delivery on time and in a 
good condition. Parcels containing 
foodstuffs subject to spoilage and 
breakage in transit are likely to 
reach an overseas destination un- 
fit for use. 

You can be reasonably assured 
that parcels mailed through the 
regular surface mail prior to Nov. 
15 will reach their destination 
before Christmas. No assurance 
that parcels mailed after Nov. 15 
or air parcel post after Dec. 1, 
will be delivered in time for 
Christmas. 

Parcels mailed to Japan, Korea 
and the islands of the Pacific 
should be mailed as early as pos- 
sible, not later than Nov. 1. 

Air parcel post, other than of- 
ficial matter, is limited in size 
to 30 inches in length and girth 
combined and 2 pounds in weight. 
The maximum size and weight 
limits for domestic surface parcel 
post are applicable to Christmas 
parcels for the armed forces ex- 
cept that a limit not to exceed

Addresses must be legible and 
prepared in typewriting or ink. 
Addresses should be hand printed 
directly on the wrapper. - 

Mail addressed to overseas ser- 
vice personnel should show, in 
addition to the name and address 


of the sender, the name, including 
the full first name, middle name 
or initial, grade, service number, 
organization, APO number of the 
addressee, and the post office 
through which the mail is to be 


routed, 

Greeting cards. for armed force 
personnel may be mailed at any 
time at the first class rate prior 
to November 15; at the air mail 
rate prior to December 1.

Southern Bell Uses 


New Solar Battery 


To Power Rural Telephone Line 


October 4, for the 
first time, the sun — ultimate 
source of all the power which 
man has at his disposal—-began 
furnishing power directly to a 
telephone line. ’ 


At 9 a.m. Bell engineers switch, 
ed solar power into a new type 
of rural telephone system using 
the Bell solar battery, an inven- 
tion of Bell Telephone laborator- 
ies announced last, year. Use of 
solar power is a part of experi- 
ments being conducted in coopera- 
tion with Southern Bell Telephone 
and Telegraph Company near 
Americus, Ga., 135 miles south 
of Atlanta. 


The experiments are part of 
the Bell system’s~continuing ef- 
ferts to provide more and better 
rural telephone service, accord- 
ing to B. F. Lunsford, Southern 
Bell’s local manager. 

George L. Matthews, a cotton 
and peanut farmer, made tke first 
sunpowered telephone call and re- 
marked that jt sounded “just 
fine’’. 

The Bell solar battery is the 
first successful device to convert 
the -sun’s energy directly and ef- 
ficiently into substantial amounts 
of electricity. It is at least 15 
times more efficient than the best 
previous ‘solar energy converters. 

Excess current from the solar 
“nit not needed for immediate 
telephone use feeds into a storage 
battery which provides power ,at 
night and over periods of bad 
weather. 

The solar battery has no mov- 
ing parts or corrosive chemicals 
and therefore should last indefi- 
nitely. Even in poor light, it will 
continue to charge the sttorage 
battery, but at a lower power. 

The telephone system uses tran- 
sistors instead of traditional vac- 
uum tubes. The transistor, in- 
vented at Bell: laboratories and 
announced seven years ago, re- 
quires only small amounts of 
power. 

The new system tses the “car- 
rier” principle which allows sev- 
eral conversations to be sent si- 
multaneously over a single pair 
wires. Since each conversation is

The plant occupies a 45-acre 
site 35 miles south of Birming- 
ham, just outside the town of 
Calera, Alabama. It has a floor 
area of about 75,000 sq.ft., and is 
serviced by two railroads, the -L. 
& N. and the Southern. 

The plant was begun in June, 
1953. Initial plant operation be- 
gan in February, 1954, using ear- 
ly production methods developed 
from pilot work done at our Mah- 
wah experimental foundry. By 
April 1955 output reached 700 
wheels per week. This total has 
steadily increased, and the plant 
has continued to improve and per- 
fect operation techniques. At full 
capacity 400 wheels per day will 
be produced at Calera. 

The new steel wheel, known in 
the laboratories as the 1,5 carbon 
wheel, was designed to fulfill the 
need by railroads for a freight 
car wheel which would stand up 
under the heavier loads and high 
speeds which mark modern 
freight service. It is the result of 
six years of experiment and test- 
ing in the research laboratory, 
8 years in the field. More than 
200 wheels were made and were 
tested in actual service running 
up a total of over 5,500,000 car 
miles under 49 cars representing 
a variety of standard types. 

Railroad orders for the wheels 
at Calera are building up steadi- 
ly, Since the wheel was first of- 
fered for sale on October 1, 1954, 
we have received orders or defi- 
nite commitments for all the 
wheels we will have made 
through the first quarter of 1956, 
a total of over 50,000 wheels!

County Gets 9 Per Cent 
Of State’s Polio Vaccine 


Montgomery — Shelby County 
will receive 9 per cent of Ala- 
bama’s share of poliomyelitis vac- 
cine under the new distribution 
plan.

“Private physicians may. charge 
a nominal fee for administering 
the vaccine’, Dr. Myers said. 

The vaccine will be free at the 
county health departments, he 
said.

That 
is where they belong. 
« When we are called upon to set 
up a sufficient plan for paying 
for our schools, let us not quib- 
ble about “exemptions”. It will 
take money to provide for the 
proper education of our youth. 
Exemptions will not do it. 

There is, in fact, no exemption 
for any citizen in his obligation 
to support public education. 

If the Goodwyn Plan offers us 
the solution for these needs of 
our public schools, and we believe 
it does, then let’s have it without 
further delay!

GOODWYN SCHOOL TAX AMENDMENT 

This amendment if adopted would place a tax of low rate on 
income after deduction of ordinary and necessary expenses incurred 
in earning the income; not a tax on gross income; not a tax on prop- 
exty. The rate is fixed and every penny collected, less costs of col- 
lection, would be spent for the schools. We give a partial schedule 
of taxes so that you may estimate what the tax would cost you.

Tax on 1955 income is due on or before April 15, 1956 but 
it may be paid in four equal installments if desired. It is deductible 
‘from federal income tax. The tax will bring in from $28,000,000 
to $30,000,000 annually for schools only. Corporations will pay 47% 
of the tax. $4,500,000 per year of this tax will finance $110,000,- 
000 bond issue. 

AMENDMENT TO PROVIDE $110,000,000 BOND ISSUE 
FOR SCHOOL BUILDINGS 

This amendment would authorize a bond issue to raise money 
for building, repairing and equipping our schools, including col- 
leges. $84,500,000 would be provided for the county and city school 
systems. It is to'be divided on a teacher unit basis, $3650 per teacher 
unit. Shelby County would receive $865,000. 


AMENDMENT TO AUTHORIZE VOTE ON INCREASE OF 
7 MILL SCHOOL TAX 


The State Constitution provides 70 cent tax per $100 assessed 
valuation on real property for school purposes. Nine counties and 
24 school districts have had the Constitution amended by statewide 
vote to permit them to raise this millage tax. The proposed amend- 
ment if approved would permit any county in the state to raise the 
millage tax to a rate not in excess of $1.25 per $100 assessed valua- 
tion of real property for school purposes only, by a vote of the peo- 


ple within the county without the necessity of having a statewide 
vote. 


WHAT ARE THE ALTERNATIVES TO THESE CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENTS? 


If these\amendments are not adopted school funds for the 
current year will be exhausted by the first week in March unless 
the legislature meets in special session and adopts new tax laws. 
Please compare prospective sources of taxation with the Goodwyn 
proposal. 


Increase in Sales Tax 


A 1¥2% increase in sales tax would be required to produce revenue 
equal to the $28,000,000 to $30,000,000 that the Goodwyn tax would bring 
in. A person with $3000 taxable income would pay $16 tax under the Good- 
wyn Act. Such an increase in sales tax would probably cost that person $30 
to $35. The Goodwyn Act would tax a person upon what he earns and in 
accordance with his ability to pay. An increase in sales tax would tax a per- 
son on that which he spends. Thus a person of large income would pay tax 
for schools on only a portion of what he earns (that which he spends) 
while a person of small income who must spend all that he makes would 
be taxed by a sales tax increase on all that he made. The Goodwyn Act 
would not be unfair to the man of high income however. The tax he paid 


sunder the bill could be deducted from his federal income tax and from one 


third to one half of the tax paid under the Goodwyn bill would come out 
of what he would pay Uncle Sam and not out of his pocket. Many people 
in our state earn or receive less than $1000 per year (aged people, people 
on public assistance rolls, and pensioners). They would not be required to 


pay tax under the Goodwyn Act but if there were an increase in sales tax 
they would have to pay such increase on that which they spent, thus decreas- 
ing the amount they have available for necessities. Such an increase in sales 
tax would give us the highest such tax rate of any state in the Union. Our 
border county merchants would lose business to the adjoining states, 


Remove Fertilizer, Feeds, Seed and Other Goods From 
Sales Tax Exemptions List 


If this is done the bulk of the revenue would be raised at the expense 
of the farmer, our industries, the motorist, the cities and counties. They are 
the ones who receive the benefit of the great majority of these exemptions. 
Our educational problems apply to our entire population therefore would 
not it be fairer to levy a tax of broad application rather than place the bur- 
den on these groups of people. 

Double the Assessed Valuation of Real Property 

Schools annually derive about $10,000,000 from the ad valorem tax. 
If the assessed valuations are doubled an additional $10,000,000 would be 
received; one third of the amount to be produced by the Goodwyn Act. 
Also, such an increase would produce no revenue for the current year and 


because of court litigation over raised valuations revenue might be long 
delayed. 


Increase Rate of Present State Income Tax 

The state income tax produces $17,000,000 each year. If the rate is 
doubled only a little more than one half to be derived from the Goodwyn 
Act would be forthcoming. Such an increased rate would impose an unusual 
tax burden on the person with moderate to high income.. ' 
The Legislature Should Revise Our Entire Tax Structure 
’ This would be an exceedingly difficult and complex task, respiring 
much time; perhaps two or more years. Certainly no revenue might be ex- 
pected for the current year. Additional revenue is needed now. Delay in 
receiving this revenue'could result in a back set of many years to our schools. 
Disallow Deduction of Federal Income Taxes for 
State Income Tax Purposes 

This would produce but a fraction of the revenue that"would be real- 
ized from the Goodwyn Amendment, and would impose the burden on the 
167,000 individuals and 5413 corporations presently paying state income 
tax. Under the Goodwyn Amendment 908,000 individuals and 6500 cor- 
porations would pay state income tax for school purposes, 

Our school system’ is faced with a crisis. Alabama is at the 
bottom among the states of the nation in the amount of money per 


, student invested ‘in school facilities. Last year our teachers were 


paid an average salary of $2729. Florida paid an average salary of 
$3,725. This year Shelby County had a teacher turnover of 20%; 
that is to say that one out of each five teachers employed in Shelby 
County last year did not return for the current year. We have 14 
school buses on the road that are in the 15th year of operation. 
Some of our buses with a capacity of 48 passengers’ carry in excess 
of 65 pupils daily. The increased enrollment has crowded our 
schools. Conditions are already critical in our elementary schools 
and when these large classes go into our high schools we will be 
short of both classrooms and teachers. The enrollment in the county 
by grades is as follows: 
Ist grade 835 
2nd grade 782 


Sth grade 672 
6th grade 627 


9th grade 521 
10th grade 438 

3rd grade 846 7th grade 860 llth grade 356 

4th grade 707 8th grade 576 12th grade 305 

The total enrollment in Shelby County has increased 569 pu- 
pils in the last two years. It is anticipated that this increase will 
continue into the future. —

system upon not just a few or any particular segment of our popu- 
lation but rather on all with income of over $1000 in accordance 
with their ability to pay? If these amendments are adopted they be- 
come a part of our state constitution and the state administration 
and the legislature, present or future, is without authority to alter 
the flow of this tax money for our schools.. Money paid to teachers 
in increased salaries and the construction of school rooms and build- 
ings will not only solve our school problem but will give the entire 
state an economic boost as this money is returned to the channels 
of trade.

The future of the continuing 
fight against polio will depend in 
large degree on the success of 
next January’s March of. Dimes, 
Dr. M. L. Orr, director the Shel- 
by County drive, declared today. 

Dr. Orr, Dr. Katherine Vickery 
and Mrs, Fred Frost, Jr., have 
just returned from a March of 
Dimes planning meeting in Bir- 
mingham with Basil O’Connor. 
president of the National Foun- 


dation for Infantile Paralysis, 
which was attended by approxi- 
mately 150 volunteer leaders 


from three states. 

“The Salk polio vaccine marks 
a magnificent victory over a vi- 
rus,” Dr. Orr said, “but the di- 
sease caused by the virus is not 
licked yet. It won’t be until polio 
crippling is a thing of the past. 
That can happen only when ev- 
erybody who is susceptible has 
been given the protection vaccine 
affords, and when we have rebuilt 
the lives of tens of thousands for 
whom the vaccine has come too 
late,” 

Preparations for the 1956 
March of Dimes will start im- 
mediately in Shelby County, so 
that an all-out effort can be 
made to raise this community’s 
share of the national need, over 
half of which is for patient care. 

“Mr. O’Connor outlined the vi- 
tal need to intensify the polio 
—erusede at. the . meeting,” Dr. 
Vickery said. “The National Foun- 
dation’s school vaccine program is

providing a large measure of po- 
lio protection for about 8,000,000 
children this year. But the disease 
has claimed thousands of new vic- 
tims among the 53,000,00@ re- 
maining under age 20 who have 
received no vaccine. Moreover, a 
small percentage of individuals 
are incapable of responding to 
vaccine. : 


“Thus new polio patients are 
continuously added to the thou- 
sands who already rely on the 
March of Dimes for help. Even as 
we look hopefully to the future, 
we realize our obligations to those 
who must be served on their long 
road back. The challenge to re- 
pair lives to the highest degree 
is ours right now.” 


Mrs. Frost pointed out that the 
Salk vaccine in 1954 was proved 
60 to 90 per cent effective and 
that since then it has been in- 
creased in potency. This means 
possibly an even higher percent- 
age of protection was given those 
who received at least two shots 
before the 1955 polio season. 

But scientists are seeking ways 
of improving it still further, and 
funds must be provided for this 
continuing research. In addition, 
money is needed to continue the 
work of training doctors, nurses, 
therapists and other professional 
workers for both research and 
patient care. The National Foun- 
dation is sponsoring the largest 
professional . education program 
of any national voluntary group,

GOODWYN SCHOOL TAX AMENDMENT 


This amendment if adopted would place a tax of low rate on 
income after deduction of ordinary and necessary expenses incurred 
in earning the income; not a tax on gross income; not a tax on prop- 
erty. The rate is fixed and every penny collected, less costs of col- 
lection, would be spent for the schools. We give a partial schedule 


of taxes so that you may estimate what the tax would cost you.

Tax on 1955 income is due on or before April 15, 1956 but 
it may be paid in four equal installments if desired. It is deductible 
from federal income tax. The: tax will bring in from $28,000,000 
to $30,000,000 annually for schools only. Corporations will pay 47% 
of the tax. $4,500,000 per year of this tax will finance $110,000,- 
800 bond issue. 


AMENDMENT TO PROVIDE $110,000,000 BOND ISSUE 
FOR SCHOOL BUILDINGS 
Fhis-amendment would authorize a bond issue to raise money 
for building, repairing and equipping our schools, including col- 
leges. $84,500,000 would be provided for the county and city school 
systems. It is to be divided on a teacher unit basis, $3650 per teacher 
unit. Shelby County would receive $865,000. 


AMENDMENT TO AUTHORIZE VOTE ON INCREASE OF 
7 MILL SCHOOL TAX 


The State Constitution provides 70 cent tax per $100 assessed 
valuation on real property for school purposes. Nine counties and 
24 school districts have had the Constitution amended by statewide 
vote to permit them to raise this millage tax. The proposed amend- 
ment if approved would permit any county in the state to raise the 
millage tax to a rate not in excess of $1.25 per $100 assessed valua- 
tion of real property for-school purposes only, by a vote of the -peo- 


ple within the county without the necessity of having a statewide 
vote. 


WHAT ARE THE ALTERNATIVES TO THESE CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENTS? 


If these amendments are not adopted school funds for the 
current year will be exhausted by the first week in March unless 
the legislature meets in special session and adopts new tax laws. 
Please compare prospective sources of taxation with the Goodwyn 
proposal. 

Increase in Sales Tax 


A 114% increase in sales tax would be required to produce revenue 
equal to the $28,000,000 to $30,000,000 that the Goodwyn tax would bring 
in. A person with $3000 taxable income would pay $16 tax under the Good- 
wyn Act. Such an increase in sales tax.would probably cost that person $30 
to $35. The Goodwyn Act would tax a person upon what he earns and in 
accordance with his ability to pay. An increase in sales tax would tax a per- 
son on that which he spends. Thus a person of large income would pay tax 
for schools on only a portion of what he ‘earns (that which he spends) 
while a person of small income who must spend all that he makes would 
be taxed by a sales tax increase on all that he made. The Goodwyn Act 
would not be unfair to the man of high irtcome however. The tax he paid 
under the bill could be deducted from his federal income tax and from one 
third to one half of the tax paid under the Goodwyn bill would come out 
of what he would pay Uncle Sam and not out of his pocket. Many people 
in our state earn or receive less than $1000 per year (aged people, people 
on public assistance rolls, and pensioners). They would not be required to 


pay tax under the Goodwyn Act but if there were an increase in sales tax 
they would have to pay such increase on that which they spent, thus decreas- 
ing the amount they have available for necessities. Such an increase in sales 
tax would give us the highest such tax rate of any state in the Union. Our 
border county merchants would lose business to the adjoining states. 


‘Remove Fertilizer, Feeds, Seed and Other Goods From 


Sales Tax Exemptions List 


If this is done the bulk of the revenue would be raised at the expense 
of the farmer, our industries, the motorist, the cities and counties. They are 
the ones who receive the benefit of the great majority of these exemptions. 
Our educational problems apply to our entire population therefore would 
not it be fairer to levy a tax of broad application rather than place the bur- 
den on these groups of people. 


Double the Assessed Valuation of Real Property 

Schools annually derive about $10,000,000 from the ad valorem tax. 
If the assessed valuations are doubled an additional $10,000,000 would be 
received; one third of the amount to be produced by the Goodwyn Act. 
Also, such an increase would produce no revenue for the current year and 


because of court litigation over raised valuations revenue might be long 
delayed. 


Increase Rate of Present State Income Tax 


The state income tax produces $17,000,000 each year. If the rate is 
doubled only a little more than one half to be derived from the Goodwyn 
Act would be forthcoming. Such an increased rate would impose an unusual 
tax burden on the person with moderate to high income. 


The Legislature Should Revise Our Entire Tax Structure 
This would be an exceedingly difficult and complex task, requiring 
much time; perhaps two or more years. Certainly no revenue might be ex- 


pected for the current year. Additional revenue is needed now. Delay in 
receiving this revenue could result in a back set of many years to our schools. 


Disallow Deduction of Federal Income Taxes for 
State Income Tax Purposes 


This would produce but a fraction of the revenue that would be real- 
ized from the Goodwyn Amendment, and would impose the burden on the 
167,000 individuals and 5413 corporations presently paying state income 
tax. Under the Goodwyn Amendment 908,000 individuals and 6500 cor- 
porations would pay state income tax for school purposes. 

Our; school system is faced with a crisis. Alabama ‘is at the 
bottom among the states of the nation in the amount of money per 
student invested in school facilities. Last year our teachers were 
paid an average salary of $2729. Florida paid an average salary of 
$3,725. This year Shelby County had a teacher turnover of 20%; 
that is to say that one out of each five teachers employed in Shelby 
County last year did not return for the current year. We have 14 
school buses on the road that are in the 15th year of operation. 
Some of our buses with a capacity of 48 passengers carry in excess 
of 65 pupils daily. The increased enrollment has crowded our 
schools. Conditions are already critical in our elementary schools 
and when these large classes go into our high schools we will be 
short of both classrooms and teachers. The enrollment in the county 
by grades is as follows:

The total enrollment in Shelby County has increased 569 pu- 
pils in the last two years. It is anticipated that this increase will 
continue into the future. 


Do you not agree that the Goodwyn School Tax Amendment 
and related amendments afford the best solution; that the tax is 
moderate and fair in that it places the task of saving our school 
system upon not just a few or any particular segment of our popu- 
lation but rather on all with income of over $1000 in accordance 


with their ability to pay? If these amendments are adopted they be- 


come a part of our state constitution and the state administration 
and the legislature, present or future, is without authority to alter 
the flow of this tax money for our schools. Money paid to teachers 
in increased salaries and the construction of school rooms and build- 
ings will -not-only solve our school problem but will give*the entire 
state an economic boost as this money is returried to the channels 
of trade.

At a special meeting of the 
Montevallo Chamber of Commerce 
next Wednesday night at the City 
Hall Dr. F, E. Lund will speak 
on the proposed change of Ala- 
bama College to a coeducational 
college of liberal arts. 

He will discuss in particular 
some phases of the change that 
will be of interest and concern to 
the community of Montevallo.

The board voted unanimously in 
favor of admitting men after con- 
sidering the annual report of 
the president, Dr. F. Edward 
Lund. No date was set for ‘the 
actual admission of men, but the 
board officially requested the leg- 
islature to approve the necessary 
legal authorization changing Ala- 
bama College from a state col- 
lege for women to a state college 
of liberal arts. 


The action of the board was 
not entirely a surprise. During 
his first administration Governor 
James E. Folsom proposed mak- 
ing the college coeducational. 
Former Governor Gordon Persons 
is also reported to have favored 
such a change. 


Dormitory for Men 

The resolution of the Board of 
Trustees instructed the president 
of the college to prepare specific 
proposals to effect the change 
and to prepare plans for a dormi- 
tory for men. Dr. Lund is also 
instructed to seek- the coopera- 
tion of the Governor and the Leg- 
islature to determine the most 
appropriate time for the change. 
The board plans to meet again 
in January to consider recom- 
mendations of the president, 

- Commenting on the board’s. de- 
cision, Mr. Nelson Fuller, Centre- 
ville, chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the Board of Trus- 
tees, explained: “The decision to 
go coeducational was inevitable. 
During recent years, less than 10 
per cent of the girls graduating 
from high schools in Alabama 
have shown a preference for 
women’s colleges.” 


“The decision was really made 
by the people of Alabama,” stated 
Mrs. Alton Parker, Birmingham, 
an alumna of the college and a 
member of the board. “We be- 
lieve the school can better serve 
the state as a coeducational in- 
stitution. The changeover must be 
done according to a carefully di- 
rected plan fully supported by 
the public. We intend to plan 
wholeheartedly for equal facilities 
for the men. We want the best,” 
she said, 


To Expand Services 

President Lund indicated that 
the board’s decision to admit men 
to the college was not a decision 
against women’s collegs. “It is a 
decision for Alabama College to 
expand its services to the people 
of Alabama,” he said. “Alabama 
College,” he continued, “is a first 
class institution in every respect. 
It has a grand history of pioneer- 
ing in women’s education, and the 
college is known for its high aca- 
demic standards. The board acted 
wisely in recognizing the added 
service to the state Alabama 
College can make as a coeduca- 
tional institution of higher learn- 
ing,” 

When asked about the future 
of the college, President Lund ex- 
plained: “There are a lot of girls 
and boys in Alabama who will 
enter college in the years to 
come. We must look fifty years 
ahead. Even today, the state faces 
the greatest influx of college stu- 
dents in history. High schools are 
crowded. Many of today’s high 
school students are going to want 
to go to college We are resolved 
to help meet this increasing need 
by starting within the modest 
limitations of the present cam- 
pus.” ,

T..s letter is written in reply 
to your article appearing in the 
News on Friday afternoon, Octo- 
ber 28th, by your news staff 
writer, Mr. Hugh Sparrow. Be- 
cause of the prominence of these 
misleading facts, I trust that you 
will accord the citizens of Shelby 
County the same privilege of 
front page coverage in order that 
the people might know the true 
facts since we have “checked the 
claims” officially, as suggested by 
Mr. Sparrow. Or would it be un- 
usual for one to think that if 
Mr. Sparrow’s charges relative 
to our school system is front 
page news—then by the same 
reasoning a reply bringing out 
all the facts is also front page 
news? 


At the outset it might be well 
that it be brought out that I am 
writing this as: a layman vitally 
interested in the school problems 
of my county and state, a parent 
of three children to be educated 
within our school systems, and as 
a member of the “Shelby County 
Citizens Committee for Schools” 
referred to in Mr. Sparrow’s ar- 
ticle. I am also writing in the 
interest of Mr. Conrad Fowler, 
the chairman of our committee, 
who is on active duty at this 
time with the U. S. Marine Corps 
Reserve at Camp Lejune, N. C. 
To those of us who know Mr. 


Fowler, the statement that he has 
been “belittling the effort of the 
people of ‘Alabama have been 
making all along to provide bet- 


ter schools” is absurd. He has 


been most objective in seeking 
the fairest way possible to meet 
the needs of education within the 
county and state. Objectiveness 
in reporting does not seem to 


be Mr. Sparrow’s forte. 


First, I would like to empha- 
size that in my opinion, from 
the records, the Shelby County 
Board of Education with its Su- 
perintendent has done one of the 
outstanding jobs of school fi- 
nance in Alabama. It was not 
necessary that Mr. Sparrow con- 
jecture as to the present balance 


in the Shelby County school op- 


erating funds—why did not he 
give the present facts which were 
available in the County Board of 
Education offices at Columbiana, 
Alabama, and in a copy of the 


financial report published in the 
Shelby County Reporter-Demo- 
crat on Oct. 27, 1955? These rec- 


ords are available in our County 
Board Offices to Mr. Sparrow, or 


any other citizen, for his inspec- 
tion at any time and he is urged 
to get all the facts. 


At the beginning of this fiscal 
year on October 1, 1955, the 
Shelby County Board of Educa- 
tion had a balance of $186,916.05 
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(according to the Sinica Piaget 
of the $300,000.00 as assumed by 
your writer. Of this amount $89,- 
797.75 (again the record) was 
obligated for capital outlay con- 
tracted for during the 1954-55 
school year ending September 30, 
1955. This left a balance of $97,- 
118.30. Of this amount approxi- 
mately $74,000.00 was used to 
meet the September, 1955 pay- 
roll—which left a balance of ap- 
proximately $23,000.00. It is ob- 
vious, once again, that your writer 
has not sought the facts. 

If you will examine the records 
further, you will find that the 
Shelby County Board of Educa- 
tion sold warrants on December 
1, 1950 in the amount of $350,- 
000 with $105,130 in old warrants 
making a total indebtedness with 
interest of $558,480.00. These 
warrants were to be retired over 
a period of 20 years, the last 
payment being in 1970. The cur- 
rent outstanding warrants plus 
interest is $308,130.00. 


You will find that this is one 
of the highest debt loads to be 
found in any system in Alabama 
for the assessed valuation when 
the debt was incurred, and was 
up near the debt limits as pro- 
vided by the laws of Alabama. 

In order to provide buildings 
for our children it was therefore 
necessary to operate on a cash 
basis. Why did not your feature 
writer tell this? 


During the school year 1954-55, 
the Shelby County Board of Edu- 
cation constructed the first audi- 
torium for negroes in Shelby 
County at Prentice High School, 
Montevallo, Alabama, at the cost 
of $53,809.00 (record). Classrooms 
have been constructed in 1954-55 
or are under contract for more 
than $100,000.00 at Vincent, Co- 
lumbiana, Calera and Siluria, to 
take care of children that are 
meeting in corners of auditoriums, 
dressing rooms and lounges. [| 
might point out here that wher- 
ever we have been able to add 
two classrooms there has been a 
need for at least four. Why did 
not these facts appear in print? 
Why didn’t he go a little farther 
into the record and find out why 
the Shelby County Board of Edu- 
cation is able to build a few of 
these badly needed facilities? The 
State and Federal Survey of 1953 
recommends that $2,496,400.00 
(record) be spent for badly need- 
ed facilities, This is three times 
as much as Shelby County’s part 
of the $110,000,000 bond issue to 
care for children of Shelby Coun- 
ty who are being taught in make- 
shift situations, forty or more 
pupils to the room in many class- 
rooms.

Limited to 1500 Students 

Peak enrollment at Alabama 
College is expected within the 
next five to ten years. The 
school’s administrative officers 
hope to limit the enrollment to 
1500 students, 750 men and 750 
women, “This would fill the pres- 
ent dormitories for women as well 
as the proposed facilities for men 
and would be an economic unit to 
maintain,” according to Dr, Lund. 

“Although we are planning to 
expand our facilities and offer- 
ings,” Dr. Lund continued, “we 
do not plan for huge enrollments. 
We are resolved to preserve the 
same high academic standards 
which have distinguished tie: 
bama College in the past.” 

Statement of Dr., Powers 

Dr. Richard Powers, dean of 
the college, explained the decision 
in favor of liberal ‘arts, saying, 
“No college can justify its exist- 
ence excepting upon the quality 
of its program; and a college of 
libéral “arts best combines the 
ideals of individual scholarship, 
character and profession compe- 
tence. The transition from a wo- 
man’s collége to a college of lib- 
eral arts is easy. Men take the 
same courses as women in the 
humanities, in music, art and sci- 
ence,” said Dean Powers, ‘“‘About 
the only completely new courses 
Alabama College will be offering 
immediately,” he continued, “will 
be in the area of studies exclu- 
sively for men, namely, health, 
recreation, and physical educa- 
tion.” 

Wise Step, Says Carmichael 


The proposed conversion of 
Alabama ‘College from a state col- 
lege for women to a coeducation- 
al state college seems a wise 
step in view of the pressure of 
increasing demands for college 
education throughout the state 
and region, according to Dr. O. 
C. Carmichael, president of the 
University of Alabama, and a 
former president of Alabama 
College. 

Alabama has not had a state 
coeducational college of liberal 
arts since the start of the War 
Between the States. As soon as 
the Montevallo school completes 
its conversion to a coeducational 
institution, the state will have a 
centrally located school of this 
type, similar to William and 
Mary .in Virginia or Swarthmore 
in Pennsylvania. 


As a coeducational college of- 
fering both undergraduate and 
graduate courses, Alabama Col- 
lege can increase its service to 
Alabama in many ways. Educa- 
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tors throughout the nation are|™ 


predicting a “tidal wave’ of col- 
lege age students starting next 
fall. A rapid increase in the birth 
rate followed the depression years 
of the 1930’s, and the increase 
is still continuing. Youngsters 
born in the late ’30’s will be en- 
tering college next fall.

Farmers Reminded} 
To Keep Social 
Security Records 


Farmers in Shelby County were 
reminded today by J. W. Over- 
street, Jr.. manager of the Bir- 
mingham District Office of the 
Social Security Administration, 
that they should keep some type 
of record to show the amount of 
their earnings from the sale of 
farm products during 1955 and 
future years. This record will be 
needed fo enable them to report 
their earnings for social security 
purposes. 


“The time to start maintaining 
a record of farm products sold 
was January 1, 1955. If this rec- 
ord has not been kept, the time 
to start is now,” Mr. Overstreet 
asserted. 


For a self-employed farmer to 
become eligible for old-age and 
survivors insurance benefits, he 
must receive credit on his social 
security account for his income. 
And with just a simple journal 
to re¢ord his sales, etc., he can 
maintain a basic record which 
will make it possible to accurate- 
ly report his annual self-employ- 
ment income to the Director of

This report is filed as a part of 
his federal income tax return. He 
pays a social security tax of 3 
per cent on his net income of 
$200 up to $4200 in the taxable 
year.

GOODWYN SCHOOL TAX AMENDMENT 


This amendment if adopted would place a tax of low rate on 
income after deduction of ordinary and necessary expenses incurred 
in earning the income; not a tax on gross income; not a tax on prop- 
erty. The rate is fixed and every penny collected, less costs of col- 
lection, would be spent for the schools. We give a partial schedule 
of taxes so that you may estimate what the tax would cost you.

Tax on 1955 income is due on or before April 15, 1956 but 
it may be paid in four equal installments if desired. It is deductible 
from federal income tax. The tax will bring in from $28,000,000 
to $30,000,000 annually for schools only. Corporations will pay 47% 
of the tax. $4,500,000 per year of this tax will finance $110,000,- 
00 bond issue. 

AMENDMENT TO PROVIDE $110,000,000 BOND ISSUE 

FOR SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


This amendment would authorize a bond issue to raise money

“for building, repairing and equipping our schools, including col- 


leges. $84,500,000 would be provided for the county and city school 
systems. It is to be divided on a teacher unit basis, $3650 per teacher 
unit. Shelby County would receive $865,000. 


AMENDMENT TO AUTHORIZE VOTE ON #NCREASE OF 
7 MILL SCHOOL TAX 

The State Constitution provides 70 cent tax per $100 assessed 
valuation on real property for school purposes. Nine counties and 
24 school districts have had the Constitution amended by statewide 
vote to permit them to raise this millage tax. The proposed amend- 
ment if approved would permit any county in the state to raise the 
millage tax to a rate not in excess of' $1.25 per $100 assessed valua- 
tion of real property for school purposes only, by a vote of the peo- 


ple within the county without the necessity of having a statewide 


vote. 


WHAT ARE THE ALTERNATIVES TO THESE CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENTS? 


If these amendments are not adopted school funds for the 
current year will be exhausted by the first week in March unless 
the legislature meets in special session and adopts new tax laws. 
Please compare prospective sources of taxation with the Goodwyn 
proposal. 


Increase in Sales Tax 


A 1¥4% increase in sales tax would be required to, produce revenue 
equal to the $28,000,000 to $30,000,000 that the Goodwyn tax would bring 
in. A person with $3000 taxable income would pay $16 tax under the Good- 
wyn Act. Such an increase in sales tax would probably cost that person $30 
to $35. The Goodwyn Act would tax a person upon what he earns and in 
accordance with his ability to pay. An increase in sales tax would tax a per- 
son on that which he spends. Thus a person of large income.would pay tax 
for schools on only a portion of what he earns (that which he spends) 
while a_person of small_income-who- must-spend-.all that-he-makes-would 
be taxed by a sales tax increase on all that he made. The Goodwyn Act 
would not be unfair to the man of high income however. The tax he paid 
under the bill could be deducted from his federal income tax and from one 
third to one half of the tax paid under the Goodwyn bill would come out 
of what he would pay Uncle Sam and not out of -his pocket. Many people 
in our state earn or receive less than $1000 per year (aged people, people 
on public assistance rolls, and pensioners). They would not be required to 


pay tax under the Goodwyn Act but if there were an increase in sales tax 
they would have to pay such increase on that which they spent, thus decreas- 
ing the amount they have available for necessities. Such an increase in sales 
tax would give us the highest such tax rate of any state in the Union. Our 
border county ‘merchants would lose business to the adjoining states. 
Remove Fertilizer, Feeds, Seed and Other Goods From 
Sales Tax Exemptions List 

If this is done the bulk of the revenue would be raised at the expense 
of the farmer, our industries, the motorist, the cities and counties. They are 
the ones who receive the benefit of the great majority of these exemptions. 
Our educational problems apply to our entire population therefore would 
not it be fairer to levy a tax of broad application rather than place the bur- 
den on these groups of people. 
Double the Assessed Valuation of Real Property 


Schools annually derive about $10,000,000 from the ad valorem tax. 
If the assessed valuations are doubled an additional $10,000,000 would be 
received; one third of the amount to be produced by the Goodwyn Act. 
Also, such an increase would produce no revenue for the current year and 
because of court litigation over raised valuations revenue might be long 
delayed. 
Increase Rate of Present State Income Tax 


The state income tax produces $17,000,000 each year. If the rate is 
doubled only a little more than one half to be derived from the Goodwyn 
Act would be forthcoming. Such an increased rate would impose an unusual 
tax burden on the person with moderate to high income. 

The Legislature Should Revise Our Entire Tax Structure 

This would be an exceedingly difficult and complex task, requiring 
much time; perhaps two or more years. Certainly no revenue might be ex- 
pected for the current year. Additional revenue is needed now. Delay in 
receiving this revenue could result in’a back set of many years to our schools. 
Disallow Deduction of Federal Income Taxes for 
State Income Tax Purposes 

This would produce but.a fraction of the revenue that would be real- 
ized from the Goodwyn Amendment, and would im the burden on the 
167,000 individuals and 5413 corporations presently paying state income 
tax. Under the Goodwyn Amendment 908,000 individuals and 6500 cor- 
porations would pay state income tax for school purposes. 

Our school system is faced with a crisis. Alabama is at the 
bottom among the states of the nation in the amount of money per 
student invested in school facilities. Last year our teachers were 
paid an average salary of $2729. Florida paid an average salary of 
$3,725. This year Shelby County had a teacher turnover of 20%; 
that is to say that one out of each five teachers employed in Shelby 
County last year did not return for the current year. We have 14 
school buses on the road that are in the 15th year of operation. 
Some of our buses with a capacity of 48 passengers carry in excegs 
of 65 pupils daily. The increased enrollment has crowded our 
schools. Conditions are already critical in our elementary schools 
and when these large classes go into our high schools we will be 
short of both classrooms and teachers. The enrollment in the county 
by grades is as follows: 

Ist grade 835 
2nd grade 782 


Sth grade 672 
6th grade 627 


9th grade 521 
10th grade 438 

3rd grade 846 7th grade 860 llth grade 356 

4th grade 707 8th grade 576 12th grade 305 

The total enrollment in Shelby County has increased 569 pu- 
pils in the last two years. It is anticipated that this increase will 
continue into the future. 


Do you not agree that the Goodwyn School Tax Amendment 


and related amendments afford the best solution; that the tax is 


moderate and fair in that it places the task of saving our school 
system upon not just a few or any particular segment of our popvu- 
lation but rather on all with income of over $1000 in accordance 
with their ability to pay? If these amendments are adopted they be- 
come a part of our state constitutton and the state administration 
and the legislature, present or future, is without authority to alter 
the flow of this tax money for our schools. Money paid to teachers 
in increased salaries and the construction of school rooms and build- 
ings will not only solve our school problem but will give the entire 
state an economic boost as this money is returned to the channels 
of trade.

Tetanus Deaths Are 
Preventable, Says Dr. Gill 


“A death from tetanus today is 
news—because the means to pre- 
vent this disease are effective 
enough that no such death should 
occur,” Alabama’s State Health 
Officer said today. 


Dr. D. G. Gill said that Ala- 
bama had 12 tetanus deaths last 
year and 18 the year before that. 

“Most of these preventable 
deaths occurred among children 
under the age of one year,” Dr. 
Gill pointed out. He explained 
that there might have been oth- 
ers—“hidden” tetanus deaths fol- 
lowing accidents, when the acci- 
dent is listed as the primary 
cause of death. 

Immunization against this di- 
sease is one of the first an in- 
fant should receive. It may be 
given when the child is only three 
months old, with booster doses 
later. 

“A triple vaccine which pro- 
tects them against tetanus, as 
well as whooping cough and diph- 
theria, is available free or at 
small cost from your doctor or 
the county health department,” 
Dr. Gill: said.

Farm People Are 
Asking . . . 


By J. W. Overstreet, Jr. 
District Manager of the Birming- 
ham Social Security Office 


Today — and every day—more 
and more farmers and farmhands 
and people who earn a living in 
other kinds of agrieultural ac- 
tivity are asking us whether they 
will get social security credit for 
their work. 

In farming, just as in most 
other kinds of work, earnings can 
count toward old-age and surviv- 
ors insurance benefits only if you 
are employed or self-employed. 

By and large, most persons 
whose living is derived from some 
kind of agricultural work are now 
covered by social security. They 
may be covered as employed or 
self-employed people. While it is 
fairly easy to tell whether a per- 
son engaged in commerce or in- 
dustry, or one of the covered pro- 
fessions, works for himself or is 
a wage or salary earner, the ar- 
rangements under which farming 
is done are often more compli- 
cated. For this reason, I am go- 
ing to devote this series of brief 
articles to the several conditions 
which apply to farm work in re- 
lation to social security. 

In the articles to follow, I shall 
discuss separately the various ar- 
rangements under which farming 
is done. Right now, however, I 
want to make a general state- 
ment. You are building toward 
old-age and survivors insurance 
as a self-employed farmer if you 
work a farm as owner, lessee, or 
renter and have net earnings of

Expands Facilities 


In Montevallo 


The Southern Bell Telephone 
and Telegraph Co. estimates that 
its telephones in Montevallo by 
the end of 1955 will be 1100 or 
about ,three times as many as 
those in service ten years ago, 
B. F. Lunsford, manager of the 
company; said here today. 


In discussing the company’s 
expansion Mr. Lunsford pointed 
out that an expenditure of ap- 
proximately $3,000 is now being 
made in the Montevallo area for 
the purpose of taking care of 
the growth in this area. The 
principal projects involved are: 

1. Additional central office dial 
equipment in the amount of about 
$1400. 


2. Additional wire facilities to- 
ward United Cement Co.’s plant 
on Highway 25 in the amount: of 
approximately $1600. 

This expansion here is part of 
& program involving expenditures 
of $21,000,000 in Alabama for 
new buildings and equipment. 

In the nine Southern States 
Southern Bell serves, the expan- 
sion program will cost almost 
$500 million in 1955 and 1956— 
the greatest investment of any 
company in this region in that 
short a period. 

Southern Bell President Fred 
J. Turner said, “Telephone serv- 
ice demand throughout the South 
is continuing so heavy at present 
and looks so big for the future 





that we expect to invest more} 


than $260 million for new equip- 
ment in the nine states, in 1956.” 

Mr. Turner cited three big fac- 
tors responsible for the heavy de- 
mand:

He stated that he expected the 
phenomenal development in the 
South’s economy to continue. 
First objective of Southern Bell’s 
expansion program is to provide 
telephone services on a current 
basis. 

“Such a program brings the 
need for a large num of new 
money . .. Funds for telephone 
construction do not come out of 
monthly revenue from customers 
but must be raised from inves- 
tors willing to put their money 
in the telephone business, Mr. 
Turner pointed out.

Montgomery. — Gov. James E. 
Folsom has issued an urgent call

The Governor issued his appeal 
at a Thursday morning news con- 
ference when the subject of S-D 
Day came up. With the rest of 
the nation, Dec. 1* will be ob- 
served as Safe-Driving Day, it is 
hoped there will be no traffic ac- 
cidents over a 24-hour period. 

The Governor forecast a tough- 
ening policy against speeding 
motorists by the State Highway 
Patrol. He drew attention to an 
unanimous resolution of the 
Southern Governors’ Conference. 
This resolution criticized the 
present emphasis by automobile 
manufacturers on increased horse- 
power and speed of their prod- 
ucts, and urged them to empha- 
size, instead, safety features and 
proper driving.

tion. together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law, and 
by the provisions of the act sub- 
mitting the amendment, to be given 
by a proclamation of the Governor 
to be published in each county in 
the State of Alabama once a week 
for four successive weeks, next pre- 
ceding the day appointed for the 
election:

Drinkard Explains New 
Fishing License Law 


W. H. Drinkard, Director of 

Alabama’s Department of Con- 
servation, explains the provisions 
of the new “pole and line” fish- 
ing license law because of reports 
that it has been misunderstood. 
’ Drinkard said that apparently 
many people have the idea that 
they must buy both the $1 pole 
and line license and the $2 rod 
and reel fishing license if they 
use both methods of fishing out- 
side their home county. 

The law passed by the 1955 
legislature provides that all pole 
and line fishermen when fishing 
more than one mile outside their 
resident counties must purchase 
a $1 fishing license. It provides 
further that any person using a 
rod and reel for fishing in all 
waters of the state, either fresh 
or salt, must have a $2 license.

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Report of County Tuberculosis Clinic 


The Shelby County Tuberculosis 
Clinic began the year 1955 with 
34 tuberculosis patients under 
treatment. During the course of 
the year, to date, 15 new patients 
have been placed under treatment 
and 20 cases have been permitted 
to discontinue treatment. Twelve 
of these latter cases have re- 
turned to gainful employment, 
either full or part time, four 
were housewives and four were 
children. 

The average cost of treatment 
is approximately $6.00 per month 
for the needed drugs and sup- 
plies. 

Through October approximately 
900 chest x-rays had been made 
and 661 Pneumothorax or Pneu- 
moperitoneum treatments given. 
There were 1460 clinic visits and 
the County Health Nurse made 
773 home visits to these patients. 
No patient under treatment has 
died and the rate of improve- 
ment and recovery compares fa- 
vorably with that in\a sapitarium. 
Records in the County Health 
Department show an average of 
25 tuberculosis deaths a year in 
the decade 1930 to 1940. 

Our future problem of the 
greatest magnitude lies in the 
many children who today have a 
positive Tuberculin skin test. This 
test shows the presence of a Tu- 
berculin infeetion even before any 
x-ray evidence. can. be found, It 
it said by some authorities that 
about 10 per cent of these posi- 
tive reactors will eventually de- 
velop active tuberculosis. The 
first peak rise in incidence of 


active tuberculosis occurs about 
the age of puberty. These chil- 
dren should therefore be x-rayed 
at regular intervals after the age 
of 12 years. Also it becomes in- 
creasingly necessary to skin test 
children routinely. 

At the present time some ex- 
perimental work is being done 
with the use of BCG vaccine and 
with prolonged (1 or 2 years) 
daily doses of Izoniazid, which is 
easy to take and*harmless in ap- 
propriate doses, in order to pre- 
vent the future oceurrence of ac- 
tive tuberculosis. The results of 
this experimental work is not 
yet conclusive. 

The above statements point to 
the fact that the death rate from 
tuberculosis has been markedly 
reduced; that with the methods 
presently at our command, prac- 
tically all cases can be arrested; 
but that we still have many un- 
discovered active cases and a 
problem of great magnitude in 
our . children with positive - skin 
tests.

ALMOST EVERYONE admits that Alabama faces a 
school crisis, School enrollment in our state has in- 
creased more than 100,000 im 11 years. The schools 
do not have funds to meet this tremendous growth. 


MORE SCHOOL BUILDINGS are needed. Many of those’ 
we have now are far below standard. One out of every 
six Alabama schools is a make-shift arrangement. 

Many operate in churches or’in other 
nonpublicly-owned buildings—and one 
in a school bus: We have 29,000 Ala- 
bama children in schools with no elec- 
tric lights, and 222,000 in schools 
with only outdoor privies. Alabama’s 
school property, according to a na- 
tional survey, is the poorest of any in 
the nation . . .

The school in- 
come tax may be deducted in figuring federal income 
tax. This means that for every $5 an individual pays 
in Alabama school tax, he will save an average of $2 
on federal tax. Thus, Alabamians will get $29,000,000 
for their schools at a net cost of approximately

not be divertéd to other uses.

Since this is a consti- 
tutional amendment, and it is specified therein that the money shall be used for school, 
purposes ONLY, the legislature, present or future, is without authority to divert it to 
other purposes.

Corporations will pay 47 per cent of this tax; 908,000 individuals and 7,000 cor- 
porations will pay tax under the Goodwyn Bill. . 

The second amendment would provide $110,000,000 for school building purposes _ 
ébnly. Shelby County would receive $865,000 for needed Classroom construction.’ Four 
and one-half million dollars of the anual receipts from the Goodwyn tax would be 
used to,finance this bond issue. These two amendments are both necessary for an en- 
riched school program. 

The school crisis is broad in nature. Is it not fair to levy a tax also broad in na- 
ture, moderate in rate, and based upon ability to pay to meet the crisis?

Farm People Are 
Asking . . .

In my last article I stated that 
a self-employed farmer for social 
security purposes is a person who 
operates a farm either as owner, 
lessee, or renter. The way in 
which you pay for the use of the 
land which you do not own does 
not matter. It may be money 


rent or any other kind of rent. 
A common non-cash rental ar- 
rangement is the three share- 


renting arrangement under which 
the share-cropper pays a share 
of the crop or livestock raised to 
the landowner for the use of the 
land. 


For social security purposes, a 
share-cropper is considered a self- 
employed farmer. By ‘“share-crop- 
per” I mean a person who under- 
takes to produce a crop or live- 
stock on another person’s land 
with the crop or its proceeds to 
be divided and with the amount 
going to each, depending on the 
amount of the crop or the num- 
ber of livestock produced. 


To be self-employed, a share- 
cropper must have the responsi- 
bility for the production of a 
crop during the growing season. 
Moreover, the share-cropper’s ar- 
rangement with the farm owner 
must be one whereby the share- 
cropper’s earnings from operat- 
ing the land are a_ percentage 
share of the total crop produced 
or livestock he raises. 

While a_ self-employed share- 
cropper is one who enters into 
an agreement to produce a crop 
or livestock on land belonging to 
someone else, it is not necessary 
in all cases that he do every part 
of the job. For example, a land- 
owner may have planted or set 
out the fruit trees, bushes, or 
plants in former years and turned 
over their cultivation and care to 
a share-cropper-iIn another situa- 
tion, the landowner might under- 
take to harvest or sell the crop 
produced by the share-cropper. 
Neither of these circumstances 
would prevent the share-cropper 
from being considered  self-em- 
ployed. 
~ The phrase “to produce a crop 
or livestack” does not mean that 
a share-cropper must necessarily 


—— 


assume responsibili 
the expenses of raising or harv- 
esting the crop. Seed, feed, fer- 
tilizer, tools, machinery, insecti- 
cides, etc., may be Shared or pro- 
vided entirely by the farm owner. 
As long as the share-cropper has 
the responsibility of farming the 
land during the growing season 
on a percentage of the crop .or 
proceeds arrangement, he is a 
self-employed share-cropper for 
socia] security purposes, and his 
net earnings from such work are 
building old-age and _ survivors 
insurance protection for him and 
his family. 


If the farm owner also partici- 
pates in the crop production and 
at the same time shares respon- 
sibility for any losses as well as 
profits, such an arrangement is 
more likely to be a business part- 
nership. Both parties, then, are 
self-employed farmers for social 
security purposes. I shall discuss 
such farm partnership in my next 
article.

Postmaster Gives 
Suggestions For 
Christmas Mailing 


Postmaster Watson said today 
he was glad to see that so many 
people are getting their Christ- 
mas gifts for distant points into 
the mail this week, pointing out 
that packages addressed to folks 
living in other states should be 
mailed before Dec. 5 and those 
for nearby points before Dec. 10. 


Stressing the need for every- 
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- 
lone to cooperate on the 1955 
“Mail Early for Christmas” cam- 
paign, Postmaster Watson says 
that by following these three sim- 
ple rules, you’re certain to have 
your gifts delivered before Christ- 
mas day: Wrap them securely, ad- 
dress them correctly, and mail 
them early. 

Early mailing of all Christmas 
ecards and gifts is a big factor in 
getting everything delivered be- 
fore Christmas. Keep in mind 
that careful packing and correct 
addressing is equally important. 
Every year many poorly wrapped 
packages break open despite care- 


ful handling and the postal clerks 
often have to puzzle over address- 
es which are incomplete or sim- 
ply. cannot be read at all. 

It is always better to use cor- 
rugated cartons for shipping gifts, 
especially where there are a num- 
ber of various sized objects. Use 
plenty of wadded tissue or- news- 
paper in the cartons for extra 
protection against shock. Com- 
plete each package by wrapping 
in heavy paper and tying .it with 
strong cord. 

As extra precaution against 
loss, Postmaster Watson advises 
placing both your address and 


the recipient’s inside sthe carton 
or package before it is wrapped. 

Don’t seal your parcel unless 
you use a fps reading ‘“Con- 
tents Merchandise—May be open- 
ed for postal inspeetion” along 
with your return address and the 
recipient’s address on the mailing 
label. If you use Christmas 
stickers or seals put them on the 
back of your Christmas cards and 
packages so that they will not 
conflict with the address on the 
front. 

When your Christmas cards 
are ready to mail, you will do 
both yourself and the post office 


/ 


clerks a real favor by putting 
the cards with local addresses in 
one bundle and those for out-of- 
town destinations in another. Then 
mark each bundle with special 
identification labels you can get 
free at .the post office which 
read “All for Local Delivery” 
and “All for Out-of-Town Deliv- 


ery.

‘Disability Freeze’ 

Workers who are disabled may 
now apply for the “disability 
freeze” provided by the 1954 
amendments to the Social Securi- 
ty Act, J. W. ‘Overstreet, Jr., 
district manager of the Birming- 
ham Social Security Office, an- 
nounced today. The “disability 
freeze”. provisions protect the 
benefit rights built up by persons 
who have worked regularly in 
jobs covered by the Social Se- 
curity Law and who are disabled 
for a long perjod before reaching 
age 65. It provides that the work- 
er’s rights to benefits will be pre- 
served as they stood at the time 
the worker became disabled. For 
this reason it is called the “dis- 
ability freeze.” It does not pro- 
vide any payments before age 65. 

The law provides that those 
persons who have been employed 
under Social Security for 5 years 
out of the last 10 years before

Supt. Meadows 
Explains School 
Appropriations 


State Supt. of Education, Dr. 
A. R. Meadows, states that pub- 
lic education is operating on ap- 
propriations totaling $124,716,542 
this year, but that estimated re- 
venue from the present tax sour- 
ces totals $96,501,000. The $96,- 
501,000 includes $6,000,000 esti- 
mated from the withholding plan 
for collecting the state income 
tax. 


Dr. Meadows declares that the 
recently publicized estimate that 


- 


$12 million will be collected from 
the withholding plan is $6 million 
more than can be reasonably ex- 
pected from this plan because the 
most state income tax that has 
been collected from employees 
does not exceed $9,094,953 for 12 
months. Since only eight with- 
holding receipts can be received 
by the state prior to the end of 
the fiscal year September 30, 
1956, it is obvious that only two- 
thirds of $9 million, or $6 mil- 
lion can be reasonably expected 
fro this withholding plan.

Objections Few 

A few women didn’t. like 
safety belts. One objected to the 
belt wrinkling her skirt. “If I 
wore straight skirts, it wouldn’t 
matter so much,” she said, “but 
I prefer full skirts.” 

This is a natural feminine re- 
action. We thought the same 
things once, too. But a survey we 
conducted on this point showed 
conclusively that women’s 
clothes are not wrinkled at all 
when the safety belt is adjusted 
properly. We tried this test on 
all types of women’s clothes— 
even formal wear. 

Another woman objected to 
the weight of the buckle on her 
lap. When she was shown how 
to wear the safety belt—tight 
against her body so that the 
buckle does not bounce — she 
thought is was more comfort- 
able. 

Roy D. Haeusler, automotive 
safety engineer at Chrysler Cor- 
poration, commented that 
youngsters generally stem eager 
to adopt the use of safety belts. 
“It’s the older folks who are 
hard to convince because they 
have been driving for years 
without them,” Haeusler said, 
He pointed out that people who 
have belts in their cars should 
use them whenever they drive. 

“Some people have had cars 
equipped with seat belts just for 
long trips,” he added. “We feel 
that this is the wrong approach 
—if you have a set of belts in- 
stalled, always wear them.”

The distance from the north 
end of Baldwin county to the 
south end is about the same as 
the distance from Birmingham to 
Montgomery.

The legislature has offered a program that 
will tax persons and corporations with income over $1000 for this needed revenue. Do 
you agree that this is fairer than one of the following which are discussed as alterna- 
tives to the school tax amendments? 


Fairer than removal of exemptions from sales tax: 


True, this method would raise thhe amount of money needed by schools but it 
would place burden of school crisis on farmers and industries who now benefit from 
sales tax exemption. Goodwyn Amendment places this burden on people’and corpora- 
tions with net income in excess of $1000 per year, not just one or two segments of 
our population. . 


Fairer than 11/2 per cent increase in sales tax: 


People with income $1000 and less pay no tax under Goodwyn plan. Sales tax 
increase would tax all who spend including people on public assistance rolls, the aged 
and pensioners. Goodwyn plan taxes income while sales tax taxes only money spent. 
Person with $3000 ‘net income would pay $16 for schools under Goodwyn plan—Un- 
der sales tax increase cost to him would be $45 if all his income is spent on taxable 
items. | 


Fairer than doubling assesed valuation of real estate: 


This would bring in-little more than one half the money needed for schools and 
none would be collected before October 1, 1956, This would tax person on what he 
has, not the money he earns. Many families have children to educate; have a good in- 
come yet own no property. Under the Goodwyn plan such families would pay taxes 
” ie ag schools but under a plan to get more taxes from property they would not 

e taxed, 


Fairer than revising present income tax law: 


Doubling present state income tax rates would bring in little more than half of 
the money for-schools to be received under Goodwyn amendment and would greatly 
increase burden of people with moderate to high income. 167,000 individuals and 
corporations now pay state income tax. Under Goodwyn Amendment 908,000 indi- 
viduals and 7000 corporations would contribute to support of schools. If fewer people 
paid this tax they would have to pay more money at a higher tax rate to"bring in the 
amount of money needed for schools. 

Goodwyn plan is, fairer because it taxes all with income over $1000 at a very low 
rate. One with $4000 income can park his car at a parking meter for orie hour for one 
nickel. For one more nickel daily he can place all of his children in an improved 
school for 9 months. 


People who vote YES on Amendments 1, 2 and 3 support the need for better 
schools. Some people who will vote No, will do so in opposition to this need. Some 
ple who will vote no, will do so in hope that some other tax program will be 
found. They have no assurance that, if found, it will be fairer, that it will cost the 
man of low income less, nor do they know by whom it will be administered.

A farm owner who arranges 
with someone to produce a crop 
or livestock on his land for a per- 
centage of the total crops pro- 
duced does not get social security 
credit for that income. As I men- 
tioned in my preceding article, 
his share of the crop is consid- 
ered rental income and is ex- 
cluded. 

A farm business partnership, 
however, is another matter. If 
you have a farm and enter into 
a business partnership or a joint 


venture with someone to operate 


it jointly, both of you are self- 


employed, just as partners in a 
non-farm enterprise operated for 
profit. In these cases each part- 
ner makes a report of his share 
of net earnings separately as a

STATE OF ALABAMA 
A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, the Legislatume 01 
Alabama at the Regular Session 
1955, ordered an election to be held 
by the qualified electors of the State 
of Alabama upon a certain proposed 
amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama whican said amendment is 
herein set out, and ordered that 
said election be held on the first 
Tuesday after the expiration of 
three months after the final ad- 
journment of the session of the Leg- 
islature at which the amendment 
was proposed; and 

WHEREAS, the first Tuesday 
after the expiration of three months 
after the final adjournment of the 
session cf the Legislature at which 
the amendment was proposed will 
be and occur on Tuesday, Decem- 
ber 6, 1955; and 

WHEREAS. notice of such elec- 
tion. together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law, and 
by_the provisions of the act sub- 
mitting the amendment, to be given 
by a proclamation of the Governor 
to be published in each county in 
the State of Alabama once a week 
for four successive weeks, next pre- 
ceding the day appointed for the 
election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, 1, James E 
Folsom, as Governor of the State oi 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, di- 
rect and proclaim that on Tuesday 
the 6th day of December 1955, an 
election will be held at the several 


polling places within the State of 
Alabama, in the manner and form 
provided by law, upon the follow- 
ing proposed amendment to the 


Constitution of the State of Ala- 
bama of 19€1: 
“The court of county commis- 
sioners, board of revenue, or 
like governing body of Lee 
County shall have the power to 
levy and collect a special prop- 
erty tax, in addition to all taxes 
now or hereafter authorized by 
the Constitution and laws of 
Alabama, of not exceeding one- 
half of one percent on the value 
of the property in the c.unty as 
assessed for state taxation dur- 
ing the preceding year, the 
proceeds of which shall be used 
e--alusively for educational pur- 
poses; provided that such tax 
and the purpose or purposes 
thereof ard the time such tax is 
proposed to. be continued, shall 
have been first submitted to a 
vote of the qualified electors of 
the county and voted for by a 
majority of those voting at such 
election as hereinafter provided. 
The special tax provided for 
herein may he. reduced from 
time to time, in the manner pro- 
vided herein, for such periods 
of time as are necessary. If any 
proposal to levy a tax is defeated 
in any election, subsequent elec- 
tions thereon may be held at any 
time. The election provided for 
herein shall be called, held, con: 
ducted, paid for, and governed 
otherwise in the manner pro- 
vided for an election on the 
school district tax authorized in 
Amendment III, Article XIX, of 
the Constitution of Alabama, 
by Article 7, Chapter 10, Title 
52, Code of Alabama (1940). The 
tax shall be™collected in the 
same manner and under the 
same requirements and laws as 
the taxes of the State are col- 
ected. The revenue derived 
from the tax levied on all tax- 
able property situated outside 
the corporate limits of Auburn 
and Opelika shall be kept sep- 
arate and apart from the rev- 
enues to be derived from the 
tax levied on all taxable prop- 
erty situated within the cor-

self-employed person, for social 
security purposes, and pays the 
self-employment tax on _ that 
share. 


The general features of any 
partnership are that each of the 
partners contributes in°some way 
as agreed upon to the operation 
of the business. If there are 
losses, each will bear a_ share. 
Profits are also shared. More- 
over, the partners are individually 
and jointly responsible for the 
debts of the partnership. A part- 
nership is indicated if the parties 
hold themselves out as partners 
by using a partnership name in 
their dealings with others, have 
a joint bank account, etc. Gen- 
erally, each member of a farm 
partnership would take part in 
making decisions regarding the 
management and control of the 
farm operations. They let every- 
one know they are operating the 
farm together. They each take 
part in the daily work connected 
with the operation of the farm 
and supervise the daily work of 
the farm hands. 


It is possible, too, for a hus- 
band and wife to operate a farm 
as business partners, in which 
event, both would be self-em- 
ployed for social security pur- 
poses. In the usual family farm 
arrangement, ‘however, one party 
—usually the husband—has the 
actual management and control 
of the farm. In these cases, he, 
not his wife, is the self-employed 
farmer, and the net earnings 
from the farm operation should 
be reported in his name alone for 
social security purposes. 


By the same token, a father 
and his child may enter into an 
arrangement whereby they are 
actually partners or joint ven- 
turers in the farm operation. In 
that eVent, both of them would 
be considered self-employed, and 
each would report his share of 
the net earnings and pay the 
social security tax on that share. 
However, if they are not partners 
and one of them owns the land 
but does not take part in operat- 
ing it, only the one who actually 
farms the land is self-employed. 

There are other family ar- 
rangements in relation to social 
security coverage for farm work. 
I shall discuss them in my next 
article.

Farm People Are 
Asking .. .

In my last article I described 
conditions under which a family 
arrangement for the operation of 
a farm could be an actual part- 
nership or. joint venture, where 
husband and wife, or father and 
child, could each be considered 
self-employed farmers for social 
security purposes. 

There are other family farm 
enterprises that are also agricul- 
tural self-employment. I shall de- 
scribe two of them widely preva- 
lent in farm areas. throughout 
the country. 

From time immemorial, farm 
wives, and other members of farm 
households have engaged in farm 
enterprises on the side. “Egg 
money” is a term sometimes used 
to describe the income from such 
a business because raising chick- 
ens and selling eggs is often the 
source of this special income. 

If a special activity like that 
is really patt of the general farm 
enterprise, and feeding, housing, 
and tending the chickens or other 
farm animals are merely part of 
the overall work of operating the 
farm, there’s..no separate busi- 
ness or enterprise. In such case, 
the member of the family who 
engages in such work is not self- 
employed but is merely helping 
out the actual farm operator. 

On the other hand, if the farm 
wife, or other member of the 
farm family, conducts a separate 
business wholly on her own, pays 
the expenses involved, and keeps 
all the income separate from that 
derived from the other farm op-

her own right for social security 
purposes. However, merely doing 
the chores, helping with the har- 
vesting, etc., doesn’t make the 
wife or other member of the 
family either the farmer’s em- 
ployee or a self-employed person. 

By the same token, a farmer’s 
son who engages in some special 
farm work on a farm otherwise 
managed and, controlled by his 
parent, this work being his own 
individual enterprise, is a_ self- 
employed farmer. This does not 
mean that a son whose father 
gives him a calf or other live- 
stock jto tend and raise is neces- 
Pewaiche: os. veretmbaeaieouatabs:ccamntewa 8s of engaged in a special farm- 
ing enterprise. However, if the 
son undertakes a 4-H or FFA 
project entirely on his own,, keeps 
separate records, pays the ex- 
penses and keeps the profits, he 
is a self-employed farmer. The 
fact that his father may give 
him all kinds of free advice would 
not change the situation so long 
as the son has the right to make 
his own decisions and act on 
them, 


If the son has net earnings of 
$400 or more in a year from ac- 
tivity he runs, such earnings will 
count toward his social security. 
Under the law, he must file an 
income tax return and pay the 
self- employment tax regardless of 
how young he is ,and even if his 
earnings are sol low that he 
doesn’t have bs. pay any income; 


tax. 


Some may ask what use social 
security is to a youngster. It has 
two early values. First, as soon 
as a young farmer has worked 
for two “crop years” under so- 
cial security, he is insured, which 
means that in case of his un- 
timely death, a modest lump-sum 
payment would be made toward 
burial expenses.. More important- 
ly, as soon as the young man 


has a family his wife and baby 
would have substantial insurance 
protection, which would pay 
monthly cash benefits to the 
young mother and child if the 
head of the family were to die.

Improves Auto Headlights 


There’s a new wrinkle to headlights on all 1956 cars. Following 
50 --cars of experimenting with one sort of lamp or another, this 


is ue very latest development. 


It’s called the new sealed beam headlamp, and its distinction 
is that it throws a lower, but longer light on the road ahead. 


Even when you dim your lights 
same time you don’t blind the 
drivers coming toward you. This 
is managed by a special direct- 
ing device inside the lamp which 

throws most 
& of the light to- 
= ward the far 
right side of 
the road.

Miss Chapman downward. 
By reducing upward light, the 
elements reflect less at the 
driver’s eyes. 

Over the years, headlights 
have come a long way. In the 
old horse and buggy days, a 
light was hung on the buggy so 
it could be seen. The horse was 
entrusted to find his own way in 
the dark. But in the new horse- 
less carriage, steering became 
the driver’s responsibility, and 
he needed more light to see. In 
1904, gas lamps were effective 
enough, but were messy and 
dangerous, Also they blinded 
approaching drivers. Further- 
more, they cost from $40 to $175 
each! 

In 1908, the first electric lamps 
were developed for automobiles. 
By 1913, the ingenious gener- 
ator-battery electrical system, 
which we still use, became 
standard on many cars. The year 
1920 marked the appearance of 
the lens and controls on the 
beam of the lamp. In 1929, foot 
dimmer. switches were intro- 
duced. 

Headlight experts have been 
working continuously since the 
30’s for a longer, lower beam 
and more accurate focusing. In 
1939, the sealed beam lamp was

adopted, and this new lamp is 


an improvement on it. 

Sealed beam means that in- 
stead of a-separate lens, a sep- 
arate bulb and so forth, all the 
parts are made as one unit. This 
unit is sealed so that moisture, 
dust and rust cannot enter. 


Tips on Headlights 


The headlights on your car 
should be kept clean and accu- 
rately aimed. Mis-aim, even of a 
small amount, will steal away a 
large part of the improved dé- 
sign. Your automobile dealer 
should be able to fix them for 
you. 

Remember to dim your lights 
when approaching other cars on 
the highway, and at all times in 
city traffic. This is more than a 
courteous gesture. It improves 
visibility. for each driver. 

As another car approaches, 
try not to look at the lights, but 
at the road directly ahead of 
you. It’s easier on your eyes,’and 
safer. 

Don’t shine your upper beams 
into the window of the car 
ahead, It’s unpleasant for the 
other driver and if he becomes 
distracted it could be dangerous 
for both of you. 

Use the lower beam for the 
best vision in fog, snow, rain 
and dust. * 

Turn on your headlights at 
twilight when visual contrast is 
low. You might be able to see 
well enough but can the other 
fellow see you?

As we often point out, sub- 
sidizing one industry starts a 
train of dislocation which runs 
throughout the economic fabric 
not only of our country, but of 
the whole world. 

It is worth recalling that the 
artificially high price established 
for silver in the mid-thirties drew 
the white metal from Mexico to 
the United ‘States and was one 
of the reasons leading to inflation 
and financial difficulty in that 
country. 

The effect was even more dis- 
astrous in China, where a silver 
standard currency had long exist- 
ed. The high prices being paid 
here, not only for domestic but 
for imported silver, drained that 
precious metal away from our 
Chinese friends and deprived 
them of the basis of their mone- 
tary system. The resulting infla- 
tion which began there more 
than twenty years ago, greatly 
handicapped Chiang Kai-shek 
and was, no doubt, one of the 
main reasons leading to the 
communist triumph in China. 
Debauching the monetary system 
is always a prime target of the 
communists. 

Tainpering with the free mar- 
ket and attempting to favor this 
or that group at the expense of 
others is the way to destroy 
economic well-being and lessen 
human satisfaction.

Diet is more than just a four- 
letter word for food. Nutritionists 
have piled up a mass of knowledge 
about food in terms of proteins, fats, 
carbohydrates, vitamins and miner- 
als. We now know pretty much what 

we ought to have 
on the table to 
round out a well- 
balanced diet. 

Not so general- 
ly realized, how- 
ever, is the impor- 
tance of diet in our 
defense against in- 
testinal parasites.

: cal medicine of Louisiana State Uni- 

versity Medical School said recently 

that dietary deficiencies lower our 

resistance to parasites in our intes- 

tinal tract, and leave us open to 
infection. 

Dr. Frye described a series of 
laboratory and clinical studies of 
intestinal infections ranging from 
outbreaks in a rural Tennessee town 
to an epidemic in a Korean prison 
compound. The studies, Dr. Frye 
said, show that the relationship be- 
tween diet and parasitic infection is 
striking. | 

Improper or inadequate food sup- 
ply may produce changes in body 
tissue that are favorable to the par- 
asites, the dean pointed out. Only 
slight changes are sufficient to throw 
our defenses out of line. Specific 
vitamin, protein and other nutri- 
tional deficiencies were found to be 
prevalent in many cases. 

These studies have shown fhat our 
resistance to parasitic infection de- 
pends largely upon diet, constitution 
and age. To serve in developing the 
most potent resistance to parasites, 
he adds, diet must include adequate 
vitamins, minerals, and other sub- 
stances essential to a well-balanced 
ration.

Will Set Record 


Checking the progress on the 
“Mail Early for Christmas” cam- 
paign, Postmaster ~ Watson pre- 
dicted today that the 1955 pre- 
holiday season will be a_ real 
record breaker as he noted the 
mounting flood of Christmas 
cards and gift packages.

He warned that packages mailed 
to out-of-state points after this 
week may not be delivered in 
time for Christmas. He said that 
the flow of Christmas cards is 
running about normal but parcel 
post is definitely behind schedule 
and suggested that all out-of- 
state parcels still to be mailed 
should be sent by air parcel post, 
and pointed out that Christmas 
cards addressed to the most dis- 
tant points should also be air 
mailed. 


Postmaster Watson reminds ev- 
eryone again that all gifts should 
be wrapped securely with plenty 
of heavy paper and tied with 
strong cord. Write legibly or bet- 
ter yet, print the recipient’s full 
name, street address, city and 
state on all mailing labels and 
Christmas cards. Send all cards 
by first class mail and be sure 
to include your name and address 
on Christmas card envelopes. 

Keep in mind that gift pack- 
ages may not be sealed, unless 
the return address. and this notice 
appears: “Contents Merchandise 
—May be opened for postal in- 
spection.” Christmas seals and 
“Do not -open until Christmas” 
stickers -may be used but always 
place them on the back of your 
gift parcels or Christmas cards, 
leavmg the address side easy to 
read.

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Will Surplus Commodity Distribution 


Be Continued in 


This question has been asked 
by several people. Doubtless many 
have “thought” the question be- 
sides those who have asked it. 

The program seems possible of 
continuance if the’ proper person- 
nel can be enlisted to carry on 
the work and if a suitable place 
can be had for storage of com- 
modities. 


Here is what would be required 
as personnel: 

1. To begin with, all families 
(other than welfare cases) would 
have to be re-registered and 
processed as to eligibility. This 
would require the services of one 
person for about a week to is- 
sue new application blanks and 
process them after they have 
been filled out /and returned by 
the applicants. The person doing 
this work would have to be one 
of clerical experience and ability. 

2. After re-registration is com- 
pleted, it would require a person 
about five days to prepare the 
list and ration cards for distribu- 
tion day. This person would have 
to be one who is a good typist- 
clerk. 

3. For distribution day the serv- 


ices of three persons would be}. 


required to handle the clerical 
work necessary to issuing ration 
ecards and securing receipts from 
the recipients. Also, for distribu- 
tion day the services of six peo- 
ple will be required for one day 
to issue commodities. 

4. In addition to all the above, 
it will require two people for one 
day each month to arrange com- 
modities in packages ready to 
‘issue.

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Changes Are Made in Alabama 
Unemloyment Compensation Law 


Beginning Jan. 1, 1956, Ala- 
bama employers having 4 or more 
employees will become liable for 
payment of the Alabama Unem- 
ployment Compensation; tax and 
the Federal Unemployment Tax. 
These -employers become liable 
when they have in employment 4 
or more individuals during each 
of some 20 days (whether or not 
at the same moment of time) 
each day being in a separate cal- 
endar week within a _ calendar 


year in the State of Alabama. 
Such an employment record makes 
the employer liable for the pay- 
ment of the employer portion of 
this tax from Jan. 1 of the year 
in which it oceurs and for pay- 
ment of the employee tax begin- 
ning with the next pay period 
after the 20. weeks described 
above. 

Before this change was made 
in the law Alabama employers 
became liable for payments of 
this tax when they had in em- 
ployment 8 or more individuals 
during each of some 20 days 
(whether or not at the same mo- 
ment of time) each day being in 
a separate calendar week within 
a calendar year in the State of 
Alabama. 

The most important point for 
employers heretofore not liable 
for payment of the Unemploy- 
ent Compensation tax to remem- 
ber is this: Any employer having 
4 or more workers employed du- 
ring each of some 20 days 
(whether or not at the same mo- 
ment of time) each day being in 
a separate calendar week during 
1955 is liable for both the em- 
ployer and employee tax from 
Jan. 1, 1956. This first quarterly 
report and contributions become 
due March 31, 1956, and become 
delinquent May 1, 1956. 

It is suggested that any em- 
ployer checking his payroll rec- 
ords for 1955 and finding him- 
self subject to the payment of 
the Unemployment Compensation 
tax beginning Jan. 1, 1956, do 
two things: 

(1) Write: Unemployment Com- 
pensation Agency, Department of 
Industrial Relations, State Office 
Building, Montgomery 4, Ala., and 
request the proper forms for de- 
termining liability and for filing 
quarterly reports and paying the 
tax due. 

(2) If the employer is positive 
that his 1955 payroll records 
make him liable then he would 
be wise to withhold fronf each 
of his employees 1 per cent of 
their gross wages earned after 
Jan. 1, 1956. (If an employer dis- 
covers his liability later on in the 
year, it would be too late to 
withhold and thus he would have 
to pay the employee tax as well 
as the employer tax.) 

In determining an employing 
unit’s liability each of the work- 
ers (including corporate officers 
paid for their services) must be 
included in the number of em- 
ployees. The individual owner of 
a business or partners of a part- 
nership firm, are not considered 
employees and should not be 
counted. 

Without attempting to go into 
details a few pertinent provisions 


of the State and Federal Unem- 
ployment tax acts are set out 
below: 


(1) Rates of Contributions: Sub- 
ject to the experience rating pro- 
visions of this law, rates of con- 
tributions are: 

For new employers 2.7 per cent. 

For employees of new employ- 
ers 1.0 per cent. 

(2) Employee Tax: The Ala- 
bama Act, in addition to provid- 
ing a tax against the employer, 
also provides for a levy of 1.0 
per cent against individual em- 
ployees’ earnings. This additional 
levy is against the employer and 
is subject to recovery through 
payroll deductions. 

(3) Off-Set Credits — Federal 
Unemployment Tax Act: The em- 
ployer tax if timely paid, is al- 
lowed as a full credit of 90 per 


i (5) Reporting 


cent against the excise tax on 
payrolls imposed under the Fed- 
eral Unemployment Tax Act, thus 
reducing the Federal levy to a 
3 per cent rate. 

(4) $3,000 Limitation on Earn- 
ings: A limitation of $3,000 on 
individual earnings is provided for 
under this law. Any amount of an 
individual’s earnings in excess of 
$3,000 within a calendar year is 
not taxable. 
requirements: 
Reports, accompanied by remit- 
tances, are due on each calendar 
quarter ending date of March 31, 
June 30, September 30, Decem- 
ber 31, and become delinquent at 
the close of business on the last 
day of the month immediately 
following the close of the calendar 
quarter.

Why You Should Buy Christmas Seals 


By Dr. E. F. Sloan 
County Health Officer 


Tuberculosis is by far the most 
formidable communicable disease 
today. No other infection is com- 
parable to it in its impact upon 
family, its devastating consequen- 
ces, its cost in lost time and in- 
come. Imagine the terrific shock 
to a man with a family to sup- 
port when he is told, however 
gently, that he will not be able to 
work for ‘probably two years or 
more. 

Of the other infectious. di- 
seases, there has been no case of 
typhoid or diphtheria in Shelby 
County this year; malaria and 
syphilis have become a rarity; 
and the other common infections 
can, for the most part, be pre- 
vented or controlled. Shelby 
County has had no case of epi- 
demic meningitis and’four cases 
of polio this year. These have 
never constituted a serious public 
health problem in this county. 
Tuberculosis, on the other hand, is 
a widespread and a chronic di- 
sease. It requires long-term and 
expensive treatment and frequent 
check-ups after the disease is ar- 
rested. 

Your County Tuberculosis Clin- 
ic is at present treating 43 cases. 
This writer knows of no other 
county in the state which has 
such a clinic, with facilities for 
X-ray diagnosis, for instituting 
and maintaining Pneumoperito- 
neum and Pneumothorax, and 
with a stock of anti-tuberculosis 
drugs, syringes, needles and ev- 
erything needed to start a patient 
on treatment immediately after 
the diagnosis is made. This Clinic 
is made possible by the combined 
efforts of your County Tubercu- 
losis Association, the County 
Board of Revenue and Control 
and the County Health Depart- 
ent. 

The County Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation obtains its funds solely 
by the sale of Christmas seals, 
Nearly all of the proceeds of the 
Christmas seal sale is placed in 
a fund for buying drugs and sup- 
plies for the Tuberculosis Clinic. 
Each dollar that is placed in this 
fund is matched by the County 
Board of Revenue and Control. 
Few tuberculosis’ patients are able 
to pay for the drugs and other 
supplies which they need. 

We have proven beyond any 
doubt that the vast majority of 
patients can be successfully treat-

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Southern Bell Completes 50 Years 
Service in Montevallo and Calera 


Lots of talking has gone over 
the wires in Calera and Monte- 
vallo since Southern Bell Tele- 
phone Co. established telephone 
exchanges here on Dec. 1, 1905, 
just 50 years ago. 


A glance at the half century 
history of Southern Bell’s opera- 
tion of the two telephone systems 
reveals that their ups and downs 
accurately reflect the expansion 
and contraction of the communi- 
ties, economically and otherwise. 


When Southern Bell started the 
new exchanges, economic horizons 
were broadening in Calera and 
Montevallo, and throughout the 
nation. The Spanish-American 
War had been over seven years 
and the new horseless carriage 
was here to stay. 

At that time there were 31 
telephones in Calera and 33 in 
Montevallo. Five years later the 
number had increased to 45 in 
the former and 47 in the latter. 
Local residents and business men 
were beginning to see the value 
of the telephone. But talking over 
the telephone, especially over 
long distance, was quite an event 
for most people. 

Oldtimers say telephone conver- 
sations weren’t so private then 
since folks talking on long dis- 
tance had to shout to be heard. 
And the business men had a dif- 
ficult time conducting their af- 
fairs by telephone because the 
lines were frequently tied up by 
people exchanging the latest gos- 
sip. 

Familiarity with telephones 
bred usage though and by 1925, 
twenty years after the exchanges 
were established, there were 70 
instruments in Calera and 137 in 
Montevallo. The prosperity of the 
“twenties” created, along with the 


—_—_—_———— 


demand for stocks and Florida 
real estate, a desire for tele- 
phones. 


By late 1929, just when no 
end to the decade’s fabulous pros- 
perity was in sight, the stock 
market began to crumble. On De- 
cember 1 of that year, there were 
104 telephones in Calera, an all 
time high since establishment of 
the exchange. On the same date 


there were 212 telephones in 
Montevallo. 
But the state of things to 


come was indicated when in the 
following month, the number of 
telephones in Calera began to de- 
crease. On December 31, 1931, 
there were only 73 telephones in 
the exchange, an all time low 
for the depression years. 

An exception among the tele- 
phone exchanges operated by 
Southern Bell, Montevallo contin- 
ued to gain telephones until De- 
cember 1931. The lowest number 
of telephones for Montevallo du- 
ring the depression was _ not 
reached until February 1934. 

The Calera exchange began to 
recoup its telephone losses in late 
1933; the upward trend in the 
Montevallo exchange began six 
months after the low point in 
telephones of 188 was reached. 

By the mid-thirties, telephone 
growth indicated that there was a 
little more money in circulation. 
The number of telephones slowly 
but surely approached the earlier 
record number of subscribers, In 
March 1937, Montevallo boasted 
239, three more than the 1931 
peak. 

Company forecasts pointed to 
continued economic expansion in 
the Montevallo-Calera area. To 
meet the anticipated growth, 
Southern Bell began plans _ to 


convert the local telephone sys- 
tems to dial operation. On July 
25, 1939, the dia! telephone went 
into service in Calera; two days 
later the Montevallo system was 
dial. 

By mid-1941, when the rearma- 
ment program started a new flow 
of dollars throughout the nation, 
moore people could afford tele- 
phones. At the time of the Pearl 
Harbor disaster, there were 95 
telephones serving Calera and 313 
in Montevallo. 

During the World War II years, 
expansion of the telephone sys- 
tems was limited because of 
shortages of work forces and ma- 
terials. In December 1945, Calera 
reach its 1929 record high of 104 
telephones. The total in Monte- 
vallo was 348. With the abate- 
ment of the shortages, Southern 
Bell began an extensive expan- 
sion program throughout the nine 
states it serves. Telephone de- 
mand was heavy nationwide as 
well as locally. 

Five years after the beginning 
of the post-war expansion pro- 
gram, the number of telephones 
had skyrocketed to 293 in Calera 
and to 890 in Montevallo. The lo- 
cal telephone system had _in- 
creased more (nearly tripled) in 
five years than in their first 
forty years of existence. The 
need for more telephones to serve 
the area has continued. Today, 
fifty years after Southern Bell 
installed the first telephones in 
the two exchanges, there are 474 
telephones in Calera and 1108 in 
Montevallo, 

Southern Bell’s Bessemer Group 
Manager B. F. Lunsford said the 
tremendous increase in telephones 
is indicative of the trade area’s 
economical growth and of his 
company’s willingness and ability 
to serve it.

Postal Service 
Offers. Career 
Opportunities 


The first nationwide effort to 
attract desirable new career em- 
ployees into the postal service 
was launched Dec. 5, according 
to Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Summerfield. 


Red, white and blue posters 
outlining higher salaries now of- 
fered and other benefits of postal 
employment are being displayed 
in the lobbies of approximately 
10,000 of the largest post offices 
and in 3,000 communities on 16,- 
000 Air Force recruiting bill- 
boards. 

Under the heading “Plan a Ca- 
reer in Uncle Sam’s Post Office 
—Good Pay — Advancement — 
Many Benefits,” ‘the posters list 
these facts about postal employ- 
ment: 


1. Starting pay of $70 per week 
—$1.82 per hour. 

2. Automatic annual raises to 
$85 per week—$2.19 per hour. 

3. Longevity increases to $90 
per week—$2.34 per hour. 

4, 2% to 5 weeks’ paid vacation 
each year. 

5. Liberal paid sick leave. 

6. 8 paid holidays each year. 

7. Generous retirement plan. 

The posters also emphasize that

cent higher pay for night work 


are available. 

Mr. Summerfield pointed out 
that the postal service is now 
more attractive than ever for the 
young person seeking a career. 
The second step of the salary 
increases enacted into law earlier 
this year became effective Dec.

STUDY SCHOOL SITUATION

Hobbs also said in his state- 
ment, “The voters have rejected 
a solution to Alabama’s school 
problem. The problem remains.” 

“Regardless of Tuésday’s - vote 
and the causes for it, all of us 
know the people of Alabama 
want better schools for their 
children, and will not. be content 
until they get them,”

Notes From The 
Health Department 


By Dr. E. F. Sloan 
County Health Officer 


The continued successful op- 
eration of your County Tubercu- 
losis Clinic depends upon your 
purchase of Christmas seals. In 
this writer’s opinion the control 
of tuberculosis constituted the 
most urgent of all programs in 
which the people are asked to 
participate. 

As pointed out by this writer 
in a paper presented to the State 
Health Workers’ Conference, the 
program as developed in Shelby 
County is, by far, the least ex- 
pensive and most effective meth- 
od of attacking the tuberculosis 
problem, obviating the necessity 
for continued construction and 
maintenance of several millions 
of dollars worth of additional 
sanatoria. A considerable’ number 
of sanatoria over the country 
have closed, including Saranac 
Lake, due to the successful treat- 
ment of cases at home. 

No clinic and no sanatorium 
will cure all cases but there is 
little, if any, difference in the 
number of treatment failures and 
these today constitute a very 
small percentage. 


Pure Service Station

Shelby County had the first 
tuberculosis clinic in the state 
and there are now 28 other .coun- 
ties which have some type of 
tuberculosis clinic, none of them 
yet giving the complete diagnostic 
and treatment facilities as the 
Shelby County Clinic. Your con- 
tributions through the purchase 
of Christmas seals has made this 
work possible. 

The ultimate control of tuber- 
culosis will depend upon the es- 
tablishment of county or district, 
well equipped and well managed 
clinics rather than on the sana- 
toria. No one of us is immune 
to the ravages of this disease.

The periodic changes in age 
groups eligible for polio vaccine 
have caused our County Health 
Nurse to devote a great deal of 
time to this program, too much 
in fact, considering her multitude 
of other duties. When the present 
round is completed the nurse will 
not go back into the schools un? 
til all school age groups are in- 
cluded. Polio shots for all from 
6 months through 14 years of 
age will be given at the Health 
Office every Saturday morning.

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Poultryman Named 
Man of the Year 


Prof. Dale King, head of the 
poultry department at Auburn, 
receives from the Progressive 
Farmer the 1955:Man of the Year 
award for service to agriculture 
in Alabama. 


A leader in poultry research, he 
has made significant contribution 
in the development of the poul- 
try industry. Notable is the cage- 
laying program, which he has 
seen grow from nothing to an es- 
timated million cage layers. 


During a trip to the West 
Coast in 1946 he studied the es- 
eablished cage laying system. 
Doing research on his farm at his 
own expense, he adapted methods 
suitable for the South. 

Research has increased sixfold 
since Prof. King took over as 
Auburn’s poultry head in 1947. 
The staff has grown from two 
men teaching and doing a little 
research to eight highly trained 
staff members, plus six graduate 
assistants and technicians and 
several student assistants. 

A well rounded research prog- 
ram is going on in the fields of 
breeding, nutrition, disease and 
parasite control, poultry manage- 
ment, and processing and market- 
ing.

Cases Increases 


An old killer is staging an 

alarming comeback in Shelby 
County, according to 1955 Christ- 
mas Seal Chairman Conrad Fowl- 
er. Records of the Bureau of 
Preventable Diseases of the Ala- 
bama Stata Board of Health 
show that whereas during the 
first ten months of 1954, 20 new 
cases of tuberculosis were re- 
ported in this county, 24 cases 
have been reported for the same 
period, January-October, of 1955. 
“These figures should abruptly 
change any false notions that we 
have already won the war against 
TB,” the chairman said. “These 
people struck down are our 
friends and neighbors right here 
at home. And TB is a contagious 
disease. No home is safe until 
all homes are safe. 
“As I am sure everyone knows, 
the volunteer fight against tu- 
bérculosis is financed by the an- 
nual Christmas seal sale. 

“Our people in this county have 
been most generous in support 
of the Christmas seal sale for 
many years. While our 1955-56 
campaign has still a long way to 
go before we reach our goal, we 
know we can depend on those 
who have received the seals, but 
delayed or forgotten as yet to 
send in their contribution. 

“Ninety-four cents out of ev- 
ery Christmas seal dollar stays 
right here in Alabama for year- 
round local and state programs 
of work against TB.

majority of the states oppose 
segregation, together with most 
of the nations’ of the world. 

This is a great array of hos- 
tile power. It does no good to 
pretend it isn’t there. 


It is plain that the GOP and 
Democratic conventions are go- 
ing to compete with each other 
in writing bristling civil rights 
platforms, that the nominees in 
the campaign will compete in 
their claims of what party has 
done most to destroy segrega- 
tion. 

The generals of both parties 
are bent on winning the minority 
blocs to the North that can swing 
the Big Bertha states. Both 
know that most Southern states 
this year will go Democratic (Ike 
got 49 per cent of the popular 
vote in the South, but carried 
only four states). 

There is a resignation to this 
glacial hostility from the three 
corners of the nation. This resig- 
nation is recognjzable—as we 
have often remarked—by the 
notable meekness of our congress- 
men and senators, Think how 
rare it is these days to hear 
Alabama and Southern congress- 
men make a segregation state- 
ment. 

All in all, it seems that Ala- 
bamians feel partyless. They are 
looking on grimly and coldly at 
the courting gestures of the can- 
didates, knowing only that the 
winners are going to.ask them 
to do that which they are not 
going to do anytime soon—mix 
the races. 

Anyhow, that’s our explanation 
of the indifference until a better 
explanation is offered.
